MOSCOW (AP) — Sitting in a grounded 
Aeroflot jetliner in New York, ballerina 
Ludmilla Vlasova faced a hard fact of 
Soviet life: returning to the Soviet Union 
could well mean she will never again be 
allowed to leave the country. 

Whatever her own desires, the defec¬ 
tion of her dancer husband Alexander Go¬ 
dunov in itself probably will bar her from 
any future travel abroad with or without 
the Bolshoi Ballet troupe. 

This has happened time and again to 
families who have had a member defect. 

“We do not let out the families of defec¬ 
tors,” Soviet officials have told Rosa 


Ferdman, sister of ballet dancer Rudolph 
Nureyev, who defected in 1961. 

“YOU WILL NEVER BE let go in re¬ 
venge for Viktor Korchnoi's crime (of 
defecting),” the wife of the chess cham¬ 
pion quoted them as telling her. 

“You will never see your husband 
again,” Ludmilla Agapova, wife of a sea¬ 
man who jumped ship in Sweden, says she 
is told. 

In a telephone interview Saturday, Mrs. 


Ferdman, who has been trying for 15 
years to visit Nureyev, said she has gath¬ 
ered new paperwork and has applied once 
more for permission to file a formal peti¬ 
tion for a trip abroad. “I still hope,” she 
said. “I think one must hope. Other people 
travel abroad to visit friends. Why not 
me?” 

Mrs. Ferdman, a 48-year-oid kindergar¬ 
ten teacher in Leningrad, hopes to visit the 
West With her daughter, Gyuzel, 18, and 
Nureyev’s mother, Farida, 75. 


Their attempts to travel have drawn 
support from cultural figures in the West, 
including Nureyev’s most famous partner, 
British ballerina Margot Fonteyn, who 
gathered 17,000 signatures>on a petition in 
1977. 

FROM WASHINGTON, 42 U.S. senators 
have appealed to Premier Alexei Kosygin 
to allow Nureyev’s family to visit him. But 
in Moscow and Leningrad, officials simply 
tell Mrs. Ferdman: “Your case is being 
studied.”

NEW YORK — In a classic diplomatic standoff, 
the United States and the Soviet Union swapped 
protests Saturday concerning the case of Russian 
ballerina Ludmilla Vlasova, who has been detained 
aboard an airliner at Kennedy Airport since Friday at 
2 p.m. Victoria time. 

The U.S. accused the Soviets of whisking the wife 
of defecting Bolshoi ballet star Alexander Godunov 
aboard the blue and white Aeroflot airliner in defi¬ 
ance of an agreement that she would not return to 
Moscow until American officials interviewed her. 

But the Soviets, in, a harsh protest note, accused 
the United States of strongarm tactics, trickery and 
staging “an unprecedented provocation.” 

“American officials forced their way onto the 
airplane, took her passport by a deceit and already 
had a U.S. passport prepared in her name without her 
knowledge,” the note charged. 

“This is totally false and without any basis

whatsoever,” a U.S. state 
department official re¬ 
plied. 

In addition, the Soviet 
news agency, Tass, accused 
the United States of an “in¬ 
human action.” 

And Iona Andronov, a cor¬ 
respondent for Moscow’s 
Literary Gazette, said he 
had spoken with Miss Vlaso¬ 
va and quoted her as saying: 
“Free me. Let me go to 
Russia. I don't want to stay 
here.” 

On Friday she was quoted 
as saying: I love my hus¬ 
band, but he has made his 
decision to stay here and I 
have made mine to leave.” 

The state department in 
Washington said Miss Vla¬ 
sova "boarded the Aeroflot 
plane without passing 
through formal immigration 
and customs procedures.” 

A department spokesman 
said the United States would 
protest to Moscow. 

The dramatic airport con¬ 
frontation began when eight 
stocky Soviet officials 
escorted Miss Vlasova, a 36- 
year-old soloist with the Bol¬ 
shoi, onto the Aeroflot jet¬ 
liner. She was to perform 
that night with the Bolshoi at 
New York’s Lincoln Centre. 

The state department 
called the Kennedy control 
tower and blocked the 
plane’s departure after Go¬ 
dunov, in a statment re¬ 
leased by his lawyer, ex¬ 
pressed fear that the Soviets 
would force his wife “to 
leave the United States with¬ 
out my seeing her again.”

Rights panel disowns member’s remarks

The government-appoint¬ 
ed B.C. Human Rights Com¬ 
mission on Friday disowned 
statements by one of its 
members. 

The commission member, 
Ted Pearce of Surrey, was 
reported in a Vancouver bi¬ 


weekly newspaper to have 
attacked the Human Rights 
Branch, which is separate 
from the commission, as 
having the power to terrorize 
people. 

In a news release, how¬ 
ever, the commission said 
the statements attributed to 
Pearce “do not represent the 
views of the commission." 


“The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission totally supports the 
Human Rights Code in its 
general aspect, and the 
Human Rights Branch in its 
efforts to enforce the code," 
the release said. 

Pearce’s remarks about 
the branch were reported 
in the Aug. 15 Vancouver 


Courier, in a column by Doug 
Collins. 

Pearce was reported to 
have said the branch had 
“the power to terrorize peo¬ 
ple,” and had threatened 
people into complying with 
the code. 

(Pearce drew attention 
last April when he and some 
other members made con¬ 


troversial remarks about 
minorities at a commission 
meeting in Victoria.) 

The column also reported 
that some commission mem¬ 
bers believed the branch had 
“Gestapo-like powers.” 

The branch enforces the 
Human Rights Code, while 
(he commission is basically 


responsible for human rights 
education.

DEFECTION, OR “refusal to return 
from abroad,” is considered high treason 


under Soviet law and is punishable by 
death. 

The families of defectors — both 
famous ones like Nureyev and others 
whose cases do not draw international 
attention — are also subjected to various 
forms of harassment. KGB security men 
occasionally call on them for questioning.' 
Neighbors sometimes taunt them, saying 
things like: “Why didn’t you go too?” 

In the case of Nureyev’s family, his 
niece Gyuzel, who has just finished high 
school, has been barred from pursuing 
dance herself, her mother said, and now 
has no idea what to study. 

MRS. FERDMAN SAID she has been 
passed over for promotion and can never 
be sure whether she is being punished for 
her brother’s “crime.”

"The eoncem of minority 
groups and women in the 
province is that human 
rights legislation in B.C. 
needs to be made more ef¬ 
fective, not less effective.” 

Michelle Jahn, spokesman 
for the B.C. Federation of 
Women’s subcommittee on 
human rights, said Thurs¬ 
day it appeared that Collins 
and the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission were "allies in 
fighting human rights in 
B.C." 

Jahn said the commission 
is not fulfilling its mandate. 

She said Labor Minister 
Allan Williams should ap¬ 
point a new commission 
when a new branch director 
is named to replace Ruff, 
who is leaving at the end of 
the month to become the host 
of the CBC television show 
Ombudsman. 

A spokesman for the Inter- 
cultural Association of 
’ Greater Victoria, P.K. Bhat- 
tacharjee, said that “Doug 
Collins is very important to 
give a voice to the right wing, 
but it is a sad story if he Is the 
human rights commission." 

In May the commission's 
resignation was demanded 
by some human rights 
groups in the province, in¬ 
cluding a Victoria coalition 
representing old people, 
women, blacks, Indo-Cana- 
dians, Jews, native Indians 
and men and women in the 
gay community.

IN TROUBLED Pakistan. Moslem guerrillas, some 
posing as government troops, have assassinated a governor 
and killed more than 1.000 Afghan soldiers in the takeover of 
a provincial capital, a rebel report from Islamabad said 
Saturday. 

The Islamic Front of Afghanistan said the recent take¬ 
over of the Kunar Province capital of Asmar was or- 
cnestrated by a Moslem rebel posing as a brigadier 
general commanding government troops in the area. 

Moslems fighting Afghanistan's Marxist government 
had besieged Asmar for four months and the rebel "com¬ 
mander" gave the signal when to mount a final attack, the 
press release said. 

•"The guerrillas acted on his advice and did not take 
much time to wipe out the enemy brigade,” the Islamic 
Front statement said. 

In the intense fighting, the Moslems also captured a 
huge cache of arms and ammunition, which helped them 
take control of Asmar. the press report said, adding 
that more than 1,000 government troops were killed in 
the battle.

TEHRAN. Iran (UPI) - 
Government forces held the 
Kurdish stronghold of Saq¬ 
qez Saturday despite heavy 
counterattacks from the in¬ 
surgents who seized a radio 
and television station in 
nearby Mahabad and took 
the staff hostage. 

The Kurds, armed with 
mortars and machine guns 
smuggled in or captured 
from the army, beat back a 
government convoy of tanks 
which was closing on Maha¬ 
bad Friday in an apparent 
bid to reinforce government 
authority. 

The Kurds were in control 


of Mahabad. main operating 
centre of the outlawed Kur¬ 
dish Democratic Party, the 
small town of Baneh south¬ 
west of Saqqez, and areas 
surrounding Saqqez. 

The Kurds took over the 
radio and television centre in 
Mahabad Saturday and were 
nolding the staff as hostages, 
Tehran Radio reported. 

The broadcasting centre 
went off the air following the 
takeover, the national radio 
said, and the rebels threa¬ 
tened to kill the staff unless 
the transmitters were 
fixed.

Colonist news services 

Heavy artillery duels raged Saturday night in southern 
Lebanon, despite United Nations efforts to arrange a 
ceasefire between Israeli-backed Christian militias and 
Palestinian guerrillas. 

A Palestinian military spokesman in Beirut reported 
intense fire from militia positions against a string of towns, 
villages and Palestinian refugee camps already badly hit by 
four days of shelling. 

The spokesman said the barrage began at 6:30 p.m. 
and was continuing two hours later. There was severe 
damage to property but casualties were not known. 

Israeli gunboats were cruising off the southern coast but 
had not opened fire, he said. 

Bloody fighting was continuing on several fronts during 
the weekend. 

IN ALGERIA. Polisario guerrillas Saturday reported 
me capture of a military base inside Morocco in an attack 
that killed "many hundreds” of Moroccan troops and 
destroyed 40 tanks in a stepped-up war in the Western 

Sahara. 

In a statement issued in Algiers, the Polisario Front 
said* it destroyed 10 Moroccan tanks at the village of 
Lebouirate in southern Morocco. 

The village is near the former frontier with Western 
Sahara, occupied by Morocco three years ago after Spain 
gave up the territory . 

The guerrillas, fighting for independence of the terri¬ 
tory, said they also captured Moroccan artillery and other 
weapons, then ambushed a Moroccan relief column sent 
from a military garrison 25 miles away and caused fur¬ 
ther heavy casualties. 


Saqqez came under heavy 
fire from the Kurds, who 
were earlier forced to re¬ 
treat from the town under a 
barrage of gunfire from 
army helicopter gunships 
and advance units armed 
with machine guns. 

The only gas station in 
Saqqez caught fire after it 
was hit by shells, reports 
reaching Tehran said. 

An overloaded Iranian air 
force helicopter crashed at 
the military airfield in San- 
andaj, the main Kurdish city 
in the area, the Pars news 
agency said. It also con¬ 
firmed that a Cobra combat 
helicopter crashed on the 
battlefront Thursday. 

But the military command 
denied another report that 
the Saqqez garrison was re¬ 
captured by the Kurds in 
fighting Saturday. Gen. Mo¬ 
hammad Hassan Shaker, 
chief of the joint staff of the 
army, told Pars news agency 
the army was stationed in¬ 
side the garrison and had 
“full control over the city.” 

The revolutionary guards 
" corps said in a communique 
(hat government forces had 
launched a general disarma¬ 
ment in Saqqez as well as 
Kaand and Kamyaran. south 
of Saqqez. 

A delayed report from the 
Iraqi frontier town of Sar- 
dashl said Kurdish rebels 
had attacked and disarmed 
the military base there. 

Jamshid Haqgou. gover¬ 
nor-general of West Azerbai¬ 
jan province, said rebels 
seized the base commander 
as hostage, grabbed all the 
money at the base and stole 
all the gasoline supplies at 
Sardashl. 

Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho¬ 
meini again denounced the 
the KDP, the main Kurdish 
political group pressing for 
autonomy, calling the party 
leaders "traitors and crimi¬ 
nals.” 

"Let the people rule their 
destiny," Khomeini said. 
"You are traitors in the garb 
of democrats.” 

The 79-year-old de facto 
chief of Iran’s Islamic re¬ 
gime said he would deal 
harshly with leaders of 
’’treacherous” political 
groups and parties.

Nicaraguans 
rush to banks 


CORPUS CHRISTI. Tex. 
(AP) — With officials com¬ 
plaining that the multi-mil- 
lion-dollar tourist business 
had already dropped as 
much as 60 per cent, a task 
force Saturday regrouped to 
clean more oil from black¬ 
ened Texas beaches in time 
for the Labor Day weekend. 

In the latest onslaught 
from a runaway Mexican 
well, a thick, two-metre¬ 
wide band of oil coated more 
than three kilometres of 
tourist beaches Friday at 
Port Aransas. The same 
beaches were also hit last 
week when more than 80 ki¬ 
lometres of scenic Padre Is¬ 
land were stained. 

Tourist-dependent busi¬ 
nesses at both ends ot Padre 
Island have been crippled by 
the oil at what is traditional¬ 
ly a peak pre-Labor Day va¬ 
cation time. 


MANAGUA. Nicaragua 
(UPI) — Thousands of Nica¬ 
raguans rushed to banks Sat¬ 
urday to deposit their lar- 
gest-denomination 
banknotes before a deadline 
set by the ruling junta makes 
them worthless. 

The government, deter¬ 
mined to reduce the cash 
wealth of Somoza sympa¬ 
thizers both in Nicaragua 
and abroad to a pile of 
worthless paper, has or¬ 
dered all 500-cordoba and I,- 
000-cordoba bills to be turned 
in by today. 

The bills are worth about 
$50 and $100 each in U.S. 
currency. 

All bills deposited at 
banks, which were ordered 
to remain open today, will 
be exchanged for deposit 
certificates and refunded 
after six months with eight 


per cent interest, officials 
said. 

Junta member Sergio Ra¬ 
mirez, who announced the 
currency rules in a nation¬ 
wide broadcast Friday, also 
disclosed several conditions 
to prevent “Somocistas” 
from laundering their cash. 

Chief among them was a 
requirement that all deposi¬ 
tors prove they acquired the 
cash legitimately—in salary 
or receipts from a business, 
or by producing bank re¬ 
ceipts indicated the cash was 
properly withdrawn from an 
account.

A decent burial 
for an ugly myth 

THREE YEARS AGO one of the nastiest issues 
ever to rattle Canadian unity was prominent in 
the news. Like so much that has led English and 
French-speaking Canadians to eye each other 
suspiciously in recent years, it involved bilin¬ 
gualism — the use of French in air traffic 
control over Quebec. This week that isspe was 
quietly and sensibly put to rest. 

Question: did most Canadians, especially 
•those outside Quebec, ever really understand 
what the fuss was all about? Or did many 
Anglos assume it was just one more effort to 
ram French down our throats? 

What it was about was the addition of 
-French, not the exclusion of English, in Quebec 
for air traffic control. Somehow the organiza¬ 
tions representing English-speaking pilots and 
air traffic controllers were able to leave the 
impression on the public mind that English, the 
so-called international language of the air, was 
being pushed aside. They claimed what was 
happening was making air travel unsafe, they 
went on strike and the federal government 
subsequently halted the expanded use of 
French in Quebec and took the time-honored 
(and frequently sensible) strategy of launching 
a study. 

The truth, of course, is that English is the 
second language In the air around the world, 
second after any nation's own language. iQad 
.that is all the province of Quebec, where 
French is the primary language, wanted. Bilin¬ 
gualism. 

Since that unhappy time, a commission of 
three judges has conducted a meticulous ex¬ 
amination of the issue and has unanimously 
recommended bilingual air traffic control ser¬ 
vices in Quebec. Note the names of the 
judges: Mr. Justice Julien Chouinard of the 
Appeal Court of Quebec. Mr. Justice W.R. 
Sinclair of the Supreme Court of Alberta and 
Mr. Justice D.V. Heald of the Federal Court of 
Canada. (Score: English 2, French l). 

The federal government has announced it 
will proceed promptly with implementing the 
bilingual recommendation. There has been lit¬ 
tle fuss. Could it be that we Canadians are 
developing more tolerance for our diversities? 
Or are we simply more concerned at the mo¬ 
ment with getting the kids back to school? 


Finding words 


IT WAS a revealing comment from Quebec 
Premier Rene Levesque, on the matter of 
Prime Minister Joe Clark's facility with 
French. 

The two men met last week in Montreal so 
Mr. Levesque could report on the conference of 
premiers which Quebec had just hosted. It 
also gave them a chance to sound each other 
out on the upcoming separatist referendum in 
Quebec. Both of these topics are complex, 
where opinions are capable of many nua.nces. 
For 90 minutes these two leaders chatted — in 
French. 

"Of all the formerly unilingual anglo- 
phones I've known,” Mr. Levesque said later, 
"Mr. Clark is one of the most dedicated and the 
one showing the most eloquent«results. He is 
becoming more colloquial all the time. If he 
keeps it up. he can stand for election in Que¬ 
bec. - ’ 

Did Mr. Levesque intend the irony? Be¬ 
cause sooner or later, in a real sense. Mr. Clark 
will be standing for election in Quebec. What 
Mr. Clark has to say — in French — will be one 
factor when the francophones of Quebec con¬ 
sider how they will vote on separatism. And 
some day. perhaps not that far away, there will 
be another federal election in which Mr. Clark 
will need to speak eloquently — in French — to 
the majority in Quebec. 

The prime minister is working at it. Mr. 
Levesque says so. 


Where ins the world are we going? 


LONDON — Fertility surveys car¬ 
ried out In 15 countries over the past 
five years show that “birth-rates In 
many parts of the developing world are 
falling faster than ever before in 
human history — and faster than any¬ 
one had realized." 

This is the conclusion reached by Sir 
William Maurice Kendall, project 
director of the World Fertility Survey, 
commenting on the preliminary find¬ 
ings of the largest social science re¬ 
search project ever undertaken. 

Costing some $5 million a year, the 
survey will eventually Involve inter¬ 
views with 100.000 women In more than 
60 countries. It is sponsored by the 
United Nations Fund for Population 
Activities and (he United States aid 
program, with-help from other govern¬ 
ments. 

But. while Sir Maurice finds that "a 
dramatic decline in fertility is under¬ 
way in many parts of the developing 
world." another report, published by 
the World Bank, warns that the pnpula 
lion problem Is far from solved. 

In its second world development 
report, the bank says that unless recent 
declines in birth-rates, which topped .'W 
tier cent in some East Asian countries 
in 1970-77, are accelerated and extend¬ 
ed. the long-term implications are 
grim, with the world population con¬ 
tinuing to grow well into the next 
century.

The bank singles out the projected 
increase of 500 million in th#deveiop- 
ing world’s labour force by the end of 
the century in countries already pla¬ 
gued with under employment. These 
countries will also have.to cope with an 
additional 1.000 million city and town 
. dwellers in the same period. 

The bank warns that by the year 
2000 (he developing world will have 
about to cities with more than five 
million inhabitants, compared with 
only 12 in the industrialized world. 
Eight of these cities will have more 
than 10 million people and one of them, 
Mexico City, may have 30 million. 

The latest indications of declining 
birth-rates are set out by Sir Maurice 
in a progress report published by the 
Population Information Program of 
Johns Hopkins University. In it he says 
the most striking example of declining 
fertility is Costa Rica, where the aver¬ 
age size of the completed family has 
dropped by to per cent in one genera¬ 
tion: today's average mother is expect¬ 
ed to have only 3.8 children compared 
to the seven borne by her mother.

Some reasons our doctors 
are restless about earnings 


In I960, physician services 
cost Canadians 93 cents out 
of every $100 of gross nation¬ 
al product while in 1976 the 
cost was $1.09 per *100 GNP/ 
Thus it would appear on the 
surface that the cost of 
physician care rose by some 
16 cents or 17 per cent. 

But the surface does not 
tell the story. It is not fair 
for one to switch from a 
Volkswagen to a Cadillac 
and then complain that the 
price uf automobiles has in¬ 
creased. Therefore, before 
we come to a definite con¬ 
clusion. we must make sure 
that we are comparing simi¬ 
lar amounts of care in I960 
and 1976. In fad we are 
not. The number of doctors 
per 1001) population has in¬ 
creased from 0.82 to 1.19: an 
Increase of (5 per cent. Per¬ 
sonal experience indicates 
that this increase in doctor 
population was not accom¬ 
panied by a decrease in doc¬ 
tor work and accordingly, it 
can be concluded that Cana 
dians received 15 por cent 
more care from physcians in 
1976 than in 1960.

Volkswagen with a Volkswa¬ 
gen rather than a Volkswa¬ 
gen w ith a Cadillac, the com- 
parison requires that the 
1976 physician cost be de¬ 
creased by the fraction of 
100/45 or 31 per cent. When 
this is done, the 1976 costs 
decrease to 75 cents out of 
each $100 for GNP. This 75 
cents is then compared with 
the 1960 figure of 93 cents. 
When this is done, it becomes 
apparent that in real terms, 
for similar amounts of care, 
(he actual cost to Canadians 
for their doctors' services 
has decreased by 20 per 
cent. 

Or, in other words, there 
has been a real decrease in 
the unitcost of physician ser¬ 
vices in Canada and, as mea¬ 
sured economically, an 



Sri Lanka, where, as in several other 
Asian countries, the age of marriage 
has risen sharply.

The 
survey also found smaller — and pre¬ 
viously unknown —declines in fertility 
in the Dominican Republic and Peru.

The survey does contain ammuni¬ 
tion for a massive extension of contra¬ 
ceptive services. It concludes that 
about half all married women of child¬ 
bearing age in the countries surveyed 
want no more children. In six of the 
countries, the figure is over 60 per cent. 
But about half these women are not 
using an effective means of family 
planning. 

More surprising is the high percent¬ 
age of women who said they did not 
want their last child or their current 
pregnancy. In Peru nearly half said 
their last child was not wanted: in 
Colombia the figure was 42 per cent; 
and even in Korea, where contracep¬ 


tive services are comparatively good, 
over a third of the last children born 
were unwanted. 

According to the survey, the desire 
for fewer children is extremely w ide¬ 
spread. indicating that the sheer bur¬ 
den of supporting a large family spans 
towns and villages and all levels of 
education and background. 

In only three countries. Pakistan, 
Bangladesh and Nepal, is fertility de- : 
dining at a much slower rate, and in “ 
each the gap between contraceptive -. 
knowledge and practice is particularly 
noticeable. 

In Pakistan. 65 per cent of w omen of 
childbearing age know about contra¬ 
ception but only 10 per cent have used 
it. Fewer than one woman in three 
knows where family planning services 
can be obtained. 

The World Bank's report brings 
down estimates of the world population 
for the year 2006 from 6.05 billion to 6.01 - 
billion, with a hypothetical levelling 
out sometime in the next century at 
9.84 billion — 395 million less than the 
total estimated by the bank's previous 
report a year ago. 

This still leaves a massive increase 
from four to six billion in the next 20 
years, with even greater increases 
thereafter unless birth rates can be 
further reduced.

This means that the aver¬ 
age Canadian really is in 
the position of a hypotheti¬ 
cal family which watched 
its income increase by 100 
per cent and its physician 
care costs increase by 60 per 
cent.

Why have Canadians been 
so fortunate?

It has 
come about because in real 
terms the gross income of 
physicians has decreased, 
their net incomes have de 
creased even further, and 
finally, their after tax in¬ 
comes have dropped drasti¬ 
cally. And it is this which 
explains the current prob¬ 
lems and behaviour of Cana¬ 
dian physicians.

Much has been said and 
written about John Diefen- 
baker. mainly about his love 
for his country, his tenacity, 
his sense of 
righteousness. Not much- 
was said about two other 
qualities: humility and a 
sense of humour. 

Shortly after relinquishing 
his office as prime minister. 
Diefenbaker visited the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. He ad¬ 
dressed a roomful of stu¬ 
dents crammed into an old 
l.ansdowne campus class¬ 
room. The talk was routine 
— what functions he saw for 
parliament in the quest for 
one Canada undivided by a 
language barrier. 

The question period, which 
he handled with relish and 
patience, was fascinating, 
mainly because of the com¬ 
plete parliamentary "file" 
Diefenbaker kepi in his 
head. His replies were some¬ 
thing like "This is an inter¬ 
esting issue. You know. R B. 
Bennett raised that point in 
the House of Commons . . 
let me think, ves. It was 
November 1930 . . .” Had 
the questions been primed, 
which 1 am sure they were 
not, his answers could not 
hav e been more concise. 

After h*is talk, I chauf- 
feured him to a reception 
given by the Alma Mater 
Society. When we reached 
my car. Olive was already 
seated. Diefenbaker turned 
to her and said “Well, what 
do you think, how did I do?" 
Here was a man. who at that 
time had been a member of 
Parliament for about 
twenty-four years, address¬ 
ing the House frequently and 
eloquently, and who had just 
spent the last six years as

prime minister, concerned 
how he came across to a 
small group of students in 
faraway Victoria . . 

He mentioned, almost off-, 
hundedly. that Victoria and 
Kingston were his favorite 
cities — because of their as¬ 
sociation with Sir John A.

At the informal reception 
a student handed him an 
open ropy of a textbook, 
McGregor Dawson's "The 
Government of Canada." for 
an autograph. Diefenbaker 
turned it over, checked the 
title page and signed in big 
letters. When he returned 
the book to the student he 
commented, shaking his 
chin in his typical manner. 
"The reason I looked at the 
title w as because there is one 
book in circulation which is 
the exclusive prerogative of 
the prime minister to auto¬ 
graph.”

An acquaintance of mine 
from Vancouver who attend¬ 
ed the 1962 Prime Minis¬ 
ters' Conference with Die¬ 
fenbaker in Iamdon. at which 
Diefenbaker was instrumen¬ 


tal in separating South Afri¬ 
ca from the Commonwealth • 
and became very popular 
with the non-white leaders, 
described him at a social 
occasion at Marlborough 
House. Diefenbaker backed 
Kwame Nkrumah. president 
of Ghana, into a comer and 
engaged him in a dialogue 
that went somewhat like 
this:

The New Democrats are zeroing in on a party 
convention and some New Democrats, believe it or 
not, arc still wondering whether or not David 
Barrett will stick around for another kick at (Kg 
provincial cat as leader of the party. 

They must be rated the naive ones, or fringe 
members, because nobody else in the party took 
Barrett seriously when he said he was considering 
whether or not to stay as the leader. Oh, Dave 
Barret} might have considered other employment 
immediately following the last election — like during 
the 24 or 48 hours after his close defeat. But that 
would be the sum total of his despair and/or self 
doubt. 

Barrett is a good politician. Barrett is a very 
good politician — a very good leader of the troops 
and the party* knows that he has been the catalyst 
around which the NDP managed vote respectability 
in the past three provincial blood-lettings. 

Some o^ the malcontents — and yes, the NDP 
possesses malcontents the same as any other party 
— some of the malcontents are stumping for a 
leadership appraisal. Some are openly In favor of a 
switch to Bill King, others, a switch to relative 
newcomer Stu Leggatt. Both King and Leggatt would 
undoubtedly make good leaders and who knows, 
someday one, or both of them, will succeed to the 
NDP post. 

RIGHT NOW, however, Barrett js the best man. 
He has, whether you happen to be a supporter of the 
NDP or not, a populist style, a campaigning ability 
calculated to get the absolute most from the socialist 
block and a manner that can also charm some of the 
wavering free enterprisers — for at least one elec¬ 
tion. 

He has. for the most part, a fret and easy 
rapport with members of the media and has always 
demonstrated a remarkable ability to gain access to 
one or all parts o( the media on the dog days when 
news is generally scarce. 

I've often thought Barrett — or the NDP as a 
whole — could be more successful without the yoke 
of blatant union support. The NDP is going to get its 
fair share of the union vote regardless of the mili¬ 
tancy from the labor top and by the same token, it 
might get more of the middle-road vote without the 
tub thumping surrounding labor’s effort to support 
the socialist party. 

It should be perfectly clear to the NDP by now 
that the labor movement is not a monolithic giant 
with the power to swing an election to the party of it^*- 
own persuasion. 

Proof of this was evidenced in the recent federal 
election in which the CLC mounted a huge campaign 
on behalf of the NDP and which, if you look at just 
the results from the great industrial core of Ontario, 
came up a disastrous cropper. The CLC money 
proved completely inept in that industrial core, an 
area that should have been solid NDP if you listen to 
the jazz that labor always supports the socialist 
party. 

THERE HAS BEEN a tendency to equate union 
membership with the same docility as sheep, but this 
is obviously wrong if for no other reason than the 
election results. The results show that nobody, but 
nobody, tells them how to vote. This was also under 
lined by a Gallup Poll which showed 68 per cent of 
Canadian labor households actually oppose union 
involvement in the political process. 

Maybe we should assume that most workers, be 
they blue or white collar, do not feel they are under 
oppression by either the government or by their 
employers. Maybe we should assume most of them 
are relatively happy with their lot in Canada today. 

Yet all NDP units in Canada will continue to 
receive political bombardment from organized 
labor. Sooner or later those same NDP units will 
understand that such support might well be doing 
them more harm than good. 

Barrett is nobody's dummy. He's going to be the 
leader of the British Columbia New Democratic- 
Party for some time to come, and in that he himself 
is not a radical of the left, there is hope for the 
moderate faction that David will eventually divorce 
the party from labor involvement. 

It is a hoary fallacy that all businessmen, all 
professional men, support the free enterprise par¬ 
ties. It is the same idiocy to believe all those with 
labor affiliations vote the NDP ticket with blind 
alliegance. In my opinion Barrett would be wise to 
revert his party to a pure populist image during the 
next few years. The labor image will do him, and his 
party, more harm than good.

The 
pause is reminiscent of a 
special news bulletin im¬ 
pending. The quiet is imme¬ 
diately broken by the chill¬ 
ing signals and sounds of 
mass hysteria, chaos and 
panic. This sudden outburst 
has such an alarming quality 
to it that it brings the haunt¬ 
ing imagery of certain disas¬ 
ter being imminent. Next the 
image is interrupted by a 
penetrating voice that fore¬ 
warns us. the people, that 
in the event, of disaster one 
needs a'tran'sistor radio and 
extra sets of batteries, as 
“this will be your only means 
of outside communication." 

The public emergency 
broadcasting association 
has, as a rule, always had 
our best interests at heart.

REPORTERS COVERING BENNETT at the recent pre 
mier's conference in Quebec say he emerged as a solid, 
possibly the best, provincial leader in Canada. We have to 
believe them, although it is difficult to do so when we w itness 
his performance at home. 

There is a prevalent theory that the low-key atti¬ 
tude since the election is calculated, that the premier 
thinks the people of B.C. are just a little sick and tired of 
politics and want, and need, a rest. 

He may be right in that. 

In the weeks immediately following the election, rumor 
was rife that some of the palace guard, those close 
to the premier, would be replaced because, like most 
human beings, he found it difficult to blame himself for 
the shoddily-run campaign. It's easier to blame the spear 
carriers. 

Those rumors still persist although to date only one 
close adviser, press secretary John Arnett, has left the 
executive suite. He has been found a safe niche in Grace 
McCarthy's office where he's flacking for the Year of 
the Child. 

This is presumably at no loss of salary, and despite 
earlier announcements by Arnett that he would be de¬ 
parting to try his fledgling wings in the real world of 
free enterprise. A safe salary is obviously more at¬ 
tractive than the risky wages of cannibalistic capitalism 

Arnett has not been replaced, although his assis¬ 
tant. Jane Burnes. continues to pick up the pieces where 
she can. Make that where she's allowed to. 


OTHER CHANGES WERE MADE in the executive w ing 
but they mostly involved secretarial staff, a sort of general 
shuffling of the cards to keep everybody aware of who owned 
the deck. 

Dave Brown is still in his comer office. Ron Greig. his 
assistant, still paces the basement, although the word 
is that he will soon find a public service job. 

Dan Campbell still occupies the upstairs room as 
head of intergovernmental affairs, and Tony Tozer and 
Nina Gray, executive director and secretary to the pre¬ 
mier respectively, remain as shadows to the Bennett pres¬ 
ence. 

The legislative corridor grapevine, usually highly re¬ 
liable. whispers incessantly that Campbell will leave some 
time in January, probably shortly after his birthday, and 
that Brown will be gone within the year. 

If and when that happens, the premier will be left with 
two members of the old team. Tozer and Gray, both 
admirable people, both efficient in the roles of executive 
director and secretary, and both so devoted that they 
would never dare challenge the premier and would find 
unthinkable any action which called for them to ad¬ 
vise him that he was taking a wrong step.

I wrote 
to the two professors who had conducted the test on 
students in a number of universities in the U.S. The re¬ 
port which I received direct from them didn't give mari¬ 
juana nearly such a good rating. 

1 have listed just a few of the reasons why marijuana, 
must not be legalized. Wake up Canadians and make your 
views heard once more to stop this drug from being 
turned loose upon us.

Squamish rail car factory 
returns to B.C. spotlight 


Dave Barrett and the NDP’built a 
rail car factory at Squamish. Bill Ben¬ 
nett and the Socred Coalition shut it 
down. 

Saskatchewan Wheat Pool presi¬ 
dent E. K. Turner said that at least 
5.000 hopper cars should be purchased 
or leased this year to make sure 
they are in operation by 1981. 

Wheat Board chief commissioner 
Esmond Jarvis has called for at least 
10,000 more hopper cars. 

Advisory committee chairman Roy 
Atkinson told the National Farmers' 
Union that he expects that 15,000 
new cars will be needed by 1985. 

At between $45 and $50 thousand 
per car that represents a potential 


market of at least $675 million in the 
next five years. If the rail factory in 
Squamish was now in operation B.C. 
workers could be competing for a 
share on that market. The rail car 
factory would provide a demand for 
steel which would make a steel mill in 
B.C. practical.

Was it "good" 
business when BUI Bennett and the 
Coalition shut it down and left all the 
rail car construction to Eastern Ca¬ 
nadian or U.S. industries?

EVERY POLITICAL LEADER needs close to him 
sen ants of undoubted loyalty. But every political leader also 
needs close to him people who are both loyal and outspoken — 
people who will serve him well but will never be afraid to 
disagree, to criticize, to challenge.

THERE 18 HOPE that as the cool winds of autumn 
touch us, as September’s Indian summer fades into the 
first October gales, the premier will realize that leader¬ 
ship has to be shown at home as well as abroad. 

We all know that cabinet postings and possible cabi¬ 
net changes are due. So are some changes in attitude 
which will show us that the post-election blues are past, 
that the young man on the bridge recovered from what¬ 
ever has ailed him and is again in charge of the show. 

When he takes command he should make two early 
decisions. He should shake up the cabinet just to let the 
top team know who is in charge. And he should pull 
into the executive wing the hardest-nosed team of prac¬ 
tical. politically-motivated people he can find. 

He might not like what they tell him. but he'll be a 
stronger man, and a stronger premier, for all that.

straight back to the whaling 
grounds where it was arrest¬ 
ed a week ago for harrassing 
Icelandic hunters. 

The ship was lowed into 
Reykjavik on Aug. 19 by the 
Icelandic Coast Guard ves¬ 
sel Aegir, which had arrest¬ 
ed it the day before off this 
North Atlantic island where 
the conservationists were 
trying to prevent an Icelan¬ 
dic whaling ship from hunt¬ 
ing. 

This time the Rainbow 
Warrior sailed without its 
three speedboats, including 
a high-powered launch, 
which Greenpeace had used 
to zigzag between the whal¬ 
ers ship and their quarry .

President shelves bid to impeach him 


NEW DELHI, India (UPI) — President N’eelam 
Sanjiva Reddy Saturday issued an executive order 
shelving a move to impeach him and indefinitely ad¬ 
journing the upper house of Parliament. 

The Janata Party had planned to introduce an in¬ 
dictment motion against Reddy in the upper house. 

The Janata Party is angry because Reddy did not 

? ;ive Janata Party leader Jagijivan Ram a chance to 
orm a government when Prime Minister Charan Singh 
resigned last Monday. 

Reddy instead dissolved parliament, ordered a mid¬ 
term election and asked Singh to continue as a care¬ 
taker prime minister. 

Officials of the president's secretariat said the ad¬ 


journment order was a normal procedure since the 
house was not sitting in the absence of an elected 
government. 

But Janata Party officials contended the house was 
only temporarily ajoumed when Singh resigned and 
could have been called to meet on three days’ notice to 
take up the planned impeachment motion. 

Party officials pointed out that the constitution pro¬ 
vides for a six-month interval between one session and 
another when any of the two houses is indefinitely ad¬ 
journed by the president. 

They said the upper house need not meet now until 
after the mid-term election scheduled for December. 

"The results of the forthcoming elections are uncer¬ 


tain and the impeachment move could be dead by that 
time'" a Janata Party functionary said. 

A senior lawmaker of the Communist Party of India 
branded the impeachment move “as a sign of extreme 
frustration since the Janata Party knows its bound to 
fail because it is in a minority in Rajya Sabha (upper 
house).” 

The constitution stipulates two-thirds of the mem¬ 
bers must support an impeachment motion in the 
parliament house in which it is moved. 

The Janata Party denounced the caretaker gov¬ 
ernment as "illegitimate” and former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi urged the president to replace it by "a 
non-controversial caretaker government."

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Northland fires chief u.S. inflation rate keeps rising 

in policy shakeup 


CALGARY (CP) — Directors of North¬ 
land Bank have replaced president Hugh 
Wilson as part of a policy to curb the 
bank's heavy foreign lending. 

The directors announced Friday that the 
bank's chairman, Robert Willson, will 
assume the duties of president and chief 
executive officer In addition to his own. 

Formed in 1976 by western Canadian 
co-operatives and credit unions, the bank 
quickly became involved in foreign activi¬ 
ties, seeking a share of growing trade .fin¬ 


ancing by making contacts with German 
and Asian banks. 

But with foreign ventures accounting for 
40 per cent of outstanding loans, a bank of¬ 
ficial said Friday, the directors "wished to 
change the emphasis of the bank’s pos¬ 
ture in the marketplace.” 

To do that, he said,, they decided a 
change in leadership was required. 

The former president, however, is to 
continue as a member of the board. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Led again by rising fuel 
prices, the U.S. consumer 
inflation rate rose by an¬ 
other one per cent in July, 
U.S. government reports 
showed Friday. 

It was the seventh con¬ 
secutive month in which 
prices have risen by about 
one per cent. Prices for the 
12 months ended in July were 
up 11.3 per cent, meaning 
that in one year the U.S. 
dollar lost 11.3 cents of its 
purchasing power. 


Purchasing power of the 
average worker’s payche¬ 
que slipped 0.4 per cent last 
month and was four per cent 
below July, 1978, the labor 
department said. 

There was some easing of 
food prices in July, as gro¬ 
cery store prices declined 0.1 
per cent for the second con¬ 
secutive month.

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Ringside seats at premium for market rush

Canadian stock markets put on an amazing show this 
week and analysts advised investors to keep their ring¬ 
side seats because there is more to come. 

Toronto’s TSE 300 index jumped 50.57 on the week to a 
record high of 1,669.73, a gain of 3.12 per cent and the 
largest weekly gain since the establishment of the index at 
the beginning of 1977. 

At Montreal, both the industrial and composite in¬ 
dexes closed Friday at highs for the year. The industrial 
index rose 11.57 points or 5.21 per cent to 292.73 and the 
composite index 11.11 or 1.04 per cent to 266.19, 

At Vancouver, which lacks a composite index, prices 
rose on Tuesday and Friday and were mixed on the other 
three days, all amid heavy trading. 

Analysts said although the markets have become vul¬ 


nerable to profit-taking for a brief period, the outlook for 
the coming months is for even greater gains. 

Technical analysts Lois Merit of Midland Doherty Ltd. 
and Horst Mueller of Wood Gundy Ltd., both in Toronto, said 
they expect the current rally to continue until the traditional 
mid-September slump, followed by another rally from 
October through December. 

Mueller and Miss Merit were both encouraged by the 
performance of the New York market, which reached 
a 10-month high Monday and held up well against expec¬ 
tations of further increases in interest rates. 

Analysts generally said the markets could withstand 
another increase in the discount rale of the L'.S. Fed 
eral Reserve Board because it would help fight inflation 
w ithout slowing the economy significantly. 

Mueller said, “Rising interest rates pose an eventual 
threat but they have to go higher before they will choke 
the market.” 


Meanwhile, stocks are becoming a haven against in¬ 
flation for more and more investors, particularly insti¬ 
tutions such as pension funds. * 

Real estate stocks in particular arc attractive because of 
the rising asset values of real estate companies. Although 
housing starts are declining, stocks in such companies as The 
Cadillac Fairvicw Corp. Ltd. are gaining because the 
company has invested in profitable rental properties. 

The real estate group at Toronto climbed 324.85 points, a 
record weekly gain, to close at 4,490.69, also a record. On 
Friday, the group jumped almost 186 points, the largest daily 
gain of any stock group in the history of the Toronto 
market. 

But the main source of strength in all markets re¬ 
mains in mines and oils. 

The price of copped and other metals is inceasing 
and inventories are low because of strikes and disrup- 
tions of supplies from African countries. Many analysts 


believe the high metal prices will hold for the remainder of 
the year. 

Tl)e demand for oil and gas stocks increases every week 
because the number of stocks available is diminish¬ 
ing through takeovers. 

On Wednesday, shareholders of Great Canadian Oil 
Sands Ltd. approved a merger with Sun Oil Co. Ltd. 

On Thursday, Norcen Energy Resources Ltd. announced 
a bid for all outstanding shares of Canadian Hidrogas Re¬ 
sources Ltd., which has been accepted by Canadian Hldro- 
gas's chairman and principal shareholder, Evan Bodrug. 

Excitement over oil exploration is reaching a fever 
pitch amid rumors of huge finds off the East Coast. 

Dennis Sharp, a vice-president of Rasmussen. Sharp 
and Co. Ltd. in Montreal, said the major attraction of 
East Coast oil would be that it could be marketed rela 
tively quickly using technology developed for the North 
Sea.

Cameras roll for high rollers

CALGARY (CP) — Half- 
price investments and the 
chance of getting part of a 
hit production are attracting 
high-income investors to the 
Canadian movie industry. 

Where once film-makers 
scrambled to find rich pa¬ 
trons or generous grant-giv¬ 
ing bureaucrats, they now 
deal with securities commis¬ 
sions. 

In the most recent securi¬ 
ties offering authorized in 
Alberta, BM Filmcorp Inc. 
is offering 265 film units 
(shares) at$10,000cach in its 
planned feature film The 
First Hello, to be filmed near 
Banff in September and Oc¬ 
tober. 

The offering, which start¬ 
ed earlier this summer in 
Quebec, Ontario and Mani¬ 
toba, comes in the form of a 
detailed prospectus spelling 
out both the risks and advan 
t&ges of the potential invest¬ 
ment. 

Coming soon at an invest¬ 
ment house near you will be 
a similar offering — 570 $10,- 
000 units — in Circle of Two, 
a movie to be filmed in To¬ 
ronto with Richard Burton 
and Tatum O'Neill. Its pro 
ducer is Film Consortia of 
Canada Ltd. 

In each case, the route to 
successful financing rests 
upon three key words: Certi¬ 
fied Feature Production.

TORONTO (CP) - Hud 
son’s Bay Co., which ac¬ 
quired Simpsons Ltd. this 
year in a major takeover 
battle, reported higher 
profits Friday for the first 
half of this yearbut the com¬ 
mon shareholder won’t 
share in it. 

The company had profits 
— before extraordinary 
items — of $7,036,000 or 
seven cents a share. This 
compared with a pre-extra¬ 
ordinary items profit for the 
same six months in 1978 of 
$4,354,000 or 31 cents a 
share. 

The drastic drop In com¬ 
mon share prices this year 
came because the company 
paid dividends on preferred 
shares. It did not have any 
preferred share dividend 
payouts last year. 

Hudson’s Bay had an ex¬ 
traordinary item this year of 
$8,107,000 from the partial 
conversion of six-per-cent 
convertible debentures, giv¬ 
ing it a total profit of $15,143,- 
000 . 

The acquisition of Simp¬ 
sons and Montreal-based 
Zellers Ltd. helped push up 
profits in the retail, whole¬ 
sale and fur divisions of the 
company. But the company 
said profits in this area were 
below expectations, pri¬ 
marily because of high in^ 
ventories. 

, ‘.‘Finance costs were 
“♦^greater than anticipated be¬ 
cause of the sharp increase 
in short-term interest rates 
and higher-than-planned in¬ 
ventory level,” a statement 
to shareholders said. 

Donald McGiverin, presi¬ 
dent, said sales should con¬ 
tinue strong through the 
third quarter and ’"with in¬ 
ventory levels coming into 
line, a strong earnings per¬ 
formance will be achieved 
for the year,” 


A feature-length film with 
sufficient Canadian content 
can be granted that status by 
the Secretary of State’s de¬ 
partment, allowing inves¬ 
tors in it to deduct 100 per 
cent of their investment 
from otherwise-taxable in¬ 
come. 

The First llello prospectus 
says that means an Albertan 
with $75,000 taxable income 
actually pays only $4,599 in 
Ontario and $3,994 in Manito¬ 
ba. 

Investors, however, no 
longer have the advalage of 
getting the full tax deduction 
with non recourse promis¬ 
sory notes. 

Under that system, they 
once were able to buy a $10,- 
000 share with $2,000 cash 
and a note for $8,000. They 
could claim the full $10,000 
deduction, but never had to 
pay the $8,000 if the produc¬ 
tion turned out to be still¬ 
born. 

The Montreal company’s 
prospectus warns potential 
investors that they would be 
making a speculative invest¬ 
ment and that the tax deduc¬ 
tion benefit is less than their 
investment. 

But with effectively-half- 
price shares, such movies 
have only to earn about half 
their cost for investors to 
break even. 

In the case of . The First 
Hello, revenues from the 
movie, after deducting costs 
of selling it to theatres, go 
first to the film unit sub¬ 
scribers until their invest¬ 
ments are repaid. 

The next claim is by Film 
Finances Ltd., an English 
company that guarantees 
completion of the movie and 
at this point would recover 
any funds advanced for 
completion. A guaranteed 
fee Is paid as part of produc¬ 
tion costs, assuring Inves¬ 
tors they won't have to pro¬ 
vide more money to bail out 
the movie. 

Third priority is for actors 
who negotiate fee defer¬ 
ments and fourth is a 50-50 
split of remaining revenue 
between subscribers and the 
production company, BM 
Filmcorp Inc. 

Merrill Lynch Royal Se¬ 
curities Ltd., which will 
market shares in Circle ol 
Two, has been reported as 
estimating in an internal 
memo that there is a 60-per¬ 
cent chance of its investors 
getting a 20-per-cent profit. 

The chance of no revenue 
being obtained was estimat¬ 
ed at less than five per cent, 
while the chance of a hit 


movie yeilding 200-per-cent 
profit was set at 20 per 
cent. 

With Investors no longer 
able to make money from 
flops, movie producers are 
enhancing the chance of 
commercial success by 
bringing in foreign principal 
actors. 

But The First Hello pro¬ 
spectus notes that distribu¬ 
tion is not guaranteed. 

With its bigger budget. 
Circle of Two has lined up 
Burton and O’Neill. 

The First Hello is to star 
Timothy Bottoms, husband 
of the paralyzed skier in The 
Other Side of the Mountain, 
and Linda Purl, star of sev¬ 
eral U.S. television movies.

Clarks ’ new home 
going all Canadian 


OTTAWA (CP) — The 
Clarks have put their per¬ 
sonal stamp on 24 Sussex 
Drive, the prime minister's 
official residence. 

In the space of two months 
and with-a budget of $15,000. 
the house has been turned 
into a sophisticated, contem¬ 
porary, comfortable home 
and showcase for Canadian 
art. 

Signifying Canadian sci¬ 
ence are three small dino¬ 
saur bones from Canada's 
own dinosaur, the Alberta- 
saurus, destined for Prime 
Minister Clark's study, and a 
mineral display for the 
swimming pool. 

REDECORATING of the 
:i5-room house has included 
the usual painting of walls, 
ceilings and woodwork, re¬ 
pairing, furnishing, arrang¬ 
ing and co-ordinating. 

But consulting architect 
Cecilia Humphreys has not 
been alone in hey labors to 
style the house for Clark, his 
wife Maureen McTeer and 
two-year-old daughter Cath¬ 
erine. 

Michel Christensen, an ex¬ 
hibits co-ordinator with the 
N ational Museum of Natural 
Sciences, is on loan to the 
prime minister's office to 
co-ordinate the art on dis¬ 
play in the house. 

HE. IN TURN, has called 
on people from the National 
Gallery, the National Film 
Board, the Canada Council's 
art bank, the National Mu¬ 
seums. the Canadian Con¬ 
servation Institute, the Na¬ 
tional Archives and the 
departments of public works 
and Indian affairs and 
northern resources. 

Humphreys says the uni¬ 
fying theme of the house is 
Canadian art. “All Cana¬ 
dians will be represented 
through their artists." 

Not all the art has been 
hung yet, but when all is 
finished. Clark's study will 
be one room with a good mix- 
ture of Canadians. 

INl'IT and Indian paint¬ 
ings, prints and sculpture 
are to be interspered with 
color photographs of the 
area around Clark's High 
Kiver, Alta., home taken by 
Clark's father. 

The prime minister's resi¬ 
dence was renovated by for¬ 
mer Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau and hjs wife Margaret 
at a cost of $285,000. 

But the Clarks had differ¬ 
ent ideas for the house. 
Humphreys says they want¬ 
ed a contemporary, youthful 
feeling to the house, some¬ 
thing that would work well 
for entertaining, something 
elegant yet comfortable for 
family living, and above all. 
Canadian. 

CANADIAN antiques also 
have their place. The front 
and middle halls boast furni¬ 
ture made by 19th-century 
Canadian craftsman: old 


chests, an armoire and a 
corner cupboard in pine. 

Other antiques are up¬ 
stairs in McTeer’s third- 
floor study, a cosy dormered 
room where she can retreat 
this winter to study for her 
bar admission exams. 

In a basement playroom, 
McTeer and Humphreys 
stumbled on a sterling sil¬ 
ver. ebony and crystal clock 
that had belonged to Sir John 
A. Macdonald. Canada's 
first prime minister. 

TIIE CLOCK is in poor 
condition, and the Canadian 
Conservation Institute is 
restoring it before it takes a 
place on the fireplace man¬ 
tel in the living room. 

A high-gloss enamel, 
brushed on painstakingly by 
hand, shows off the architec¬ 
tural detail of mouldings. 
The technique, called decou- 
page in French. was 
Maureen's idea and has been 
used extensively in Clark's 
library, in the staircase hall 
and the dining room. 

Clark's library is panelled 
in pine, but it had been paint¬ 
ed in a grey-green latex. 
Clark felt it would be too 
expensive to strip the walls, 
so they were painted a light 
coffee color and the ceiling 
white. 

OLD mahogany lamps and 
a large antique globe will 
make their home in that 
room with the dinosaur 
bones. 

Beiges and creams domi¬ 
nate the rest of the main 
floor—the formal staircase 
hall, the dining room and the 
living room. 

The beige broadloom 
which covers most of the 
main floor will stay. The 
staircase hall, however, is 
covered with an antique pure 
silk Chinese carpet used by 
the Clarks In Stornoway. 

"We've just had the carpet 
cleaned by the Canadian 
Conservation Institute, and 
it can’t be done again for 15 
years,” says McTeer.

Gulf well still running amok 


CIUDAD DEL CARMEN, 
Mexico (AP) — The run¬ 
away offshore well in the 
Gulf of Mexico that is caus¬ 
ing the world's biggest oil 
spill will not be controlled for 
a month, officials said Fri¬ 
day. 

A top engineer for 
PEMEX, the stale-run Mexi¬ 
can oil company, said he 
expects the well will not be 
scaled until mid-September 
or early October. 

"We have tried almost 
everything to reduce the 
spill and we are trying a few 
more techniques,” said the 
engineer, asking anonymity. 
' They might work or they 
might not. Bui in the end it 
seems that only directional 
relief wells now being drilled

Most PEMEX employees 
are prohibited from talking 
to reporters without permis¬ 
sion because the state mo¬ 
nopoly wants to keep down 
adverse publicity. Western 
experts hired to help cap the 
well by contract must keep 
their staffs from talking to 
the press without authoriza¬ 
tion. 

The threc-kilometre-decp 
test well, some 80 kilometres 
northwest of this shrimp 
fishing village, has been 
spewing huge quantities of 


crude oil into the gulf since it 
blew out June 3. 

At least 80 millions of oil 
has spewed out and been rid¬ 
ing the gulf's erratic cur¬ 
rents in a sweeping north 
ward arc, fouling beaches in 
the northern half of Mexico 
and those in the Padre Island 
area of Texas. 

Well-capping specialist 
Paul (Red) Adair of Hous¬ 
ton, Tex., managed to shut 
the well for a few hours in 
mid-July and extinguish the 
fire atop, but the tremen¬ 
dous pressure below forced 
through the cap. 

‘‘PEMEX engineers 


picked up where Adair gave 
up," said PEMEX public re¬ 
lations officer Rafael Mar- • 
quet, one of those with au¬ 
thority to speak with 
reporters. 

“Adair said he could not 
control it and walked away,” 
Marquet said. "So we took 
over. He’s still advising us on 
security and other proce¬ 
dures." 

Workers are pumping 
lead, steel and iron balls, 
heavy drilling mud and big 
chunks of canvas down the 
well to try to halt the flow. 

"We’ll try everything," 
said the engineer. “It may 
work or it may not. But we 
want as little technical pub¬ 
licity as possible. Right now, 
we’re going to try capping 
lxtoc with a hugh metal bell 
—more than 60 feet high— 
and I understand it’s already 
being built."

‘MATURE STANDS ARE 
O VER-COMMITTED 
ON VANCOUVER ISLAND’ 

Timber supply 
at cutting edge

Forest-based activities have a domi¬ 
nant role in the economy of Vancouver 
Island but big changes in established 
and emerging attitudes must be made 
in coming years, according to Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria geographer Michael 
Edgell. 

Taking into account the multiplier 
effect, the industry may be responsible 
for 60,000 jobs, or 65 per cent of 
all employment on Vancouver Island, 
he said. 

In a wide-ranging review of the 
forest industry in the UVic geography 
faculty book Vancouver Island—Land 
of Contrasts, Edgell said external and 
internal developments in the industry 
portend important changes in forest 
management and industrial opera¬ 
tions. 

THE CHANGES to come, he said, 
w ill possibly bring more "vicissitudes" 
than those that have surfaced in the 
past and were dealt with by a series of 
commissions and revisions to the old 
1912 Forest Act. 

There was criticism from the public 
that the new Forest Act passed by the 
Legislature in 1978 did not pay enough 
attention to the findings of the 1975 
Pearse Commission. 

"Forest management and industry 
face a transitional period, and in com¬ 
ing years significant changes in both 
established and emerging attitudes to¬ 
ward the forest resource must be ac¬ 
commodated.” 

NOTING THAT B.C.’s share of a 
fluctuating international wood prod¬ 
ucts market is declining in the face of 
competition from the UnitedStatesand 
Scandinavia, Edgell added that some 
of the larger forest companies opera! 
ingin B.C. have investments in many of 
the competing areas. 

"There is concern over the narrow¬ 
ing gap between cutting rates and the 
sustainable supply of harvestable tim¬ 
ber . . ." 

He said public sustained yield units 
on the Island were harvested at only 
about 70 per cent of theoretical allow¬ 
able cut, but this harvest may be close 
to the maximum possible. 

"When timber inventory data are 
transformed into actual harvest rates, 
insufficient account is taken of rough 
terrain, decadent timber with high 
unavoidable losses in harvesting, and 
economic and environmental con¬ 
straints on closer utilization,” Edgell 
said. 

OWING TO POLICIES of the Forest 
Service, the'supply situation on the 
Island was largely one of mature, often 
decadent, stands committed to the 
maximum possible cut. “In relation to 
existing processing plant capacity, 
however, these supplies are over-com¬ 
mitted." 

A study by the B.C. Forest Service's 
special studies division in 1976 showed 
that if coastal pulp and paper mills 
were to operate at full rated capacity, 
coastal wood supplies would fall short 
of satisfying their annual needs by 
more than 120.000 cubic units. There 
would be shortfalls, loo, in log supplies 
for sawmills. 

He warped that as older, high-vol¬ 
ume stands are cut and replaced by 
lower-volume, regrowth stands, cal¬ 
culated allowable cuts would fall short 
of present levels, resulting in an "ines¬ 
capable” reduction in harvest rates. 

This would exaggerate the present 
excess, processing capacity of Island 
mills, and dictate that no additional 
processing capacity be constructed. 

EDGELL CRITICIZED the conser 
valism of the Forest Service in requir¬ 
ing all mature timber to be harvested 
before advanced regrowlh stands—up 
to 90 years old—on the old Esquimau 
and Nanaimo railway grant land, much 
of which has reverted to crown con¬ 
trol. 

The economic advantages of using 
these stands now are considerable, as 
many are past the rotation age planned 
for managed crops. 

The stands are on the earliest-logged 
areas which generally were the most 
accessible and fertile sites and contain 
high timber volumes, yielding poten¬ 
tially higher returns than many old 
growth stands. 

But, Edgell noted, some of the most 
productive areas are being significant¬ 
ly eroded by urban development. 

Edgell said because of budgetary 
priorities, there are no provisions in 
TFL agreements for the Forest Service 
to support regrowth stand improve¬ 
ments or thinning. 

• 1 “The old growth has been divided 
among the big companies, the timber is 



cut, seedlings are planted, but system¬ 
atic silvicultural management of the 
growing crop is not undertaken," he 
said. 

ALTHOUGH SOME tree-farm licen- 
cees have attempted limited stand im¬ 
provements, the most intensive de¬ 
velopments in second-growth 
management appear to be those of 
Pacific Logging, a successor to the 
E&N land grant controlled by Ca¬ 
nadian Pacific. 

With thinning, juvenile spacing and 
sanitation cutting, productivity in¬ 
creases hy too per cent. 

He said the company spends about 
$8.60 per hectare on silvicultural man- 
agment compared with an average 
expenditure by the Forest Service on 
crown land of only 75 cents per hect¬ 
are. 

Edgell said Pacific Logging, like 
other companies on private land, has 
greater flexibility in balancing log 
supplies with market demands. 

BUT ON CROWN land tenures, the 
cut is regulated by the Forest Service. 
Generally, a licensee must harvest 
within 50 per cent of the annual allow¬ 
able cut and within to per cent in each 
five years. 

“This imposes some limitations on 
the licensee’s ability to respflkd to 
short-term economic fluctuations that 
determine the demand for wood prod¬ 
ucts, and therefore influence the eco- 
nomicaly optimum rate of log har¬ 
vesting." 

THERE IS growing evidence that 
over the longer term, present harvest 
regulations on crown land tenures are 
inadequate to meet the needs of present 
and future predicted patterns of timber 
use. 

This is partly because they are based 
on the gross physical volume of timber 
rather than an amount which con¬ 
siders losses due to difficult terrain and 
decadent trees, and partly due to an 
overriding concern with keeping har¬ 
vest rates constant to maintain region¬ 
al economic stability. 

"With the changes in logging areas, 
transportation and utilitization tech¬ 
niques over the past three decades, 
many sustained-yield units now patent¬ 
ly do not act as regional timber supply 
areas,” Edgell added. 

He said concentration of wood pro¬ 
cessing on the Island had led to the 
demise of many smaller logging and 
milling operations, while sustained- 
yield unit boundaries have remained 
constant. 

TURNING TO the industry itself, 
Edgell said many mills are obsolete, 
returns on investment are low, and 
management feels it is over-regulated 
by the Forest Service. 

He said the companies appear to 
have created a credibility gap between 
themselves and the public, “and there 
has been a tremendous growth in public 
awareness of other forest values, such 
as recreation, conservation and wild¬ 
life.” 

Despite the industry’s many real 
problems, there are enough new de¬ 
velopments under way or proposed to 
indicate a considerable degree of con¬ 
fidence in the future, Edgell noted, 
among them two proposals for cheaper 
but more efficient thermo-mechanical 
pulp mills. 

He said that as Island timber sup¬ 
plies are fully committed, the timber 
for most new developments will have 
to come from off-island sources, par¬ 
ticularly the north-central mainland. 


Conductor raising baton 
on new era for symphony

The man who is to lead the Victoria Symphony 
Orchestra out of the wilderness is now enjoying the 
little bit of wilderness he owns among the tall 
trees and cultivated lawns-of Broadmead after life in 
the Detroit suburbs. 


But as the symphony’s new 
conductor, Paul Freeman 
hasn't been allowed too 
much time to settle into his 
expansive glass and wood 
home. 

Freeman, with wife Cor¬ 
nelia and son Douglas, ar¬ 
rived in Victoria earlier this 
month but the conductor 
found he was busy right from 
the start in preparation for 
the symphony’s season 
opening Sept. 30. 

There were some raised 
eyebrows when Freeman 
didn't appear with his new 
orchestra at least once dur¬ 
ing the last weeks of the 
Victoria International Festi¬ 
val, but he insists he needed 
the time away from conduct¬ 
ing to settle in after a busy 
July with Michigan's Delta 
Music Festival and his for¬ 
mer orchestra, the Detroit 
Symphony. 

“I conducted my last con¬ 
cert in Detroit on Friday, 
July 29, and our movers 
came in on the Monday," 
said Freeman, who left the 
motor city after nine years 
with citations from Mayor 
Coleman Young, city council 
and the state legislature. 

"In all our other moves, 
we’ve had to wait for our 
furniture to arrive,” added 
Mrs. Freeman who found 
herself with movers to direct 
the morning after she ar¬ 
rived in Victoria. Among the 
boxes to be unpacked were 40 
containing her husband’s 
records and scores. 

And if she wants her hus¬ 
band to help with any more 
unpacking, she has to do it 
now. 

In two weeks, he returns to 
Michigan’s Saginaw Sym¬ 
phony where he continues as 
its commuting conductor 
until the spring. On that 
same trip he lectures at the 
National Conference of Ac¬ 
tion for Children in Tele¬ 
vision in Minneapolis. Free¬ 
man Is involved in several 
projects including one with 


the Radio Luxembourg Or¬ 
chestra that brings sym¬ 
phonic music to young peo¬ 
ple in a form other than just 
a televised concert. 

From his resume, which 
includes appearances with 
many of the world's great 
orchestras and 20 recordings 
alone with the London Phil¬ 
harmonic, Freeman is ob¬ 
viously a conductor with 
market appeal. His choice of 
the financially-troubled Vic¬ 
toria orchestra, particularly 
when two others wanted 
him, seems a bit puzzling. 

One rumor had Freeman 
agreeing only to come to 
Victoria after the symphony 
put $45,000 up front. 

“If they’d done that, do 
you think I would have had to 
pack and unpack so many 
boxes?" joked Mrs. Free¬ 
man. 

Her husband won't discuss 
the financial arrangements, 
but said the contract does 
allow him latitude to work 
elsewhere. Undoubtedly 
that's particularly appealing 
to a man of Freeman’s 
scope. This year he mis¬ 
ses three pairs of Victoria 
concerts to conduct other or¬ 
chestras. 

The big persuader for 
Freeman was Victoria it¬ 
self. 

“We just had a happy wed¬ 
ding with the city” is how he 
describes that February 
weekend in Victoria with his 
family for the auditioning 
concert which initially he 
was prepared to write off as 
just another guest appear¬ 
ance. That his wife and son 
came with him was some¬ 
what of a surprise as he’d 
given them a choice of a trip 
to London, Edmonton or 
New York. 

"Cornelia's priest had said 
he had just been to Victoria 
recently and she said ‘my 
husband is conducting there' 
and he said ‘you must go'.” 

“We noted such a potential 
here for both the orchestra 
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The Freemans relax with music in their Broadmead home 


and arts in the community,” 
he added. 

A look at Freeman's first 
season put together during 
five hurried trips to Victoria 
before the summer indicates 
he recognizes the talent 
available in the city. 

Young Victoria pianist 
Walter Prossnitz makes his 
second appearance with the 
orchestra this season with 
the world premiere of a 
piano concerto by another 
young Victorian, Rod Shar- 
man. 

The orchestra is to play a 
work by Victoria composer 
Murray Adaskin and on oc¬ 
casion will be backed by two 
local choral groups, New- 


combe Singers and the View 
Royal Community Choir. 

Both concertmistress 
Derry Deane and principal 
cellist Larry Skaggs make 
solo appearances with their 
orchestra which has more 
than just economic advan¬ 
tages. 

“It shows the public what 
we have in the orchestra and 
at the same time keeps the 
musicians on their toes as 
performers.” 

Freeman realizes that his 
job is more than just putting 
together a season that sells. 
It’s rebuilding a demoralized 
and depleted orchestra. But 
he insists the orchestra is 
even now bouncing back 


after a year of disappearing 
wages, managers and audi¬ 
ences. 

“It was a year of survival. 
We’re going out of that 
period." 

Together with board presi¬ 
dent Dorothy Frost and new 
manager Bob McGifford. 
Freeman has come up with a 
plan of attack. The first bat¬ 
tle against diminishing sub¬ 
scribers appears to be won. 
but that’s not enough for 
Freeman. 

"We want to create a situa¬ 
tion here that the orchestra 
becomes such an excellent 
force in the community that 
it’s hard to get tickets and 
people are willing to stand in 
line.” 


Beef prices going up 


Just four weeks after su¬ 
permarket windows began 
sporting "Beef prices are 
down" signs, beef prices are 
going up. 

A spokesman 'for Wood¬ 
wards Food Stores in Vic¬ 
toria said Saturday suppliers 
had warned him that prices 
would be on the way up next 
week. 

“We don’t know how much 
by yet," he said. “We won't 
know until we get word from 
the wholesalers.” 

On Saturday, regular 
grade hamburger cost $1.48 
a pound at Woodwards. - 

“You can probably expect, 
higher prices Monday or 
Tuesday,” he said. 


In Vancouver, Canada Sa¬ 
feway spokesman Georgina 
Bullen could give no predic¬ 
tions on how much the in¬ 
creases will be, but said con¬ 
sumers will probably start 
noticing them next week. 

“We are experiencing an 
increase in the costs at the 
wholesale level and it will be 
reflected at the meat count¬ 
ers next week,” she said. 

Ralph Kaay, assistant 
beef manager at Vancou¬ 
ver’s Intercontinental Pack¬ 
ers Ltd., said wholesale beef 
prices have been climbing 
quickly over the last 10 
days. 

Retail stores, which are 


usually about a week behind 
what is happening at the 
wholesale level, will soon 
begin to pass the increases 
along, he said. 

Kaay said one reason for 
the higher prices is the lower 
ones. Because of the tem¬ 
porary price reductions, 
people ordered more beef 
than usual, resulting in a 
shortage which in turn raises 
prices. 

Kaay, who said July 30 
that low beef prices would 
last only about four weeks, 
noted Friday that his predic¬ 
tion had proved correct. 
Beef prices dropped by 
about 10 cents a pound.

It’s been a great summer 
tor wasps—and trap sale

With wasps out in record 
numbers this summer, Vic¬ 
torians are being stung into 
defensive measures. 

Hardware stores offering 
wasp traps and spray bombs 
report a brisk business, with 
one commercial model that 
sells for $7.50 going by the 
hundreds. 

The trap is like a large 
- plastic cup, covered by an 
indented lid with holes in it. 
Inside is a hormonal wasp 
attractant. 

Another popular control 
measure is the spray bomb, 
which can squirt a jet of 
insecticide at a nest from 20 
feet away. The bombs carry 
a warning they should only 
be used at night, when the 
insects are asleep. 

A locally-made trap that 
retails for $14.95 could be 


reasonably easily copied by 
the home handyman. It 
seems to be extremely effi¬ 
cient, judging by one on dis¬ 
play at Clark and Cordick 
feed merchants, 2503 Doug¬ 
las, which is half-full of dead 
stingers. 

It consists of a cubical 
wire-mesh container with a, 
cone-shaped mesh entryway 
on the floor, underneath 
which is attached a plastic 
jar with entry holes. 

The jar is baited with an 
old fish-head, a bit of meat or 
liver. The wasps, attracted 
by the protein, fly into the j ar 
and try to exit through the 
cone. 

With no food or water, they 
soon join the great wasp’s 
nest in the sky. 

Although it is commonly 
believed that wasps won’t 
attack unless provoked, this 
reporter and several of his 
relatives have been stung 
out of the blue. 


Common measures to re¬ 
duce the pain from the acid 
in the sting are placing an ice 
cube on the affected spot or 
covering it with a paste 
made of bicarbonate of 
soda. 

Common stinging wasps— 
or yellowjackets, as they are 
known—differ from the nec¬ 
tar-feeding bee? in being 
carniverous, feeding on 
other insects or bits of 
flesh. 

According to Encyclope¬ 
dia Britannica, there are 


more than 20,000 known spe¬ 
cies, although most are soli- 
tary and rarely sting 
humans. 

"The comparatively few 
social species comprise cer¬ 
tain subfamilies of the fam¬ 
ily vespidae, which differ 
from other wasp families in 
having the wings folded lon¬ 
gitudinally when at rest. 

“Included are the hornets, 
builders of the familiar large 
paper nests in trees or 
shrubs . . . and the yellow- 
jackets, which also build 


large paper nests but out of 
sight of the ground." 

In theory, wasps should be 
relatively rare this summer 
following a severe winter. 

The cold should have taken 
a heavy toll of the queens, 
which, having been fertilized 
by males in the fall, are the 
only ones of their species to 
winter over, usually in 
cracks in walls or trees. 

However, as anyone who 
has tried to enjoy a picnic 
outdoors this summer can 
confirm, they are more than 
plentiful.

"Maybe It’s because I 
don't have so many other 
things on my mind when I'm 
out in Seattle. I gel my prop¬ 
er sleep and rest. Around 
here.

Richter gave Europe third 
place in 11.36. Ashford had 
won the 200 Friday night. 

The two other U.S. golds 
came in men’s events — by 
Mike Tully with a pole vault 
of 5.45 metres, winning on 
jumps over France’s Patrick 
Abada for Europe, and by 
high jumper Franklin 
Jacobs, who cleared 2.27 
metres and beat Jacek 
Wzsola of Poland, the 1976 
Olympic Games gold medal¬ 
list here, on jumps. 

Thomas Wessinghage of 
West Germany picked up 
Europe’s lone men's victory 
before a crowd of 15,797, a 
figure that lifted attendance 
for the first two days of the 
three-day meet to 28,364, 
when he won the 1,500 metres 
in three minutes, 46.0 sec¬ 
onds. 

Vladimir Poiiovarev of the 
Soviet Union was second in 
3:46.2, and Jurgen Straub of 
East Germany finished third 
in 3:46.3. Paul Craig of To¬ 
ronto Was seventh in 3:48.1. 

Nikolina Shtereva of Bul¬ 
garia captured the women's 
808 for Europe with a time of 
2:00.6, with Nadezhda Wush- 
ta of the Soviet Union second 
in 2:01.1. 

The other European gold 
was produced by Poland’s 
Grazyna Rabsztyn in the 100- 
metre hurdles In 12.67 sec¬ 
onds. Rabsztyn, who twice 
has run a world record of 
12.48, won the event at the 
inaugural World Cup at Dus- 
seidorf, West Germany, in 
1977 in 12.70. 

Kerstin Claus of East Ger¬ 
many was third in 13.03 sec¬ 
onds. and Debbie Laplante of 
the U.S. finished fourth in 
13.23. 

"The start of the race was 
delayed about 30 minutes be¬ 
cause of the hammer throw, 
and that bothered me," La¬ 
plante said. 

“The problem was they 
never really told us how 
much time we had before 
the start of the race, so I had 
cooled off by the time it 
started. 

“I got off to a real bad 
start. With the East German 
girl right next to me, I 
thought that if I got ahead of 
her. everything would be all 
right, but-1 simply couldn't 
make it up because of the 
start." 

With the two men’s golds, 
the U.S. extended its first- 
day lead in the team stand¬ 
ings and now has 83 points. 
Europe is second at 78 
points. Points arc awarded 
on a 8-7-6-5-4-3-2-1 basis. 

East Germany, the men’s 
champion two years ago. is 
third with 73 points, and the 
Soviet Union fourth with 71 
after moving up from sixth 
spot. 

On the wmen's side, East 
Germany — which was sec¬ 
ond to Europe at Duessel- 
dorf — leads with 70 points. 
The Russians have 65 and 
Europe 62. The U.S. stands 
fourth with 57. 

The Americas 4x100 relay 
team won their contingent’s 
first gold medal, taking their 
event in 38.70 seconds ahead 
of the U.S. in 38.77 and Eu¬ 
rope in 38.85.

By My Side is an excellent song about the joy and sor¬ 
row of love, while Cool Change could have been w ritten bj a 
West Coast native with its feeling for the outdoors and 
wildlife, ft's Not a Wonder features Glen Shorrock in a 
Rolling Stones blues-type mood, backed up by inspired 
phrasing on guitar. 

Hard Life, the first song on side two. is preceded by a 
synchopated prelude, but true to its name, is a hard¬ 
hitting tune destined for wider distribution. Middle Man 
didn't do much for me but the final two tracks. Man 
on the Run and Mistress of Mine, with its sitar-like 
background show that this five together are almost as 
talented as the Fab Four. 

Beeb Birtlcs Is the man on acoustic and rhythm guitars. 
David Briggs on lead, Graham Goble on acoustic and 
rhythm, Derek Pelllcci on percussion and Qlenn Shor¬ 
rock on vocals. All have put their song-writing talents to work 
on this album. 

Definitely one for the collection. — Paul Bennett

Nino Rota: War and Peace soundtrack 

Prior to being reissued by Columbia on its special prod¬ 
ucts label, original pressings of this film score com¬ 
manded prices upwards of $60 per copy from rare rec¬ 
ord dealers. 

Happily, it is now readily available again. 

Rota’s score for the 1956 ltalo-American production 
of War and Peace is a model of its kind, featuring lush 
symphonic arrangements depicting key characters and 
events of the film. 

A true test of film music, the ability of the score to 
stand on Its own merits as well as musically support 
the action on-screen, is more than ably met here. 

From the expansive opening title through the rousing 
finale. Rota sketches in Tolstoy’s story with sweep and 
elan. Now and then, in a fashion similar to Charles 
Ives, the composer adapts snatches of well-known, identifi¬ 
able tunes such as La Marseillaise and the Imperial Russian 
God Save the Czar for emphasis. 

Many of the notable characters and events of the film 
are presented musically on the record, including a Mos¬ 
cow parade, a wild Russian party, cavalry charges, bat¬ 
tles, themes for Natasha. Pierre, Andre, and Napoleon and a 
clever, harrowing depiction of the Grande Armee’s retreat 
from Moscow, using diminuendos and crescendos of swirling 
flutes alternated with heavy bras* and strings to portray the 
grim winter ordeal of the French army. 

Rota, adept at any style of scoring, was a master at 
using the components of a full symphony orchestra to 
their maximum. 

The composer himself thought enough of this crea¬ 
tive score to use portions of it, notably the fox-hunting 
gallop, in his 1970 score for Waterloo. 

A highly respected Italian academic and professor of 
music. Rota had composed music for films since 1915. 
Major scores include War and Peace. La Dolce Vila. 
Boccaccio 70, Waterloo. Taylor and Burton's The Taming of 
the Shrew, Zeffirelli’s Romeo and Juliet, most of Fellini’s 
films to date, Coppola's The Godfather, Parts I and II. Death 
on the Nile and Hurricane. 

He died April 10 of this year at age 66 while working 
on a Fellini film.—Charles Odell

Weisberg’* new album is strictly instrumental, a feather- 
light sampling of his musical paintings providing a water¬ 
shed of ideas for other talents. 

Afflicted with flute fever since high school, Weisberg 
glides easily over a lush landscape of synthesized rock in this 
collection of 13 tracks extracted from previous albums. 

His sounds are just a bit too airy, however. Despite a

Horse buses returning to London 


The unmistakable sound of horses hoofs gently 
clip-clopping through the streets is once again being 
heard in the heart of London. 

Three Victorian horse-drawn buses are providing a 
unique trip down memory lane for visitors to the 
capital. 

To mark the 150th anniversary of the very first 
London horse bus, London Transport is this summer 
providing a daily horse bus service between Baker 
Street and Regent’s Park Zoo. 

The 30-minute ride, which costs about $2.50 for 
adults, and $1.15 for children, was selected for good 
reasons. What is now Baker Street Station once formed 
part of the route of that very first bus service, launched 
on July 4, 1029. It was started by coach builder George 
Shillibeer and ran — with a top speed of 8 kph — between 
Paddington and the Bank of England in the City. 

Shillibeer’s first omnibus took 22 passengers, and 
was pulled by three Shire horses. Today London Trans¬ 
port boasts an army of 6,900 motor buses, carrying over 
four million people per day. 

The gentle journey aboard the open-topped buses 
runs until September 30. The route will basically follow 
the boundary of Regent’s Park. The journey will either 
begin, or end. at the zoo, well worth a visit as it contains 


6.000 animals from virtually every country in the 
world. 

Passengers may have a chance to chat with one of 
the bus drivers, 78-year-old Percy Middleton, who was 
one of the last of London’s horse-bus drivers. 

He will be driving the former Andrews Star Omnibus 
Company bus, still with its original wheels and springs. 
Apart from a fresh coat of paint, it has not needed any 
structural alteration since it was withdrawn from ser¬ 
vice in 1911. 

All three buses have been loaned to London by 
enthusiastic collector Mr. Timothy Richards, who lives 
264 km north-west of London in an historic 15th century • 
mansion home. Gawsworth Hall near Macclesfield in 
Cheshire. A collection of horse-drawn vehicles is one of 
the main attractions of the house, which is open to the 
public during the summer. 

The horse-buses seat 12 passengers inside, and 14 
atop. Although the fares at the time of service ranged 
from just a halfpenny to no more than three old pennies, 
they were traditionally tjje conveyance of the middle 
classes. The upper cTasses had their own carriages, and 
the working classes just walked! 

If London Transport's anniversary service proves a 
runaway success, the horse buses may become an 
annual summer feature in the capital. 


Land of Segovia, Hemingway 


By VIRGIL PINKLEY 

SEGOVIA, Spain — You 
approach this city of 31,000 
from the south, afterstopsat 
Escorial and the Valley of 
the Fallen. 

Atop a steep hill is the 
storybook castle of old Cas¬ 
tile. built in 1358 and rebuilt 
several limes since. This 
was the castle which Walt 
Disney reproduced for 
"Fantasia." .He sent engi¬ 
neers and architects to Sego¬ 
via a number of times to 
make an exact duplication 
and he visited the city three 
or four times, coming to love 
the region. The castle was 
the scene of Isabella's coro¬ 
nation as queen of Castile in 
1471. 

Segov ia is the heart of the 
Ernest Hemingway country. 
It w as here he laid the locale 
for "For Whom the Belle 
Tolls." 

Segovia is located on a 
hillside and a sloping valley 
which runs off to a broad 
plain. Here are vineyards, 
sheep, cattle, ancient cork 
trees and olive trees, some of 
which are 1,000 years old. 

Segovia. 45 miles north of 
Madrid, is a quiet, delightful 
old Spanish town where one 
could spend many restful 
hours. 

There is an intriguing age¬ 
lessness about it. Very little 
has changed over the cen¬ 
turies. 

El Escbrial. one of the 
world's largest buildings, is 
a great granite structure co¬ 
vering approximately 400.- 
000 square feet. It was built 
to commemorate or cele-

Falange party, whose objec¬ 
tive was to halt the Commu¬ 
nist takeover of Spain and to 
restore the monarchy. 

The memorial at the Val¬ 
ley of the Fallen is an impos¬ 
ing structure, ranking with 
brale the victory of King .St. Peter's in Rome in mag- 
Philip IFs army over the nitude. 


French when the latter were 
driven out of northern Spain. 
In addition to its 300 rooms it 
has 86 staircases. 88 foun¬ 
tains. 16 interior courts and 
three chapels. 

Here arc tombs of most of 
the Spanish kings and 
queens. Four miles away, 
through pine forests, is an¬ 
other burial place and mon¬ 
astery. the Valley of the 
Fallen. It has been dug out of 
a granite mountain over¬ 
looking a deep, isolated val¬ 
ley. The memorial was com¬ 
pleted in 1956, after 15 years 
of work. It was conceived by 
Gen. Francisco Franco 
while the civil war was still 
in progress. He personally 
elected the site, which is al¬ 
most Spain’s geographic 
centre. 

Her.e are buried 150.000 
men who died fighting for 
Franco in the Spanish civil 
war. Here Franco is buried, 
as is Jose Antonio, the youth 
ful leader who formed the 


The site is dominated by a 
500-foot-high cross cut from 
a single piece of stone, which 
stands atop a mountain. An 
elevator inside takes visitors 
to the level of the cross bars. 
Nearly 300.000 cubic yards of 
granite had to be blasted out 
of the mountainside to form 
the underground sanctuary. 

Thousands of Spanish peo 
pie make pilgrimages to the 
"Valle de los Caidos." Span¬ 
iards have generally eluded 
the current of agnosticism 
which has swept over much 
of Europe this century. 

In selecting the site for the 
memorial. Franco wished to 
emphasize that it is a monu¬ 
ment to all Spaniards. To¬ 
gether with the Escorial it 
overlooks the valley at the 
centre of the natural cross 
formed by two great moun¬ 


tain chains: the Carpetana 
and the Iberica. Those who 
built the monument say that 
the great outstretched arms 
of the cross embrace all 
Spaniards. 

The Valley of the Fallen is 
58 kilometres from Madrid, 
50 from Avila and 45 from 
Segovia. The entire area is 
typical of a Valazquez land¬ 
scape. 

A decree w as issued in 1910 
for the monument to be 
erected and don Pedro Mu- 
gueruza Otano, the leading 
Spanish architect of the 
lime, began its construction. 
He fell ill in 1948 and was 
unable to finisluthe work, 
which was completed under 
the direction of Diego Men¬ 
dez Gonzalez. 

After 10 years of construc¬ 
tion the two most important 
parts of the monument had 
not been erected; the cross 
and the crypt. The imposing 
structure was completed in 
1958. 

A magnificent stairway 
more than 300 feet wide 
leads up to the sanctuary and 
the cross. It is composed of

two flights of 10 steps each, 
symbolizing the Ten Com¬ 
mandments. 

After spending the better 
part of a day in Escorial and 
the Valley of the Fallen it is a 
treat to stop at Candido’s for 
a late afternoon Spanish 
lunch. 

Candido is one of the mas¬ 
ter chefs of Europe. His 
famous inn is a three-story 
building richly decorated. As 
one sits next to a window one 
looks out on an old Roman 
aqueduct. Its arches are so 
delicate and beautifully 
formed that it brings orna¬ 
mentation as well as water to 
Segovia, Seemingly, it func¬ 
tions as well as the day it w as 
built during the Roman oc¬ 
cupation. 

Candido serves two chief 
dishes, suckling pig and 
baby lamb. The portions of 
lamb are about a foot in 
width and contain some of 
the most succulent meat I 
have every tasted on 10 ribs. 
And so tender are the suck¬ 
ling pigs that Candido carves 
them using the edge of a 
plate rather than a knife.

With prices in Europe reaching all time highs. North 
American travellers are taking a second look at overseas 
trips with an eye towards saving money while still having an 
enjoyable experience. 

Travellers heading into city centres such as London, 
are discovering that prices in London hotels are astro¬ 
nomical.

Travellers, especially North Americans, are accus¬ 
tomed to and demand clean, comfortable rooms and a good 
night's sleep.

If you arc fishing for fun in 
Sooke to Pcddcr Bay waters 
these days there is no doubt 
about what color lure to use 
... a red Squirt or hootchie, or 
a red spoon or plug. That is 
definitely the color for the 
pinks which are abundant 
now. 

Green is the color for coho, 
and Chinooks will take either 
red or green, but bait is best 
for the Chinooks. 

NOT MANY USE them, 
but at this time of year we 
have used red or pink buck- 
tail flies ahead of a dodger or 
flasher to catch the pinks 
and a fluorescent green or 
yellow fly to catch the coho. 
We have also used the flies 
with a thumbnail spinner be¬ 
hind and a little weight for 
coho later in the fall. 

A few years back we 
usually used our hoolchies 
over a minnow in a bait head, 
but now there are several 
types of hootchies, like the 
Radiant Squirts and Hoot- 
chytails, which come al¬ 
ready rigged and the trend 
has been to use them, even if 
just for simplicity. 

THE FACT that commer¬ 
cial salmon trailers use hoot¬ 
chies, or types of hootchies 
under different trade 
names, more than any other 
single lure should indicate 
the usefulness of this lure to 
sport fishermen. 

While (he colors to use are 
very definite in the Sooke 
waters at the present time, 
usually the secret to catch 
ing salmon with bucktatl 
flies or hootchies is to select 
the right color, in the right 
spot, at the right time. 

LIGHT CONDITIONS in 
the sky basically govern the 
choice of color to use at 
any given time. That is the 
observation of my some¬ 
times fishing partner, Bruce 
Colegrave, who along with 
commercial salmon high: 
liner Jack Gaunt wrote a 
book on Bucktails and Hoot¬ 
chies, published by Sal- 
taire. 

Colegrave and I have gen¬ 
erally fished the coho in 
Cowichan Bay and in the 
mid-Iskand waters around 
Miracle Beach, Mitlcnatch 
Island and Campbell River 
... and in those spots fly and 
hootchie colors can be criti¬ 
cal. 

COLEGRAVE IS an ex¬ 
pert on bucklail fly fishing. 

Early in the morning be¬ 
fore the sun brightens the 
sky he says the productive 
colors include pure white 
and silver flies like the Moby 
Dicl^. These colors show well 
from beneath the water 
when the light factor on top 
is low. They also produce 
well later in the morning on 
those dark overcast days in 
the fall. 

AS THE LIGHT brightens 
try going to darker colors, 
such as light blue, white and 
silver Polar Mist and the 
grey, white and silver Grey 
Ghost and the fluorescent 
green, white and silver 
Green Ghost. 

When the sun gets well up 
on a real bright day Cole¬ 
grave advises to go to the 
darkest shades,such as dark

blue, white and silver Blue 
Baron and the dark green, 
white and silver Green Hor¬ 
net and the black, white and 
silver Witch Doctor fly. 

THE PINK SHRIMP is a 

good fly for bluebacks early 
in the season and coho in the 


late fall, as the color for the 
pink keys to the shrimp 
bloom at these times. 

Colegrave says the basic 
rule for color selection is the 
darker the day, the lighter 
the color and the lighter the 
day, the darker the color. 

He says that when you are 


bucktailing when quite a lot 
of fresh water pours over the 
saltchuck from freshets 
after a heavy rain, it can pay 
to use an ounce or two of 
weight because fresh water 
forms a lawyer over the 
water, which acts as a mir¬ 
ror. 

COLEGRAVE SAYS com 
binations of color change for 
different areas.

Dear Dr. Donohue: Please 
comment on the enclosed 
clipping. I am 68 and have 
had prostate trouble for 
about 10 years, frequent uri¬ 
nation, etc. — J.H. 

The clipping you sent me is 
nine years old, so you must 
have been rummaging 
around in old magazines to 
have run across it. The dust 
settled long ago on the treat¬ 
ment discussed. The drug 
mentioned (medrogestone) 
is a progesterone-type hor¬ 
mone, which is useful is 
treating menstrual prob¬ 
lems and for cancer of the 
breast and uterus. Prema¬ 
ture reports often lead to 
disappointments. 

The drug has not been 
found safe or effective in 
treating benign prostate en¬ 
largement. 

Dear Dr. Donohue: I am 

24, and have arthritis. Is it 
true, as I have heard, that 
arthritis is more common in 
women than in men? If so, 
why? Has it to do with hor¬ 
mones? — Mrs. H.H. 

You have to be careful 
about statistics here, also in 
use of the term "arthritis.” 
There are many kinds of 
arthritis. According to the 


Arthritis Foundation, 31 mil¬ 
lion Americans have some 
form of it. About 16 million 
are women, which is only a 
slight edge. However, whet, 
you get to rheumatoid 
arthritis, the most serious 
form, statistics show women 
outnumber males 3-to-1. 
That’s the arthritis withjiuint 
inflammation, which--can 
lead to permanent disability. 
Many women with rheuma¬ 
toid arthritis are in their 
early 20s. 

We are not sure why 
women are more suscep 
tible. Hormones may play a 
role since some arthritis 
subsides in some women 
during pregnancy. Other 
facts contradict this, though. 
Childhood arthritis, for ex¬ 
ample. is also more common 
in girls than boys — at a time 
when hormones do not scent 
to be involved. So we just 
don’t know. If we knew about 
such things we might be 
closer than we are to a cure. 
Other possibilities being 
studied involve the body’s 
immunity mechanisms 
(one’s own tissue causing a 
kind of allergic reaction). 
Much work needs to be done, 
and research does continue.

Richmond Godfrey 

Ex-partner 
recalls Dief 


The words of praise that 
followed John Diefcnbaker 
to his grave won’t bring any 
objections from Richmond 
Godfrey. 

At the same time, how 
ever, Godfrey has some con¬ 
trasting impressions of the 
man with whom he shared a 
law partnership in the early 
days on the prairies. 

"Our personal friendship 
was marred whenever I 
found cause to question his 
course of action," Godfrey 
said in a short handwritten 
statement he prepared after 
being asked for an interview 
concerning his early days 
with the political giant. 

Godfrey, who retired to 
2826 Sea View Road in Saan¬ 
ich several years ago, said 
the friendship suffered 
under Diefenbaker’s desire 
“to be another Sir John A. 
without a bottle.” 

This reference to Diefen¬ 
baker’s seeming worship of 
Confederation father and 
first prime minister Sir John 
A. Macdonald Is balanced 
by Godfrey’s personal trib¬ 
ute to The Chief. 

Although they parted corn 
pany after what Godfrey re- 
ealls as a partnership of 
about one year, he says: 
"Throughout the ensuing 
years I always followed 
closely the ups and downs of 
his political career. His 
country will be forever in his 
debt and eulogies of today 
are fully justified. 

“He was The Great Cana¬ 
dian." 

Godfrey chose not to add to 
his prepared statement. He 
fell: hat what he had to say in 
this manner was a "sincere" 
effort to express his feelings 
about the man. 

Ilis statement said the law 
lirin name of Diefcnbaker. 


Cousins and Godfrey men¬ 
tioned by the former prime 
minister in his memoirs was 
short-lived. Cousins died of a 
"disability” from the First 
World War and Godfrey, his 
ow n cut of the fee reduced by 
other complications, moved 
to Manitoba to “make a liv¬ 
ing during the Depression.” 

He said he felt Dicfen- 
baker was troubled in the 
early days by stomach 
ulcers brought on by “frus¬ 
trations.” 

"At Prince Albert in those 
days the citizens turned out 
en masse to cheer him and 
then trounced him at the 
polls next day.” 

As for himself, Godfrey 
said he eventually wandered 
to Ontario where, among 
other things, he served as an 
arbitrator. Later he operat¬ 
ed a real estate firm in Mis¬ 
sissauga. near Toronto, but 
found he was unable to work 
after an operation that saw 
him lose 80 per cent of his 
stomach, he said in an inter 
view. It was then that he 
retired to Saanich.

The latest World Open was 
switched to Philadelphia 
from New York this year but 
the switch did not seem to 
affect the players' enthusi¬ 
asm.

000 —at¬ 
tracted more than 900 play¬ 
ers. » 

The $16,000 prize fund was 
the largest in the tourna¬ 
ment’s seven-year history 
and maybe next year we'll 
see the first open tourna¬ 
ment anywhere with a $50,- 
000 guaranteed prize fund. 

Competition was fierce, to 
say the least. 

The tournament was a 10- 
rounder so as to allow for 
World Chess Federation 
(FIDE) ratings qualifica¬ 
tion. 

And when the smoke had 
cleared, no fewer than seven 
players shared first place 
with scored of 8-2. 

The seven sharing the top 
spot were Americans Walter 
Browne and Arthur Bi.s- 
guier, both former U.S.

dorowitz. . 

The other three co-cham¬ 
pions were Romanian 
grandmaster Florin 
Gheorghiu, Britain's gifted 
grandmaster Anthony Miles 
and Iceland’s promising 
young star Haukur Angan- 
lysson. 

It was indeed a dog-eat 
dog battle for first place and 
it's amazing that no fewer 
than seven players could 
score as high as 8-2.

A philatelic code of ethics 
two years in the making has 
been adopted by the three 
largest philatelic societies in 
the United States. 

The three societies behind 
the code—the American 
Philatelic Society, the 
American Topical Associa¬ 
tion and the Society of Phila 
telie Americans—are urging 
all other philatelic groups to 
adopt it as well. The code 
itself is tied to membership, 
w hich is where it will have its 


real clout In bringing tinsreu- 
pulous operators into line. 

According to Emerson 
Clark, past president of the 
APS and chairman of the 
code committee. It “faces up 
to the need for strict rules 
governing disciplinary ac¬ 
tion against unlawful and 
unethical conduct, while at

CALGARY (CP) — The 
Social Insurance Number 
may someday be carried 
around in people's teeth, 
says Dr. Bill Blair of Cal¬ 
gary. family dentist and fo¬ 
rensic odontologjst attached 
to the provincial medical ex¬ 
aminer's office. 

The numbers, known as 
SINS, may be implanted In 
dentures and fillings to make 
it easier for authorities to 
identify unrecognizable 
corpses, Blair said in an 
interview Friday. 

“It's still a new idea, but 
there's a good possibility of 
this happening." he said. "It 
will certainly make life a lot 
easier for us." 

Blair is a past president of 
the Southern Alberta Foren¬ 
sic udontologists Society, 
whose six members recently- 
joined counterparts in other 
provinces in asking that 
SINS be put Into people’s 
mouths. 


"I don't know how this will 
go down with civil liberties 
people," said Blair. "We've 
got to work out if it will 
infringe on any human 
rights. 

"If it does become accept¬ 
able, it will take a very long 
time before most Canadians 
are involved with this. 

"What will probably hap¬ 
pen is that a start will be 
made on people in the armed 
forces, residents of some 
nursing homes and flight 
crews of commercial air¬ 
craft." 

Blair said research is 
under way at several univ er¬ 
sities into the best way of 
implanting the numbers. 

One method involves im¬ 
planting a flourescent mi¬ 
crodot in a filling. After 
being pinpointed by x-rays, 
the dot could be removed 
from an unidentified body 
and put under a microscope 
to view the number.

There is also a 
rule stipulating that if exhi¬ 
bitors display material from 
sources other than their own 
collections, they must state 
this fact clearly. 

How widely the code will 
be adopted, and how effec¬ 
tive it will be (that is. how- 
well it can be enforced) re¬ 


mains to be seen. But it 
hasn't come too soon, and it 
certainly pinpoints some of 
those "gray" areas of major 
abuse. 

IT LOOKS as though Can 
adu's second miniaturt 
sheet, the flags stamps Is 
sued on June 15, may bi 
selling out faster than thi 
L'APEX sheets, taking quan 
lilies into account. The phila 
telic mail order service at 
Ottawa is sold out of full 
panes, in other words, the 
complete sheets, and a check 
with the Victoria post office 
philatelic counter Thursday 
showed that it had only 50 
left.

VANCOUVER (CP) - A se¬ 
ries of principles that would 
form the basis for a new 
social and economic strat¬ 
egy for native Indians in 
British Columbia have been 
approved by an alliance of 
Indian groups. 

The proposals, endorsed 
Friday following two days of 
meetings, will be put before 
all Indian bands in the prov¬ 
ince for their reaction. 

Included in the proposals 
are a request for complete 
Indian control over the De¬ 
partment of Indian Affairs’ 
economic development bud¬ 
get, according to Andrew 
Charles, co-ordinator for the 
alliance.

Charles said a six-member 
task force, appointed follow¬ 
ing the meetings, would 
meet Nov. 15 to decide fur¬ 
ther action.

LILLOOET (CP) — The 
first shot in the great salmon 
war was fired by a white 
man at an Indian fishing site 
on the Fountain Indian re¬ 
serve near this southern In¬ 
terior community. 

The Indians waited for 
several hours before firing 
back. Shots were then ex¬ 
changed between the two all 
day. 

There were no injuries be¬ 
cause the shots fired Friday 
were from cameras wielded 
by members of the Indian 
band and by federal fi¬ 
sheries department offi¬ 
cers. 

Photographs taken by the 
fisheries officers may be 
used to lay charges against 
native Indians who were sal¬ 
mon fishing in the Fraser 
River during the conserva¬ 
tion closing Friday. The In¬ 
dians took their own pictures 
to back up trespassing char¬ 
ges they expect to lay 
against the fisheries depart¬ 
ment. 

The violence and serious 
confrontation expected be¬ 
tween the two parties, em¬ 
broiled in a dispute over the 
Indians' right to fish on their 
reserves, failed to material- 


Indians. He said he might not 
reply by noon Monday, the 
deadline set by Johnson. 

The problem stems from a 
fisheries department order 
that salmon fishing halt on 
the Fraser on weekends in a 
move to conserve salmon 
stocks during spawning sea¬ 
son. The Indians maintain 
they have absolute control 
over what they do on their re¬ 
serves. 

The two sides appear to be 
carefully trying not to pro¬ 
voke violence, or to make 
displays of force, although 
five Indians were arrested 
the previous weekend for 
fishing during a closure. 

Fisheries officers have 
been requested not to carry 
guns. 

Most native Indians took a 
day off from fishing Satur¬ 
day to attend the annual Lil- 
looet rodeo.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — 
Ethiopia has admitted for 
the first time that an unspe¬ 
cified number of Soviet miii- 
tary advisers and Cuban 
troops were killed in the de¬ 
vastating eight-month war 
with neighboring Somalia 
last year. 

Ethiopia’s official radio 
said head of state Lt. Col. 
Mengistu Haile Mariam paid 
tribute to Ethiopian heroes 
of that war this week and 
praised "the international 
heroes of Cuba, the Soviet 
Union and South Yemen who 
had fallen alongside them.” 

Mengistu gave no further 
details or figures, but It was 
the first time he publicly 
admitted either Soviet mili¬ 
tary advisers or Cuban 
troops were killed in the con¬ 
flict that engulfed the Horn 
of Africa.

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — 
More than 100 Mexican- 
Americans and Indochinese 
refugees packed the city 
council chamber Friday to 
express anger over what 
they termed the municipal 
and state governments' fail¬ 
ure to ease tensions between 
the two groups. 

The special session was 
called in response to vio¬ 
lence during the week that 
resulted in the exodus of 
about 20 Vietnamese fami¬ 
lies from a city housing pro¬ 
ject. 


Moscow sent $1 billion 
worth of military equip¬ 
ment, Including warplanes 
and artillery, and 1,000 mili¬ 
tary advisers to Ethiopia in 
late 1977. Cuba supplied 17,- 
000 troops. 

The Soviets and Cubans 
helped Menglstu’s dispirited 
and retreating army repel 
the Somali army, which by 
that time had virtually con¬ 
quered the entire Ogaden 
desert region in southeast 
Ethiopia, an area the size of 
Great Britain. 

The Soviets, including at 
least four top-ranking gen¬ 
erals, and the Cuban troops 
helped turn an Ethiopian 
rout into a stunning victory 
climaxed by the virtual de¬ 
struction of the Somali army 
as it retreated home in total 
disarray. 

That defeat led to an un¬ 
successful coup against So¬ 
mali President Siad Barre. 
But the Ethiopian victory 
kept Mengistu in power at a 
time when it appeared he 
would be toppled by other 
army officers. 

The Somali-Ethiopia war 
erupted when the Somali 
army invaded the Ogaden 
region to try to annex the 
territory that Somalia has 
historically claimed as part 
of a “greater Somalia.”

tory. Diplomatic reports 
from Addis Ababa said the 
Soviets and Cubans have ac¬ 
tively been aiding the Ethio¬ 
pians in their second war, in 
northern Eritrea province, 
against secessionists who 
have been fighting for years 
for independence.

There are plenty of activi¬ 
ties scheduled for the second 
annual Classic Boat Festi¬ 
val, which starts next Satur¬ 
day in the Inner Harbor. 

HMCS Oriole, veteran 
Swiftsure competitor and a 
familiar sight in these 
waters, is official reviewing 
ship for the two-day event. It 
will be open to the public as 
well. 

The Oriole will arrive at 
9:30 a.m. on Saturday to as¬ 
sume its station at the out¬ 
side finger float in front of 
the Empress Hotel. The ship 
will be open to the public for 
inspection from 10 a.m. to 
noon, 1-4 p.m. and 6-8 p.m. on 
Saturday.

changes In the law governing 
marijuana possession be¬ 
cause the present law is “un¬ 
fair” to young people. 

He said young people 
caught with the drug could 
end up with a criminal rec¬ 
ord that would hurt them for 
the rest of their lives. 

The government would 
discourage the use of mari¬ 
juana but would change the 
law to “reduce the unfair 
impact on a lot of young 
people.” 

Tne prime minister rei¬ 
terated to reporters that his 
government is reviewing the 
speed of metric conversion. 
The government wanted to 
know if some conversion 
could be synchronized with 
that of the United States.

says 

NDP 

OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
Conservative government is 
divided on critical issues 
such as Petro-Canada and 
the mortgage deductibility 
plan, which "cheapens” the 
credibility of Canada's 
political leaders, New Dem¬ 
ocratic MP Bob Rae said 
Saturday. 

In an Interview with CTV’s 
Question Period, the NDP 
finance critic said conflict¬ 
ing statements by Prime 
Minister Joe Clark and Fi¬ 
nance Minister John Crosble 
on the Tory mortgage 
scheme "was the worst kind 
of politically misleading ad¬ 
vertising.” 

"I think quite frankly that 
they are divided on a number 
of issues," Rae said. 

"I think they're divided on 
the question of Petro-Can¬ 
ada (and) I think there are 
voices . . . from within the 
cabinet who are talking 
about delaying the proposal 
on mortgage interest deduc¬ 
tibility.” 

Last Wednesday, Crosbie 
hinted the $400 million mort¬ 
gage plan may not be imple¬ 
mented until 1980 and not In 
this fall’s budget. However, 
Clark reiterated the next day 
that the plan will be intro¬ 
duced in the fall budget. 

"I’m saying to make that 
kind of a promise and to be 
elected on that kind of a 
promise and then renege on 
it. I'm simply pointing 
out. . . that cheapens the 
currency of political de¬ 
bate,” Rae said.

M. V. Chesnut’s 

Garden Notes 


SICK WALLFLOWERS (G.J., Vic¬ 
toria) 

The young wallflower plants you 
sent me had been attacked at the roots 
by the larvae of the cabbage root fly. 
These maggots will often infest the 
ornamental relatives of the cabbage 
as well as the vegetable plants. 

It is a difficult pest to control once 
it has a good foothold. Your best bet is 
to drench the soil around the roots with 
diaztnon in its 124 per cent liquid 
emulsion, two tablespoonfuls per gal¬ 
lon of water. Give each plant about one 
cupful of the solutiotf. applied at a 
time when the soil is already moist to a 
good depth. < 

GRAPES AND PEACHES (Y.McF., 
I.advsmith) 

Red cheeks are no indication of 
ripeness in peaches, and it is better 
to go by the shaded side of the fruit. 
The color change here is from green to 
yellow as the peach ripens. 

I don't know of any trustworthy 
signal or sign that will indicate when 
grapes are fully ripened. Your best bet 
is to try a few from time to time and 
pick when the flavor pleases your par¬ 
ticular palate. 

Some folks like the heavy sweet¬ 
ness of a fully ripened, grape: others 
find this cloying and prefer the 
sharper flavor of slightly under-ripe 
fruit. The sweeter the grape, the 
higher will be the alcoholic content of 
your wine. 


SEA SAND (W.F., Parksville) 

About the simplest way to test sea 
sand for ils salt content is to taste it 
with the tip of your tongue. If it has a 
pronounced salty taste, it is unfit for 
garden use. 

As a general rule, though, it is not a 
good idea to use sea sand as a dressing 
for a lawn. This is not because of ils 
salt content, which is usually quite 
small and unimportant, but because 
much of our sea sand contains con¬ 
siderable lime, and a heavy dressing 
would create conditions favorable to 
the growth of weeds, clover and coarse 
meadow grasses, and unfavorable for 
the health of the finer acid-loving lawn 
grasses. 

If you have one of those inexpen¬ 
sive kits for the testing of acidity or 
alkalinity of soil, you can use it to test 
a sample of your sea sand. A reading 
of pH tt.2 or lower would make it quite 
satisfactory for use on your lawn. 


HOLLYHOCK RUST (G. N„ Vic¬ 
toria) 

Your plants are infected with holly¬ 
hock rust, a parasitic fungus which 
causes reddish brown pustules on the 
backs of the leaves. 

This trouble, like the antirrhinum 
rust of snapdragons, seems to attack 
the older plants, and for this reason it 


is wise to keep some young stock 
coming along from seed every year to 
replace the overage specimens. 

An attack can sometimes be 
checked if you catch it in its early 
stages, pick off and burn all affected, 
leaves and spray the rest of the plant;; 
weekly with Benomyl fungicide. L 
tbsp. per I quarts of slightly soapy; 
water, continuing until no further 
spread of the trouble can be delected'.-

NEGLECTED GARDEN (E. O'K., 
Duncan)

About the best for your purpose', 
would be Poison Ivy Killer, also sold • 
under various brand names. This one I 
kills weeds, grass, shrubs, seedling j 
trees and even wild morning glory • 
w ithout permanent damage to the soii. 
Mix and apply according to label in- ; 
structions. 

Do NOT cut down any of this • 
growth before spraying, as these sys-. 
temic weedkillers must be absorbed; 
through the leaf pores in order to i 
reach and kill the roots. When every , 1 
thing is dead and brown, the plot mac 
be cleared and cultivated, and thu. 
lawn put down in full assurance that nE 
perennial weed roots are alive to causal 
future trouble. £

An entertainment reminis¬ 
cent of that romantic old 
television series The Million¬ 
aire will soon be loosed on 
the public through a new 
foundation with $750 million 
to spend on the discovery 
and encouragement of gen¬ 
iuses. 

The foundation was set up 
by the late John D, MacArth 
ur, an eccentric and amaz¬ 
ingly obscure billionaire who 
ran his financial empire 
from a coffee shop in Flori¬ 
da. and was left to his son J. 
Roderick MacArthur and 
other directors to administer 
without specific instruc¬ 
tions. 

It will be the fifth richest 
philanthropic foundation in 
the nation, and "it could be¬ 
come either the biggest boon 
to creative enterprise since 
the Medicis,” Newsweek 
said in a recent issue, "or the 
biggest boondoggle in his¬ 
tory.” 

The reason is easy to see. 
Under the plan conceived by 
J. Roderick but never con¬ 
templated by his father, the 
foundation will give away 
$37.5 million a year to free 
geniuses from humdrum 
jobs and bureaucratic or 
academic tyranny so they 
can think and work in peace 
and perhaps come up with an 
idea that will make life on 
earth a little bit better and 
improve our chances of sur¬ 
viving at least until the sun 
goes out. 

Unlike other foundations 
with mofity to lay out for 
research or individual crea¬ 
tive labor, this one will not

I recall chatting a few years ago 
with a newspaper friend who had just 
returned from the Masters tourna¬ 
ment in Augusta, when Ben Hugan 
came out of long retirement to receive 
an award from American golf writ¬ 
ers. 

My friend had never seen Hogan in 
action, but had heard much of his 
quietly forceful presence on the links, 
lie said, “You know, the impressive 
thing about Hogan was the very fact 
that he made no attempt to impress.” 

What reminded me of this casual 
conversation was a brief contact I had 
recently with another man, as far 
removed from Hogan as could be, a 
weighty figure of much significance to 
our society and our time. Watching 
him, I found myself repeating the 
phrase that "the most impressive 
thing about him was the very fact that 
he made no attempt to impress.” 

And I wondered what it is in people, 
inherent or acquired, that provides 
this broad base of self-eonfidenoe, 


require candidates to apply 
for grants, prepare propos¬ 
als, make progress reports, 
or say where the money 
went. No strings all the 
way. 

As the younjjer MacArthur 
puts it, according to News¬ 
week, there was no manage¬ 
ment team looking over Mi¬ 
chelangelo’s shoulder and 
asking for progress reports 
in triplicate, and how could 
Einstein have written a 
grant application saying he 
was going to discover the 
theory of relativity? Who 
would have believed it? 

Geniuses will be picked out 
of the crowd by Nobel laure¬ 
ates and other acknowledged 
experts in various fields, 
much as assistant producers 
pick promising personalities 
from the studio audience to 
participate in TV game 
shows. All of a sudden some 
unassuming genius will find 
himself singled out and 
handed $1 million (more or 
less) to be spent in the re¬ 
lease and nourishment of his 
superior intellect. 

Every time this happens, 
unless the entire enterprise 
is to be carried out in se¬ 
crecy, with the press exclud¬ 
ed, we may be sure that the 
anointed genius will become 
a celebrity overnight. He 
will be so sought after by 
salesmen, crackpots and 
women that he won’t be able 
to think of anything for 
months but escape. (If the 
genius is a woman, she of 
course will be sought after 
by salesmen, crackpots and 
men.) 


A genius who might have 
been at the very point of 
inventing perpetual motion 
or the suspension of gravity 
might find his creative 
mechanism deranged by al 
this turmoil, and would have 
to go to the south of France 
to recover. 

Naturally the foundation 
will get tons of applications, 
whether they want them or 
not. and I have an idea that in 
self-defence they will simply 
have to send them back or 
drop them in the trash and 
depend entirely on their 
scouting system. However, 
just as every National Fool 
ball League team picks up 
one or two free agents avery 
year, talented players who 
somehow slipped through 
the scouting sieve, there will 
be geniuses who are missed 
by the MacArthur organiza¬ 
tion but deserve a look. 

1 believe I can modestly 
say, for example, that for $1 
million (more or less). 1 my¬ 
self might come up with an 
answer to a question that has 
puzzled mankind since long 
before Stonehenge: What is 
the meaning of life? 

I don't claim to be a phi¬ 
losopher in the mold of Aris¬ 
totle or Immanuel Kant, but 
neither of those fellows nor 
any of their colleagues has 
ever given us the slightest 
idea what the meaning of life 
might be. 

It is my belief that the 
meaning of life will never be 
figured out by some certified 
genius who spends a lifetime 


erecting a gigantic and tftl 
penetrable structure like 
The Critique of Pure Ilea 
son, but by some disk jockey 
or motorcycle mechanic ‘fir 
newspaperman who happens 
to be silting on a rock by tie 
seashore one day and sui- 
denly perceives it in a flash 
of intuition. 

The reason I think this is 
that it almost happened |o 
me once when I was sittiii; 
on a rock by the sea near opr 
house in Baja. Suddenly-! 
had an eerie sensation iil 
being right at the threshholB. 
It was a feeling almost of 
awe, something like Most, 
must have felt when the tab 
lets were revealed, or Jo¬ 
seph Smith when he found 
the golden plates in tl|c 
woods. 

But I didn’t quite get |je 
message. Just at the lagl 
second it was snatchcil 
away. My englightenmeft 
had been temporarily put off 
by some cosmic interrela¬ 
tion. I have no doubt that the 
messenger is looking for ntj, 
and will find me again. '■ 

What I propose to the Ma 
cArthur Foundation is lh)t 
they let me have, say. $150; 
000, and I will go down to qjj 
house in Baja and sit on a 
rock by the seashore until I 
get the word. 

As soon as the meaning of 
life is revealed to me, of 
course, I will report in to the 
foundation, and give back 
whatever money is left. 

I’m not writing to the foun 
dation. I don’t think thev 
want that. But I'm in the 
phone book. 


so rooted and slauie that there is never 
any need for the gratuitous assertion 
of authority. Conversely, why do so 
many people in power seem to lack 
it? 

It is unrelated to talent or skill or 
fame or popularity — for many of the 
most gifted and most acclaimed be¬ 
tray their inner insecurity by boasting 
or swaggering or bullying or ostenta¬ 
tion or any one of a dozen ploys de¬ 
signed to bolster their sagging sense of 
self-esteem. Even nobility of birth or 
vast inherited wealth is not immune to 
the need for impressing others — and 
by so doing, to show the very weak¬ 
ness it seeks to conceal. 

I strongly suspect that this is one of 
the key traits incorporated in the per¬ 
sonality at an early age. or not at all. I 
do not think it can be learned, or 
successfully imitated, or wished into 
being if it is not there from childhood. 
It is something instilled before any¬ 
thing else. 

I have seen too many “successful" 


people, in all walks of life, who Mill 
somehow, at bottom, do not seem to 
believe in their own success: who need 
to parade it, blatantly or subtly; who 
desperately require to have it con¬ 
firmed by fawning head-waiters and 
toadying subordinates and all the 
trappings of pomp and prestige and 
power, real or assumed. 

And even those more tasteful and 
sensitive than this, who cannot resist 
letting you know, obliquely but com¬ 
pulsively, who they are and where lhA 
come from and what school they went- 
to and whom they know and whett' 
they go. This would be laughable in ft 
pretender: but they are not pro? 
lenders; they have the goods. but" 
somehow they are not really coni 
vinced of its reality until they see it. 
reflected in another's eye. 

It's an unending process for them* 
and finally how exhausting and unsat-' 
isfying. Conceivably, the best tiling 
that ever happened to Ben Hogan wafi 
not on the links, but in the playpen. •-

CHICAGO (AP) - Viet¬ 
namese posing as refugees 
have infiltrated the United 
States and other countries 
taking in Indochinese refu¬ 
gees as part of a scheme to 
set up spy networks, the Chi¬ 
cago Tribune reported in 
today's editions. 

The newspaper quotes 
refugees in camps in Indone¬ 
sia and “Europeans and 
American intelligence 


sources” as saying Vietnam¬ 
ese infiltrators have been 
aboard almost every boat 
that has left Vietnam in the 
last six months. 

Many of the refugees have 
identified the agents and in 
some cases the agents have 
disclosed their own identity, 
the newspaper says. But in 
most eases refugees have 
feared reprisals if they in¬ 
form on the agents.

The newspaper, in a dis¬ 
patch from Kijan, Indonesia, 
says a doctor in the refugee 
camp at Umggat and a lead¬ 
er of the camp at Kijan told 
of the alleged plot to develop 
an intelligence network.

EDMONTON (CP) — The 
current debate about accep¬ 
tance of Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees is “extremely disheart¬ 
ening proof that you can’t 
legislate attitudes,” Gordon 
Fairweather, chief commis¬ 
sioner of the Canadian 
Human Rights Commission, 
said Friday. 

Fairweather told a meet¬ 
ing in Edmonton that dis¬ 
crimination could be coun¬ 
tered only by positive public 
action—confronting and ex¬ 
posing the perpetrators. 
Legislation did nothing to 
erase the underlying preju- 
dieialsentiment. 

He was addressing the 
fourth annual conference of 
the National Association of 
Canadians of Origins in 
India. 

Fairweather described a 
National Citizens Coalition 
full-page advertisement in 
the Toronto Globe and Mail 
Friday ettacking Canadian 
immigration policy toward 
Vietnamese refugees as “an 
unpleasant piece of racism" 
that “cannot be tolerated in 
this country.” The adver¬ 
tisement reportedly cost $9,- 
000. 

“Even if the negative atti¬ 
tudes which have surfaced 
are very discouraging, the 
positive response of thou¬ 
sands of Canadians is simply 
grand,” he said. “We should 
hold onto that.”

TORONTO (CP) — Prices 
were lower in active trading 
on the Canadian bond mar¬ 
ket this week. 


The short end of the mar¬ 
ket was off 10 cents. Mid, 
long, provincial and corpo¬ 
rate issues dropped about 
one-quarter of a point. 

Analysts said Canadian 
borrowers have begun mov¬ 
ing into the U.S. market 
again, attracted by the re¬ 
cent relative decline in the 
cost of money there. 

They say the foreign fin¬ 
ancing •‘window’’ has 
opened up because Canadian 
bond prices have fallen by $1 
to $1.50 during the past two 
weeks, raising the yields de¬ 
manded by the market to a 
much greater extent than in 
the United Staets. 


The emergence of this 
wider spread between mar¬ 
ket interest rates in Canada 
and lower U.S. rates is one 
reason why the Bank of Can¬ 
ada has so far been able to 
delay following the U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Reserve Board's deci¬ 
sion to raise its key lending 
discount rate another half- 
point. to a record 10.5 per 
cent. 

Day-.to-day money was 8 4 
available at per cent. Three- 
month treasury billstraded 
at an average of 11.10 per 
cent, up from 11.28 per cent 
last week, and six-month 
bills at 11.74 per cent, up 
from 11.18.

DENVER, Colo. (AP) — 
While new Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees cry for the chance to 
come to the United States, 
some of the Indochinese al¬ 
ready in the country arc 
finding their dreams shat¬ 
tered by conflicts over tradi¬ 
tions and ambitions. 

An Associated Press spot 
check shows that while most 
are settling into their new 
lives without any major 
problems, some have been 
the targets of the kind of 
violence that flared in Den¬ 
ver this week. 

The tensions erupt in dif¬ 
ferent forms in different' 
places. 

In St. Cloud. Minn., a Viet¬ 
namese youngster was 
stabbed near the eye with a 
pencil at school last spring. 
Trouble also broke out after 
a Fourth of July fireworks' 
display over the Mississippi 
River. Authorities said 
about 50 whites, most of 
them young, surrounded a 
group of five Vietnamese 
youths who were trying to 
leave. The whites harassed 
the Vietnamese, threw 
bottles and forced one of the 
youths into the river. Every 
time he tried to swim ashore, 
the whites shouted at him, 
railing him “gook" and tell¬ 
ing him to go back where he 
belonged. One white juvenile 
has been charged in the inci¬ 
dent and is awaiting trial. 

Charged 

In Seadrift, Tex., a local 
crab fisherman was shot and 
killed earlier this month. 
Two Vietnamese were char¬ 
ged in the slaying and four 
Vietnamese boats and a 
house were firebombed. Au¬ 
thorities say the situation 
has calmed down, but sev¬ 
eral of the Vietnamese fami¬ 
lies who fled their homes 
after the trouble have not 
returned and the size of the 
‘local crab fleet is about half 
of what is usually is. 

In Manitowac, Wis., argu¬ 
ments over fishing spots on a 
Lake Michigan pier created 
tension. A Vietnamese fam¬ 
ily claimed it was the target 
of harassment and vandal 
ism. Police said they had had 
complaints about Vietnam¬ 
ese pushing and threatening 
local residents on the pier. 
(Hen Morgan, chairman of a 
committee appointed by the 
city council to review the 
incidents, said: “The biggest 
problem seems to be educa¬ 
tion, not only of the refugees, 
but also the importance of 
educating the community 
about the Indochinese and 
their customs and tradi¬ 
tions.” 

In Denver, most of the 22 
families who had settled at a 
predominantly Mexican- 
American housing project 
fled their homes this week 
after violence and vandal¬ 
ism. City officials said some 
of the tension is inevitable; 
the kind that comes when 
one disadvantaged group 
suddenly moves into an area 
already inhabited by another 
group of “have-nots." The 
Mexican-Americans claim 
the new arrivals get prefer¬ 
ential treatment in housing 
and employment; the Indo¬ 
chinese deny the accusa¬ 
tion. 

New cars 

In Des Moines, Iowa, Col¬ 
leen Shearer, director of the 
stale’s refugee centre, said 
she has received calls from a 
"small but verbal" number 
of people objecting to the 
Vietnamese and Laotians. 
“Some people see refugees 
driving new cars and it infu¬ 
riates them,” said Ms. 
Sheerer. “They want to 
know who pays for it. I tell 
them the refugees do.” 

On the whole, however, au¬ 
thorities say these incidents 
are the exception rather 
than the rule. Some 200,000 
Indochinese refugees have 
come to the United States 
since 1975 and President 
Carter has pledged to double 
the refugee immigration 
quota to 14,000 a month. 

The place where the refu¬ 
gees settle can make a dif¬ 
ference. Steve Voss of the 
resettlement unit of the Tra¬ 
vellers Aid Society in Chica¬ 
go said about 150 Vietnam¬ 
ese refugees have been 
placed in the city in the last 
three months. “There has 
been no trouble,” he said. 
"Primarily, this may be be¬ 
cause they are being reset¬ 
tled in the Uptown area 
where there is a blend of 
about every nationality 
under the sun. They blend in 
with this easily.”

U.S., Soviets swap protests, 
airport standoff drags on 

Bolshoi star’s 
wife aboard

NEW YORK — In a classic diplomatic standoff, 
the United States and the Soviet Union swapped 
protests Saturday concerning the case of Russian 
ballerina Ludmila Vlasova, who has been detained 
aboard an airliner at Kennedy Airport since Friday at 
2 p.m. Victoria time. 

The U.S. accused the Soviets of whisking the wife 
of defecting Bolshoi ballet star Aleskandr Godunov 
aboard the blue and white Aeroflot airliner in defi¬ 
ance of an agreement that she would not return to 
Moscow until American officials interviewed her. 

But the Soviets, in a harsh protest note, accused 
the United States of strongarm tactics, trickery and 
staging “an unprecedented provocation.”

“American officials 
forced their way onto the 
airplane, took her passport 
by a deceit and already had a 
U.S. passport prepared in 
her name without htr knowl¬ 
edge,” the note charged. 

“This is totally false and 
without any basis whatso¬ 
ever,” a U.S. state depart¬ 
ment official replied. 

In addition, the Soviet 
news agency, Tass, accused 
the United States of an “in¬ 
human action.” 

And Iona Andronov, a cor¬ 
respondent for Moscow’s 
Literary Gazette, said he 
had spoken with Miss Vlaso¬ 
va and quoted her as saying: 
“Free me. Let me go to 
Russia. I don’t want to stay 
here.” 

The state department in 
Washington said Miss Vla¬ 
sova “boarded the Aeroflot 
plane without passing 
through formal immigration 
and customs procedures.” 

A department spokesman 
said the United States would 
protest to Moscow. 

The dramatic airport con¬ 
frontation began when eight 
stocky Soviet officials 
escorted Miss Vlasova, a 36- 
year-old soloist with the Bol¬ 
shoi, onto the Aeroflot jet¬ 
liner. She was to perform 
that night with the Bolshoi at 
New York’s Lincoln Centre. 

The state department 
called the Kennedy control 
tower and blocked the 
plane’s departure after Go¬ 
dunov, in a statment re¬ 
leased by his lawyer, ex¬

Rights panel disowns inember’s remarks

The government-appoint¬ 
ed B.C. Human Rights Com¬ 
mission on Friday disowned 
statements by one of its 
members. 

The commission member, 
Ted Pearce of Surreyrwas 

reported in a Vancouver bi¬ 


weekly newspaper to have 
attacked the Human Rights 
Branch, which is separate 
from the commission, as 
having the power to terrorize 
people. 

In a news release, how¬ 
ever, the commission said 
the statements attributed to 
Pearce “do not represent the 
views of the commission.” 


"The Human Rights Com¬ 
mission totally supports the 
Human Rights Code in its 
general aspect, and the 
Human Rights Branch in its 
efforts to enforce the code,” 
the release said. 

Pearce’s remarks about 
the branch were reported 
in the Aug. 15 Vancouver 


Courier, in a column by Doug 
Collins. 

Pearce was reported to 
have said the branch had 
“the power to terrorize peo¬ 
ple,” and had threatened 
people into complying with 
the code. 

(Pearce drew attention 
last April when he and some 
other members made con¬ 


troversial remarks about 
minorities at a commission 
meeting in Victoria.) 

The column also reported 
that some commission mem¬ 
bers believed the branch had 
"Gestapo-like powers." 

The branch enforces the 
Human Rights Code, while 
the commission is basically 


responsible for human rights 
education. 

Pearce said Friday in an 
interview that his quoted re¬ 
marks in Collins’ column 
were inaccurate, but de¬ 
clined to elaborate.

And it is rare for a married couple or 
for parents with children to travel to¬ 
gether. without leaving some family mem¬ 
bers behind, as a discouragement against

DEFECTION, OR "refusal to return 
from abroad,” is considered high treason 


under Soviet law and is punishable by 
death. 

The families of defectors — both 
famous ones like Nureyev and others 
whose cases do not draw international 
attention — are also subjected to various 
forms of harassment. KGB security men 
occasionally call on them for questioning. 
Neighbors sometimes taunt them, saying 
things like: “Why didn’t you go too?” 

In the case of Nureyev’s family, his 
niece Gyuzel, who has just finished high 
school, has been barred from pursuing 
dance herself, her mother said, and now 
has no idea what to study. 

MRS. FERDMAN SAID she has been 
passed over for promotion and can never 
be sure whether she is being punished for 
her brother's "crime." 

Korchnoi's wife, Bela, says her 20-year- 
old son Igor has refused official demands 
that he denounce his father publicly and 
now is hiding from police on a charge of 
draft evasion. 

Mrs. Agapova, the seaman's wife, has 
chosen to publicize her desire to emi¬ 
grate as loudly as possible, and has joined 
the Moscow dissident movement.

day, “I don’t, like to see a 
human rights commissioner 
making unwarranted slurs 
against the staff of the 
Human Rights Branch, who 
are doing an important job 
which is difficult at the best 
of times. 

“And I don’t like to see a 
human rights commissioner 
joining with Doug Collins in 
trying to weaken the Human 
Rights Code. 

“The concern of minority 
groups and women in the 
province is that human 
rights legislation in B.C. 
needs to be made more ef¬ 
fective, not less effective." 

Michelle Jahn, spokesman 
for the B.C. Federation of 
Women’s subcommittee on 
human rights, said Thurs¬ 
day it appeared that Collins 
and the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission were “allies in 
fighting human rights in 
B.C.” 

Jahn said the commission 
is not fulfilling its mandate. 

She said Labor Minister 
Allan Williams should ap¬ 
point a new commission 
when a new branch director 
is named to replace Ruff, 
who is leaving at the end of 
the month to become the host 
of the CBC television show 
Ombudsman. 

A spokesman for the Inter- 
cultural Association of 
Greater Victoria, P.K. Bhat- 
tacharjee, said that “Doug 
Collins is very important to 
give a voice to the right wing, 
but it Is a sad story if he is the 
human rights commission.” 

In May the commission's 
resignation was demanded 
by some human rights 
groups in the province, in¬ 
cluding a Victoria coalition 
representing old people, 
women, blacks, Indo-Cana- 
dians, Jews, native Indians 
and men and women in the 
gay community.

Cowichan Community Centre proves 


DUNCAN — Cowichan Valley Regional Dis¬ 
trict finance chairman Bill Cools has been con¬ 
gratulated by fellow directors for the ''excellent 
job” he had done in keeping regional finances in 
“spell good shape." 

Cools gave a verbal report to board directors 
at their last meeting, stating that all departments 
of the regional district are within their bud¬ 
get. 

He said insurace premiums paid by the CVRD 


for various facilities are down due to competitive 
markets, and the district has approximately $1 
million out in short-term investments. 

However, on the deficit side, the one “sore 
spot,” said Cools, was the Cowichan Community 
Centre, where expenditures for the first six 
months of the fiscal yar are down two per cent 
but revenues for the same period are down 24 per 
cent from the forecast figues. 

Cools said all other facilities administered by 


the CVRD are in good shape. 

The Lake Cowichan arena revenue is down 1.6 
per cent from last year but expenditures are down 
more than 20 per cent. Revenue and expenditure 
are both up at the Mill Bay Recreation Centre. 

Meanwhile, the Koksilah incinerator site is 
moving ahead, with the region’s public service 
committee putting tender calls out for bids 
on the sale of two skid-steer loaders and concrete 
work.

The committee reported the highways de¬ 
partment will be building an access road to the 
site after attempts to expropriate a narrow strip 
of land adjacent to Doupe Road fell through. 

Work on the other incinerator site near Lady¬ 
smith is progressing on schedule, concrete has 
been poured and the incinerator equipment is 
expected to arrive from Richmond, Virginia, 
the first week in September.

Rotary club goes to town 
during popular auction

QUALICUM BEACH — More than $10,000 was raised 
by the Qualicum Beach Rotary Rotary club during its 
annual rummage sale and auction. 

Club president Jack Hodgson said the event was far 
better than expected. 

The money will be used to develop a picnic Site for or¬ 
ganized groups on a piece of land the club has acquired by 
the beach. 

Club members have been collecting for the sale for a 
year and during the last two weeks the operation moved 
into high gear. The goods were arranged on stalls in 
the curling rink. Within minutes after the opening, the place 
was packed. 

Prices were considered very reasonable and there 
was bargaining. There was everything a person would 
need to clothe the family and set up a home. This year, 
however, there was no house for sale in the auction. The 
last time the club auctioned a house was three years ago, 
and that caused all sorts of grief for the purchaser. He 
had to move it and then found he was contravening 
the building bylaw. 

A couple of hours after the rummage sale started, Ro- 
tarians began auctioning the more valuable items. A total 
of 700 Western Express lottery tickets were donated to 
the club and auctioned off in batches of 100. Some batches 
brought in $85 to $88. 

A couple of cars was auctioned for $200 apiece. An 
antique round table and chairs brought in $625 from a 
local furniture dealer. 


In previous years cattlehave been auctioned but there 
was no livestock this summer. There were donations of food 
including bread, milk and icecream. Several local hotels 
donated tickets for meals and these were auctioned off, 
bringing in a few hundred dollars for the club. 

All the clothes that were not sold have been donated to 
the Salvation Army. The Econostore in Qualicum pur¬ 
chased the matresscs that were left over, and several 
loads of junk that nobody could find a use for carted 
off to the village dump. 

Hodgson said some of the goods keep turning up at dif¬ 
ferent sales in Qualicum Beach including St. Marks Anglican 
church flea market and various rummage sales. He said by 
donating a lot of the leftover goods to the Salvation Army, the 
club hopes to get items out of local circulation. 

The Rotary club's annual rummage sale has been 
going on since 1947, and each year gets a bit bigger. It 
started off the first year on Ed Thwaites lawn. After 
that it was moved to the community hall and that eventually- 
got too small to hold everything so the club started using part 
of the curling rink. Now it has to use the whole rink and over¬ 
flows to the area outside. 

The club uses the profits for various community pro¬ 
jects.such as construction of tennis courts, ball parks and 
improvements to the community hall. The club gives 
scholarships and helps with exchange student programs. 
One of the first projects was creation of the municipal 
airport.

The commission also stat¬ 
ed the playground will en¬ 
hance the community park' 
as a family orientated .facil¬ 
ity. 

The commission worked 


out the basic concept for the 
playground, then turned it 
over to Jones who is one of 
the students. His employ¬ 
ment on the project started 
May 21 so he would have 
time to survey the commu¬ 
nity, design the playground 
and work out a plan for get¬ 
ting it constructed. The other 
six students started work 
July 2 and the whole project 
is scheduled for completion 
by the end of August. 

The crew has cleared all 
the underbrush from the 
area for the playground. 
Several trees have been 


felled, but there are still 
plenty of trees left in the 
development. Various pieces 
of play equipment arc being 
constructed out of yellow 
’ cedar which has been donat¬ 
ed anonymously. 

The students are getting 
help from the community. 
One tree presented a prob¬ 
lem because of the way it 
was leaning, so a faller took 
it down. All the other trees 
that had to be removed, were 
felled by one of the stu¬ 
dents. 

The village work crew has 


also assisted. A couple of 
hours with the municipal 
backhoe saved days of hard 
hand work. In return for the 
services of the machine and 
its operator, several stu- 
. dents undertook duties else¬ 
where in the village. 

Many of the trees that 
have been removed are fin¬ 
ishing up In resident’s fire¬ 
wood piles. Senior citizens 
are not all able to cut their 
own firewood so the students 
have done it for them. 


Residents in uproar 

Shawnigan 
road move 
‘giveaway’

DUNCAN — Residents of the North- 
gate Road area of Shawnigan Lake arc 
irate over what they claim is a govern¬ 
ment ' giveaway" of a public road to 
private interests. 

The proposed road closure was first 
noticed by the residents when a small 
advertisement was placed by the min¬ 
istry of transportation, communica¬ 
tions and highways in the local weekly 
newspaper, stating its intention to close 
a portion of Northgate Road. 

Norlhgate Road, formerly Cobble 
Hill Road, was once part of the Island 
Highway and is now a small artery ex¬ 
tending from Shawnigan Lake Road to 
the B.C. Cement Co. quarry. 

AT PRESENT THERE are four fa¬ 
milies living on this road who would not 
have public road access if it were 
closed. One of these families is in the 
process of developing a 150-pad mobile 
home park. 

The families currently share the use 
of the road with rock trucks hauling 
from a quarry to Bamberton for B.C. 
Cement. 

This section of Northgate Road 
gained some notoriety last year, when 
the E&N Dayliner service was can¬ 
celled due to one of the trucks colliding 
with the abuttment of the railway 
bridge that crosses over the road. 

IT IS BELIEVED THAT this acci¬ 
dent initiated highway’s move, be¬ 
cause insurance problems arose due to 
unlicensed cement truckj travelling on 
this section of their route, which is a 
public highway. 

The residents claim it is the high¬ 
ways intention to close the road to the 
public and give it to B.C. Cement 
for the company’s use as a private 
industrial road. 

However, highways subdivision con¬ 
trol officer Dave Raven denied this 
when contacted by the Colonist Fri¬ 
day. 

HE SAID THAT "highways had no 
intention of giving the road to B.C. 
Cement. We just intended to close the 
road. The residents and the cement 
company would still be allowed ac¬ 
cess.” 

The residents claimed that Raven 
had informed them over the phone that 
highway intended to give the road to the 
cement company. 

They said this was wrong, because 
the land for this road and subsequent 
construction and maintenance were 
obtained and financed through public 
funds allocated for the development 
and maintenance of a provincial high¬ 
way network. 

ONE OF THE MOST interesting 
points brought forth by the residents 
was concerning insurance and liability 
of vehicles using the road. 

They feared that members of the 
public, travelling the road once it is no 
longer public (people visiting resi¬ 
dents, tradesmen) may not have insur¬ 
ance coverage in the event of an acci¬ 
dent. 

The residents said the ministry of 
highways expects ICBC to treat the 
road for insurance purposes as they do 
parking lots, privately owned but with 
public access. However, they said, 
there has been no policy decision to this 
effect. 

THE TWO SHAWNIGAN Lake resi¬ 
dents, Jean Hamilton and Glenda Kirk, 
that brought the matter to the attention 
of the Cowichan Valley Region Board 
at its regular meeting earlier last 
week, said the CVRD was unaware that 
highways intended to close the road, 
until contacted. 


Regional administrator Ralph Heir 
said: "After (he residents contacted 
me, I brought the matter to the atten¬ 
tion of director Charles Boas, and he 
brought the matter up at the meet¬ 
ing. 

"THIS IS NOT THE first time that 
the regional board has had to fight the 
closing of this road. The CVRD op¬ 
posed this matter about two years ago 
and nothing further was done at that 
time by highways" 

At last week's meeting the CVRD 
agreed to write to highways, stating 
that the CVRD objects to the road's 
closure and to ask for the reasons why, 
and what proposed alternative access 
would be available to local residents. 

Mrs. Hamilton said: “B.C. Cement 
has, in the past, treated the road as a 
private industrial road, even posting 
signs informing the public that vehicles 
other than rock trucks must travel w ith 
their headlights on. 

“IF THIS IS AN example of how the 
company behaves, when in fact it has 
no legal right to use the road, be¬ 
cause its trucks display no licence 
plates, how will their rights be exer¬ 
cised if the ownership is passed over to 
them?" 

Northgate Road residents are also 
concerned because the road is their 
only public access. Any other access 
would involve the extension and up¬ 
grading of Thaln Road from Cobble 
Hill, "at additional public expense.” 

They also expressed fears concern¬ 
ing future development of their land 
for subdivisions, once they no longer 
had public access. 

RAVEN SAID THAT once the land 
became crown property, they would 
have to get the nod of an approving offi¬ 
cer to subdivide, but as he was a 
highways employee, "it would be no 
more difficult than before." 

He said the residents and the cement 
company would all still be allowed to 
use the road, although it would offi¬ 
cially be closed as a public artery. 

Mrs. Hamilton said she asked Raven 
why, since the company had been using 
this road for hauling their products 
since 1954, it could not simply be forced 
to license and insure their trucks in 
order to travel legally on a public 
road? 

SHE SAID RAVEN TOLD her that 
the "cost to the company would be 
prohibitive.” 

Mrs. Hamilton questioned whether 
the cost of "giving away a public road 
for the convenience of one road user 
(the cement company) was not even 
more prohibitive?” 

She questioned why the road had to be 
closed at all to accommodate the ce¬ 
ment company, “when the company 
had previously stated that it intends to 
wind up its operation at the quarry in 
1981?” 

THE RESIDENTS SAID due to the 
many unanswered questions, public 
hearings should be held. If the decision 
following the hearings is still to close 
the road, then it should only be done 
through an order-in-council. ' 
Raven said the purpose of advertis¬ 
ing the intention to close a portion of 
Northgate Road, was to invite public 
input. 

Persons wishing to make their views 
known on this matter should make their 
submissions in writing to the district 
highways manager, ministry of trans¬ 
portation, communications and high¬ 
ways, Ste.

San Juan Island 



BARRACKS AND BASTION ... at English Camp. 


The sight of the Union 
Jack, snapping in the breeze 
at the top of a tall flagpole, 
isn’t one I had expected to 
come across while cruising 
among the San Juan Islands 
of Washington State. But 
there it is, marking the site of 
a one-time camp of British 
Royal Marines which is now a 
National Historic Park. 


This park, situated on tiny Garrison Bay at 
the northwest end of San Juan Island, has be¬ 
come a favorite stopping place for my friend 
John and myself during our frequent cruises in 
the San Juans. 

WHEN THE BOUNDARY between the Unit 
ed States and the British Colonies of Vancouver 
Island and British Columbia was first deter¬ 
mined by the Oregon Treaty in 1846, Juande 
Fuca Strait made a clear division between Van¬ 
couver Island and the Olympic Peninsula to the 
south, but east of Vancouver Island, where the 
San Juan Islands lie, it was left unclear whether 
the boundary was to run down Haro Strait or 
Rosario Strait. 

San Juan Island, between the two, was set¬ 
tled by both British and Americans who con¬ 
sidered it theirs. The dispute came to a head 
when an American settler killed a pig belonging 
to a British Hudson's Bay Company employee, 
then refused to pay the exhorbitant damages de¬ 
manded by the owner of thejjig. 

From 1860 until 1872, for the duration of the 
Pig War, as it was called, San Juan Island was 
under Joint military occupation by American 
and British troops. 

While at first the situation was in danger of 
escalating into a full scale war, in time it settled 
down and social visits were regularly exchanged 
between the American and English camps. 

The boundary question was finally arbitrat¬ 
ed by Kaiser Wilhelm I, who decided that the 
San Juan Islands would be American territory, 
whereupon the British Marines quietly with¬ 
drew. 

WHEN WE SAIL from our home port of 
Victoria on Vancouver Island to the English 
Camp, we cross Haro Strait in two or three hours 
depending on the wind and tide. 

The entrance to Garrison Bay is at the south 
end of Mosquito Pass which separates Henry 
Island from San Juan Island, but we must 
bypass it to check in with U.S. customs officials 
in Roche Harbor at the north end of the pass. 

We sometimes wish that the Kaiser had left 
the island a British possession, to save us that bit 
of red tape! 

The wind frequently dies inside Mosquito 
Pass, and the tidal currents are strong in the 
narrow channel, so we usually motor through for 
safety. There is a san'dbar on the east side of the 
channel just north of the entrance to Garrison 
Bay. which we carefully avoid since we have 
seen more than one boat high and dry there at 
low tide. Somehow the sight of the crew assi¬ 
duously cleaning the bottom of the boat does not 
convince us that (he grounding was delib¬ 
erate. 

RETURNING THROUGH the pass we watch 
for the dark heads of harbor seals dotting the 
water— they are often seen in this area. We turn 
into the narrow entrance to Westcott and Garri¬ 
son Bays, then turn again into Garrison Bay 
proper. 

Old pictures show large square-rigged sail¬ 
ing vessels anchored in the bay. and we marvel 
at how they were, maneuvered in such confined 
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waters. Even under tow by crews manning the 
longboats they must have been unwiedly ships. 

Almost completely enclosed by land, the bay 
offers a sheltered anchorage for cruising craft. 
We choose to stop near the small island just off 
the park headquarters, being careful not to 
anchor too close in since the bay is quite shallow 
and the island is no longer an island at low- 
tide. 

The bottom is mud and weeds — messy for 
the person pulling up the anchor, but secure. 
There are usually two or three other boats here, 
belonging to the owners of homes which are 
scattered along one side of the bay, or to other

cruising people, but they don't intrude on the 
peacefullness of the scene. On a still evening 
there is no noise but the soft grounds of water 
birds, and no light but that of countless brilliant 
stars. 

ON ONE VISIT, the first morning dawned 
sunny and calm. Better (o be at anchor here than 
waiting in frustration for stray puffs of win<) out 
in the Strait! The park buildings and flagpole 
with now-slack Union Jack stood out brightly- 
whitewashed against the trees. They are open to 
the public, and there is a small exhibit in the old 
barracks telling the story of the Pig War, but 
that morning we decided to stay aboard until the 
tide came up as far as the finger float on the 
beach. 

Ostensibly this was to save our deck shoes 
from the mud, but in fact we found it extremely 
pleasant lounging in the sun, reading or doing 
odd bits of polishing on the boat, and we were in 
no hurry to go ashore. Friends tell us that there 
is good clam digging just around the corner in 
Westcott Bay, but that day we were feeling too 
lazy to find out if it's true. 


Through the morning we watched the tops of 
the water weeds appear as the tide went out, turn 
to stream the other way as the tide changed (at 
which we breathed a sigh of relief in know ing we 
hadn’t anchored too close inshore for one of the 
lowest tides of the year), and then disappear in 
the rising water. 

FINALLY AFTER a bite of lunch we rowed 
ashore and tied the dinghy at the float. Walking 
through the old orchard picnic area we decided 
not to go into the barracks as we had seen the 
display before. We looked into the little formal 
garden, once gone completely to weeds but now 
fenced (to keep out the island rabbits, we sup¬ 
posed) and looking tended. It was a reminder of 
the almost permanent nature of the camp, to 
which one commandant even brought his wife 
and family. 

Feeling the need of some exercise after our 
lazy morning, we took the well-marked trail 
through the woods and up onto Young Hill behind 
the camp. It's an easy 15 minute climb to the 
. marines' cemetery, a small picket-fenced enclo¬ 
sure nestied among trees at the foot of the last 
sleep knob of the hill. Only a few gravestones are 
there — the pig was the only casualty of the war. 
and the few marines who died during the occu¬ 
pation were victims of accidents, mostly drown 
ings. 

WE DECIDED to brave the last rough sec¬ 
tion of the trail, and were rewardad by a spec¬ 
tacular view of Haro and Juan de Fuca Straits, 
stretching from the intricate waterways of Mos¬ 
quito Pass and Roche Harbor at our feet to the 
white-tipped Olympic Mountains far to the 
south. Even some of the landmarks of Victoria 
were visiblexAn eagle circled nervously near us. 
making us feel quite self-satisfied with the ex¬ 
tent of our climb. 

A day in the sun had made us ready for 
another good meal, quiet evening, and sound 
sleep aboard. The next morning dawned with a 
light breeze from the south, enough to let us slip 
from our anchorage under sail, without the aid of 
the clamouring engine. It seemed an appropriate 
way to leave this quiet, historic corner of San 
Juan Island.

Anyone not famil¬ 
iar with the Tod Inlet 
area, or Butchart Gar¬ 
dens as some know it; 
would never realize 
that front 1905 to 
1921 it was a thriving 
cement plant. 


As 1 look at the second growth fir 
trees below Wallace Drive and to 
the left of Benvenuto Avenue as you 
drive to Butchart Gardens, that 
stand 70 to 80 feet tall, it takes me 
back many years. That ground was 
all cleared in the early years of this v 
century and the people of Tod Inlet 
village picked many pounds of wild 
blackberries from the vines on 
those brush piles. 

Our father. R. J. Parsell. first 
was employed at Tod Inlet plant in 
1904 at his trade of engineer. They 
were installing the steam engines 
that would power the mill. This was 
before the days of electrical trans¬ 
mission. A large Corliss steam en¬ 
gine drove the main power belt that 
operated the mill. There were 
smaller engines for individual 
phases of cement making. 

My mother, my two sisters, and 
I, moved from Victoria, where we 
had been living in the James Bay- 
area via the Victoria and Sidney 
Railway to Keating station in Mav, 

1905. 

WE WERE MET at the station 
with a horse-drawn buggy and tran¬ 
sported 4o Tod Inlet. At that time 
there were very few houses avail¬ 
able for families, so we had to live 
in a tent right where part of But- 
ehart's sunken gardens are today. 

They were taking limestone 
from that quarry at that time; and 
when they put off a blast to loosen 
the rock we had to leave the tent 
andget shelter farther away, on ac¬ 
count of the danger from flying 
material. 

There were about 80 Chinese 
loading the rock by hand in <mall 
steel cars on a track on which it was 
pushed to the rock crusher. 

We lived in (he lent until Octo¬ 
ber. and then moved to the village 
as they had erected an early-day 
prefab house for us. Our family 
Ihen consisted of four children, as 
there was a baby girl born while we 
were living in the tent. 

I RECALL MEN who worked at 
the plant in those early years like 
Don Scafc the blacksmith; later on 
that job was done by Bob Barlow. 
There were Fred Chub. Hughie 


Startford. Harold and Fred Bate, 
the Kennedy family. Billie Greig 
the teamster, the Talbot family, 
Ben Tubman the carpenter, Mr. 
New the chemist, also Mr. High 
berg, Mr. Newlands. A bit later on 
there were the Knappenbergers, 
the Stevens family, Alf Guy, Frank 
Reese and Frank Hurley both elec¬ 
tricians. Andrew family, Jim Car¬ 
rier. I apologize to all the ones I 
failed to mention. 

Things gradually changed at the 
plant as newer methods were intro¬ 
duced. For instance the quarry, 
where there were 80 Chinese was 
cut to a small crew when a steam 
shovel was purchased. And before 
too many years had gone by they 
did get electric power and every¬ 
thing was motor driven. 

FOR THE FIRST few years a lot 


years as an engineer. It mainly 
carried cement to Vancouver and to 
a ( lesser-degree Victoria. But it 
hauled tons and tons to Ocean Falls 
as they were building the big dam 
there at that time and also the 
mill. , 

A HIGHLIGHT of my early 
years was when Dad would take me 
to Vancouver on the Afarmion. I 
- went with another boy. and while 
the longshoremen were unloading 
the cement we would be uptown 
taking in all the five and 10 cent 
movies. 

Later on the company acquired 
the S.S. Leona from the British 
Lsles. This was the vessel that came 
to such an untimely end in October. 
1915 in the Strait of Georgia. It was 
carrying concentrates from Bril- 
tania Mines on Howe Sound to Ta-

of the cement was shipped out of 
Tod Inlet on what was known as the 
Mosquito Fleet. They were all rath¬ 
er small wooden freight vessels that 
plied the waters up and down the 
island and also the mainland. They 
handled a variety of commodities 
and would haul anything any¬ 
where. 

A lot of the names escape me 
now. but I do remember the Oscar, 
and I believe it ended it's days on 
the beach near Nanaimo. It had a 
load of dy namite on board from the 
Departure Bay plant, when sudden¬ 
ly fire was discovered, so they 
beached her and the crew ran for 
shelter before the dynamite explod¬ 
ed. The ship was a total loss. 

Eventualy the company bought 
a steel freighter from Scotland 
named the S.S. Marmion and our 
father was on this vessel for many 


coma smelter, when the cargo 
shifted in a storm and the vessel 
foundered. Quite a few old friends 
were lost including Captain William 
Ludlow who had recently married 
Miss May Butler of that pioneer 
Saanich family. 

There were about 100 Chinese 
employed at the plant in those early 
years. All jobs were done manually 
before the arrival of backhoes, 
ditchers and bulldozers. Also about 
50 East Indians worked at the mill, 
and a lot of them were coal firemen 
on the boilers that supplied the 
steam to drive the machinery. 

There were a lot of families with 
children in the village, and we went 
to the West Saanich school at the 
age of six and it was a long walk for 
little folk. 

You must realize that wher<-

Wallace Drive is today it was all 
dense bush at that time. The B.C. 
Electric started to clear the right 
of-way about 1910 and also built the 
Brentwood steam plant at the same 
time. 

This plant was to supply the 
pow-cr for the electric trams which 
ran from Victoria to Deep Cove. 

The first trams ran in 1912 and this 
line operated until the early 1920s 
and then the tracks were e- enlually 
removed am. it became part of our 
road system. 

WE WERE STILL living in the 
village and I was about 11 years old. 
when along with another boy we 
were hired to cut the thistles on the 
company property, and the pay by 
the way was 50 cents a day. 

In those early years the only way 
to get to Victoria was by the V&S 
Railway. W.S. Butler (a wonderful 
fellow) operated a horse-drawn 
stage from Keating to Tod Inlet, 
and I recall one of the drivers was 
Bob Purdue. 

Butler also operated a grocery * 
store at Keating. This was long \ 
before the automobile was a com¬ 
mon sigh! and it was a rare individ¬ 
ual who owned one. And of course 
the only road to Victoria was a 
gravel one. The nearest doctor in 
those days was in the city. 

In addition to all the homes for 
married families the company had 
a large two-,storey bunkhouse and 
cookhouse for the single men. All of 
the dances and card parties were 
_ held in the cookhouse dining room, 
and all attended; this being before 
even the radio was known and long 
before TV. 

We moved from the village up 
Benvenuto Avenue in 1912 to our 
own property; part of which I reside 
on todav. 

I WENT TO WORK for the com¬ 
pany in 1918. as craneman on the 
steam shovel and my father was the 
engineer. We were digging lime¬ 
stone from the big pit that is now- 
part of the water system. 

Just opposite the quarry on the 
other side of Wallace Drive, there 
was a clay pit and a power clam¬ 
shell dug out the clay and loaded it 
into cars. Taken by rail to a mixing 
plant, the mixture of day and water 
was pumped dow n to the plant to be 
used as a flux, for the lime. 

Anyone driving by this clay pit 
today would never know it ever 
existed. The whole area is over¬ 
grown with trees and brush, but of 
course it is almost 60 years since it 
was in use. _

HORSEMEN'S CLUB PIONEERS 
LOGGING RANGE TRAILS 


Boomerang Lake to 
Sooke or Bust! 

This was the aim of 25 
trail riders from the Garden 
City Horsemen’s Club, as we 
assembled at Boomerang 
Lake, on the south side of 
Nanoose Bay, for the start of 
the 1979 eight-day summer 
ride down Vancouver Island 
through the forested trails to 
our final destination of 
Sooke. 


For the first time' in the history of the 
Garden City club, the annual summer ride was to 
take place on home ground, on Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

IN PAST YEARS the week-long or 10-day 
foray into the wilderness has been held in the 
alpine meadows and mountainous trails of Prin¬ 
ceton. 

But this year, thanks to the organization and 
efforts of club member Ches Spencer, we were 
thrilled to be able to embark on a trail ride that 
had (lever previously been accomplished on 
horseback. 

Garden City Horsemen’s Club is a pioneer 
organization in promoting fun-filled trail rides. 
It has the distinction of being the only club which 
caters to pleasure riders who enjoy exploring 
nature's wonderland in the company of‘fellow 
riding enthusiasts. 

In addition to the summer ride, the club 
hosts a four-day 100-mile ride in the Koksilah 
River-Cowichan Station area. This ride is usual¬ 
ly held the weekend following the Victoria Day 
holiday in May. 

My girlfriend, Lu Ann Fraser, and I had 
survived the 100-miler and felt we were ready to 
tackle the rigors of a working trail ride on the 
eight-day trek down Island. 

As an added incentive, the knowledge that 
we were going to be part of riding history on 
Vancouver.Island filled us both with enthusi¬ 
asm. 

PRIOR TO LEADING us into the woods for 
eight days, Spencer put in many long hours 
plotting and mapping our route, noting any 
hazards on the trails, making sure our cook crew 
vehicles and horse feed trucks would be able to 
have access to our camps each night, checking 
rivers and streams for safe crossing spots and 
deciding the amount of miles that needed to be 
covered each day to reach Sooke the following 
Saturday. 

Nanaimo waterboard was approached with a 
request by Spencer to allow our group of trail 
riders to ride through the Nanaimo Lakes water¬ 
shed. 

He received a favorable reply and, for the 
first time in Vancouver Island history, the board 
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opened its gates to trail riders and their 
horses. 

Spencer asked club members Murray and 
Pat Saunders, Russ Knight, George Porter and 
Larry Citra to act as trail bosses for the various 
days of the ride. 

They were responsible for scouting their 
assigned routes several weeks ahead of the 
scheduled summer ride to make sure all the 
horses could safely complete the route. 

In shades of the old west days, where an 
experienced scout would ride ahead marking the 
trail, these adventurous club members trailered 
their horses up-Island on weekends, packed up 
their camping gear and headed into the forests, 
armed with their maps, and blazed the trails 
through the bush. 

The wilderness beauty of Boomerang Lake 
was decided upon as the kick-off point for our 
summer ride. 

WE TRAILERED our horses up-Island in a 
convoy of horse trailers, trucks, campers and 
cars, with our cook crew, cook trailer and hay 
and grain truck for the horses.

After arriving and setting up camp at Boo¬ 
merang Lake, many of us had an opportunity to 
explore some of the trails and logging roads 
around the lake before dinner. 

Peace and tranquility are the best words I 
can use to describe Boomerang Lake. It is 
roughly 12 miles down gravel logging roads off 
the main highway, but well worth every pothole 
and bump in the road. 

As nightfall came, the eerie call of the loon 
on the lake, the occasional slap of a beaver’s tai 
on the water, and grunts and moans of the bears 
in the woods, plus the pawing and snorting of the 
horses, were the only sounds we could hear. 

I doubt if my girlfriend's part-Arab gelding. 
Trouper, or my Morgan gelding, Midnight, knew 
exactly what was in store for them as they 
contentedly munched their grain and hay ration 
that first night.

AHEAD LAY VAST areas of rough and 
rugged trails, rivers to be forded, streams to be 
crossed and mountains to be climbed ... in all 
110 miles of tough going for man and beast. 

From the start, the weather was made to 
order — with blazing sunshine and warm tem¬ 
peratures. 

.While it was a Godsend for the riders it 
proved to be a curse by causing tinder-dry 
conditions in the woods. 

As we prepared to head out frbm Boomerang 
Lake to Nanaimo River, spirits were high and so 
were the horses. 

A real wild-west start with bucking and 
plunging horses and riders hollering at their 
spunky mounts was a colorful way to begin our 
western adventure. 

More thrills and spills awaited down the trail 
that first day. 

One of the first major obstacles to be en¬ 
countered was a horrendously steep hill. 

The trail heading up to the top was poor 
footing for the horses. We had to zig-zag dow n an 
overgrown trail to a babbling stream, cross the 
stream and then straight up a rocky hillside. 

The first three horses made it up the hill with 
much scrambling and snorting. 

Next it was Dave Rinehart's turn. 

As he and his bay mare started up the slope 
/ she began to spook and plunge and rear back¬ 
ward. 

HORRIFIED, WE WATCHED as the mare 
tumbled head over heels back down the slope, 
pulling Dave with her. 

Gear flew in all directions and they both 
landed in a crumpled heap at the bottom of the 
hill. For a few minutes the mare lay still and I 
felt a sickening dread creep over me as l feared 
she had broken her neck. 

Miraculously, neither Dave nor the mare 
were seriously injured, apart from scrapes, 
bruises and sore muscles. 

After such a close call, trail boss Murray 
Saunders declared the hill was too dangerous 
and we would find an alternate route to Nanaimo 
River. 

During the course of the day, the wind had 
picked up. 

Part of our route was along the power lines 
where the dust lay several inches deep and we all 
arrived in camp looking like chimney sweeps. 

The cold waters of the.Nanaimo River never 
looked so good to 25 hot, dusty and tired trail 
riders and their horses. 

After supper that night Lu Ann and 1 walked 
a quarter of a mile down the railw ay tracks, and 
slithered down a steep rocky bank to the river's 
edge to scrub away the day's grime, and wash 
our dusty long tresses in the frigid water. 

As darkness approached, our wilderness re¬ 
treat was invaded by several loggers and their 
equipment, who informed us that we would have 
to be out of the area by 8 am as they were going 
to start logging right smack in the middle of our 
campsite! 

We were greeted in the morning by the 
roaring of saws and the sounds of tractors 
churning up the landscape. 

Breakfast was eaten hastily while trees fell 
right behind the cook tent! 

FROM NANAIMO RIVER we headed 
through the Greater Nanaimo watershed area to 
the Chemainus River. 

As we left the Nanaimo River, Spencer 
informed us we would be crossing a wooden

bridge that morning which spanned a rocky 
gorge and waterfall. But, he added, this bridge 
didn't have sides or railings. 

I must say, the thought of riding my horse 
over such an obstacle with the terrifying possi¬ 
bility of him suddenly spooking and jumping to 
the side and over the edge to crash down below 
on the rocks was not a pleasant prospect! 

But when you are out in the bushland on this 
type of ride you learn to take each obstacle in 
your stride and have confidence in your horse’s 
ability to negotiate them safely. 

Midnight, along with all the other horses, 
performed the tack flawlessly, and we were soon 
safely across heading down the trail to Reinhart 
Lake — roughly 15 miles east of Ladysmith. 

This was to be our scheduled campsite for 
the night, but due to unforeseen difficulties in 
locating a suitable spot to camp with the horses 
we ended up riding much farther down-island to 
Chemainus River. 

Our cook crew was to have met us in a 
certain location that night but somehow our 
directions were confused. We ended up playing 
hide and seek along the logging roads looking-for 
our dinner wagons! 

A crew of loggers finally met up with us and 
told us where they had seen our cook crew and 
the day was saved. 

We rode down to the Chemainus River and — 
hooray — there were our food trucks and cook 
tent! 

THAT NIGHT LU ANN AND I ended up 
pitching our tent in a little wooded glade right 
smack in the middle of the game trail down to 
the water at the Chemainus River. 

Bear tracks and droppings were in profuse 
evidence, and after supper, as I was washing up 
before retiring to my sleeping bag, Mark 
Spencer hollered from the cook tent, “Hey, 
there's a bear!'' 

Within seconds of Mark's warning, Lu Ann's 
horse Trouper, suddenly spooked and leaped 
backward, snapping his lead Shank and headed 
off into the woods. 

I mustered my courage, pulled back the tent 
flap, shone the lantern outside, fully expecting to 
look into the furry face of a big black bear, and 
ventured out to retrieve Trouper. 

The bear must have been as afraid of us as 
we were of him, as no further incidents occurred 
for the rest of the night. 

Ol’R FOURTH DAY’S ride was an easy one, 
covering roughly 12 miles of trails and logging 
roads to a cool and shady campsite farther down 
the Chemainus River. 

After several days of riding in blistering 
sunshine. Tuesday's ride took us through areas 
of shady trees and grassy glades dotted with 
dainty white daisies. 

We were all able to enjoy an afternoon and 
evening of lazing around the swimming hole on 
the river, soaking up the sunshine and swapping 
yarns while quenching our thirst on cold beer 
chilled in the feed buckets by submersion in 
water. 

On Wednesday, our fifth day on the trail, we 
travelled down the Chemainus River and rode 
through one of the MacMillan Bloedel logging 
camps. 

It was our first sight of civilization and it 
seemed strange indeed. 

By now we all felt part of our horse and any 
other form of transportation seemed unnatural. 

OCR CROSSING of the Cowichan River just 
above Skutz Falls was a rather hair-raising 
one. 

To enable me to get some good shots of the 
entire group crossing the river, trail boss Larry

jump across a creek. _ 


Citra allowed my girlfriend Lu Ann and I to ride 
across the river in the lead. 

After making our way across the deep 
water, we positioned ourselves at the top of the 
bank on the other side. 

I perched atop a rock overhanging the water 
while Lu Ann, mounted on Trouper, held Mid¬ 
night's reins to keep him from heading back 
down the bank. 

Larry Citra started across and everyone else 
was supposed to follow in single file, according 
to trail rules. 

But, suddenly they all started across like a 
cavalry charge, hell bent for leather in one 
surging mass! 

I wildly snapped pictures as hordes of riders 
and horses churned through the water and up the 
bank. 

There was only room for one horse at a time 
to pass by Lu Ann. who was bravely trying to 
hold onto our two horses amidst the rush of 
riders. 

Trouper spooked and started leaping 
around, Lu Ann’s new white stetson hat came 
off. Midnight headed back for the river, and 
riders and horses were plunging around in total 
confusion hollering “Move on, get them out of 
here,” as everyone jockeyed for position on the 
riverbank. 

I leapt from the safety of my rock, and dove 
into a seething mass of horseflesh, desperately 
trying to retrieve my horse and pick up I,u Ann's 
stetson, which by this time had been overrun by- 
horses. i 

Lu Ann hollered, “Where should I go?" 

I said, “Let's get the hell out of here!" and 
we made a mad dash for the safety of the 

trees. 

Amazingly, no one was hurt and Lu Ann's 
stetson popped back into shape without even a 
tear. 

CAMPSITE FOR THE EVENING was 
around the comer on a back eddy of the Cqwi- 
chan River. 

Never have I stepped into colder waters than 
those of the Cowichan at that particular spot! 

W ithin seconds of walking into the water, my 
w hole body ached with the cold and turned bright 
red. But after a hot and dusty ride. I wasn't 
going to hop into my sleeping bag that night 
without first having a good scrub in the river! 

Our cook crew had a marvellous feast for us 
of grilled steaks, hash brown potatoes, crisp 
tossed salad, dinner rolls, fresh vegetables and 
strawberry shortcake. 

Thursday morning, day six of the ride, 
greeted us with dazzling sunshine that was des¬ 
tined to become a curse during the day. 

We left our campsite bn Cowichan River at 9 
a m. Thursday for what we hoped would be a 
relatively short ride of 20 miles to an unnamed 
lake on the east side of Waterloo Mountain in the 
Koksilah Range. 

Our cook crew, trailers and trucks were to 
meet us at the lake at 3:30 that afternoon. 

IF THE LOGGING GATES were shut due to 
the fire hazard they wonld not be-able to get into 
the lake. 

Ches Spencer had made arrangements with 
the cook crew, in the event of fire closure, for the 
crew to camp at the Koksilah River 100-mile 
campsite, which was a six-hour ride from the 

lake. 

W'e arrived at the lake at 4 p.m. 

No cook crew. 

We waited until 4:30 p.m. and then realized 
they wouldn't be coming. The woods were 

closed. 

At this stage of the game, most of us were 
far too tired to fully realize this meant the end of 
the ride to Sooke. 

If the woods were shut down due to fire 
hazard, we couldn't ridb 6 on. We had to get out in 
the interest of fire safety.

We all gave our thirsty horses a much- 
needed drink at the stream flowing into the little 
lake and once more climbed into the saddle. 

In a car, 25 miles seems like no distance at 
all. but on horseback that's an entirely different 
story. 

Ches Spencer, Larry Citra and Russ Knight 
quickly took control of the situation, mapped out 
our route to the Koksilah camp and we headed 
off once more. 

^ur trail to the Koksilah River circled 
around the west side of Waterloo Mountain, 
down the logging roads past Wild Deer Lake to 
the river. 

It was 10 p.m. as we pulled into the camp. 

We had been in the saddle since 9 a.m. and 
ridden a total of 45 miles! 

■ All of us were so hungry we were ready to 
eat almost anything. 

Larry Citra, always a great one with a quick 
line, hollered to the cook crew, “Cook crew — 
you'd better be cooking dinner or we will cook 

you!" 

One of the girls on the ride said, “Circle the 
wagons, we are going to attack!” 

NEVER HAVE RIDERS been more pleased 
to see the familiar faces of the cook crew as that 
night on the Koksilah. 

When dinner was announced, the cook crew 
was nearly trampled in the stampede of hungry 
riders. 

After feasting on spicy chili, wieners, salad, 
crusty rolls, mugs of coffee, and delicious straw¬ 
berry shortcake topped with mountains of fresh¬ 
ly whipped cream, we were all in a mellow 
mood. 

We now knew we weren't going to be able to 
complete our ride to Sooke. but, after six glori¬ 
ous days of travelling through majestic moun¬ 
tain trails, cool green forests, crossing crystal 
clear rivers and streams and having the time of 
our lives it didn't seem to matter. 

We stayed one more night at the Koksilah 
and had a day ride out through the woods, and up 
several of the high ridges of mountains in the 
area on Friday. 

After such an arduous 45-mile journey, Mid¬ 
night came up with a cinch sore, so I had to ride 
him bareback. 

IF ANYONE HAD TOLD nie several years 
ago that I would be riding out in the wilderness, 
up hill and down dale, galloping up steep moun¬ 
tainsides. riding my horse bareback firmly 
grasping a clump of mane. I would have told 
them they were crazy. 

But here I was and enjoying every minute of 
it. 

The summer ride was a fantastic adventure 
— a tremendous learning experience for both Lu 
Ann and I and a chance to grow even closer to 
our faithful four-footed mounts. 

Our final night's party around the campfire, 
gourmet dinner enjoyed between sips of cham¬ 
pagne lavishly poured by chief cook and bottle 
washer Rick West, and topped off with dancing 
around the fire to the strains of Glen Campbell's 
Rhinestone Cowboy rounded out the festivities. 

Saturday, after eight days away from the 
pressures of civilization, we sadly packed up out 
gear and trailered our horses home. 

All 25 of us had heavy hearts with the 
realization that we would have to wait until next 
year to do it all over again.

Friday afternoon bake a cake and a batch of 
quick drop cookies or brownies. If you frost the 
cake right in the pan it can be easily packed for a 
quickly organized picnic. OR an angel food cake 
is a good choice as it can be cut and used in 
several different desserts. 

Brownies, plain or frosted are fine to serve 
with fruit or ice cream. (Be sure to have a pail or 
carton of ice cream stashed away in the freez¬ 
er.) Cookies are like money in the bank, so make 
a big batch . . . the jiffy, dropped sort. These 
taste just as good as rolled out ones and they can 
be made in half the time. Make a pie or a couple 
of pastry shells which can be filled, just before 
serving, with fresh fruit, a pudding or a pa- 
mix. 

A ham is a Solid meat investment and great 
for a long weekend. It can be cooked and eaten 
hot on Saturday and sliced cold for supper or a 
picnic on Monday. Sunday, you could use a 
made-ahead meat loaf from the freezer. Warm it 
up or slice it cold. If you cook a whole ham there 
will probably be more than you wjll want to use 
in the coming week so cut off several meal-size 


portions, wrap in aluminum foil and store in the 
freezer or freezer compartment of your refrig¬ 
erator. Cheers for ham . . . right down to the 
ham bone every smidgen of it can be used. 

Cook a good pot of potatoes . . . just scrub 
them and cook with skins on. This keeps them 
whole and prevents drying out. Cook, cool and 
refrigerate. You can do so many quick dishes 
with cooked potatoes on hand . . . hash brown to 
havewith cold cuts, or dice them and bake with a 
nice cheese sauce or make them into a hearty 
potato salad together with celery, onion, hard 
cooked eggs and salad dressing. 

Hard cook a half a dozen or more eggs. 
These can be used in salads, deviled for a picnic 
or creamed for a quick lunch or mashed and 
used for sandwich fillings. Wash and prepare 
salad greens and other salad ingredients and 
store in/risper of frig. They will be clean, crisp 
and cold for instant use. 

Make a large jar of salad dressing to have on 
hand ... 

JIFFY SALAD DRESSING ... one 
tsp. each salt, dry mustard and onion salt, 
one-quarter cup sugar, one tin cream of 
tomato soup, one soup tin salad oil and one 
soup tin vinegar. 

In a quart jar mix salt, mustard, onion salt 
and sugar. Add soup, salad oil and vinegar. A 
dash of Tabasco and garlic if desired. Shake 
well. Makes nearly one quart. 

Here's hoping that some of these suggestions 
will be useful in planning meals for this coming 
weekend. 

If you do decide on a ham here is a real 
glamor glaze . . . 
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QEAR HELOISE:

The hint I would suggest can 
be used by anyone when 
needing a guide for measuring 
the size of something; small 
parts, hardware, buttons, 
trim, hobby items, etc.

Fold it in half and you 
have three inches, in thirds, 
one inch.

"United States of America"' is 
four inches, base of numeral 
' 1 ' in upper corners is one 
fourth inch. The short side of 
the bill measures 2 Vj inches. 

You can make up a list of 
your own as other items on the 
bill measure various lengths. 
You'll always have a quick 
guide when a ruler would be 
needed for measuring.

APRICOT HONEY GLAZE .. . one half 
oup apricot jam, one-halt cup honey, three 
Ibsp. lemon juice, one-quarter tsp. cloves 
and one Ibsp. cornstarch.

Makes about one cup 
glaze. Baste ham very 15 minutes during last 
hour of baking time.

Sprinkle gelatine on water in saucepan. Stir 
constantly over low heal about three minutes, 
until gelatine is dissolved.

Acton Kilby's General Store 




STEP into the PAST 


Harrison Mills earned its last change of name 
(in 1910) by its lumber industry. 

First had been Henry Cooper, in 1870, fol¬ 
lowed by the Martin Brothers. 

Shortly after the turn of the century their 
operation was assumed by Arthur and James 
Trethewey, who, after operating as the Harrison 
Mills Timber and Trading Co., sold out to the Rat 
Portage Lumber Co. four years later. 

NO SOONER HAD the deal been closed than 
fire razed the sawmill; rebuilt, it operated only 
two more seasons when it closed for the last 
time. In 1930 the old mill burned to the ground; 
the concrete walls of its power house and the 
pilings of the green chain can yet be seen on the 
south side of the railway tracks. 

The Harrison River Shingle Mill Co,, owned 
by Fulbrook and Innes of Chilliwack, also was in 
operation on the bay, on the west side of the 
Harrison River, in 1901. Sold to G. W. Beach of 
Chilliwack and re-named the Harrison Bay Co. 
Ltd., it was shut down by strike in 1918 and never 
re-opened. 

On the Skowlitz Reserve, south of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific tracks, the Watkins Mill operated 
for an undetermined length of time. 

HARRISON MILL’S role as Chilliwack's 
doorstep was superseded by the arrival of the 
B.C. Electric Co.'s Interurban line in 1910, and 
the Canadian Northern (now the Canadian Na¬ 
tional) Railway two years after, on the southern 
bank of the Fraser. 

Upon their completion Chilliwack residents 
no longer needed to cross the river to board the 
train and business declined, although, as late as 
1930, Harrison Mills had a population of 300. 
Years after the settlement was reduced to a 
single general store-post office and CPR sid¬ 
ing. 

For latter-day visitors Acton Kilby's general 
store usually was enough. Most found the three- 
storey landmark to be a fascinating step into the 
past, with its Old West false-front, cluttered 
stock and “memorabilia." 

Among the thousand and one items on sale 
until recent years were sad-iron handles — more 
for show than anything else as they were in little 
demand by this time. 

Candy jars were a favorite Kilby container, 
holding everything from their intended contents 
to dried peas and beans, laundry detergent and 
insect powder. Eggs were wrapped in news¬ 
papers and tucked into empty soft drink cartons 
provided by the customer. 

DESPITE ITS HOMELY appearance the 
store-museum also carried modern goods, in¬ 
cluding small electrical appliances. 

With its original fittings, samples of its ear¬ 
lier wares, and relics collected by Kilby, it 
became widely known as a museum. Kilby con¬ 
tinued to add to his collection, many of the pieces 
having been put to daily use by the pioneers of 
the Harrison River area, Erfoeh Lake, Deroehe 
and Nicomen Islands. 

High on its pilings, the store overshadows 
the river from the level of the railway tracks, a 
vantage point which, with the added protection 
of the dikes, has enabled it to escape the spring 
floods which the Fraser had inflicted upon its 
inhabitants over the years. 

Until 1912 the store had served as a “temper¬ 
ance hotel" — Manchester House — providing 
meals, rooms, store and post office facilities to 
travellers and Chilliwack residents until the 
completion of the Canadian Northern. 

Because the trains stopped to take on coal 
and water, and to embark and disembark pas¬ 
sengers, "Kilby’s Counter" was a popular at¬ 
traction. Originally a ramp spanned the distance 
from the tracks to the store's second storey. 

“The setting here is beautiful," noted a 
Coquitlam Herald writer some years ago, 
“bounded as.it is by Lock Errock (sic) and the 
Harrison River and abutting Bell Mountain, then 
backed to the north by tile farmlands of the 
valley. The air blows fresh from the hayfields, 
the birds sing in the sunlight and the absolute 
peace of a dead-end country road is sweet to the 
city dwellers.” 

A mile away, on the neighboring Skowlitz 
^Reserve, had stood the area's first store, operat¬ 
ed by the Hudson's Bay Co. Mr. Kilby could 
remember other stores which had served the 
town when he was a youngster (the last one

Kilby Historic Park at Harrison Mills is the 
legacy of the late Acton and Jessie Kilby, 
for more than half a century proprietors of the 
rambling hotel, store and post office which 
offically became a provincial museum several 
years ago. 

Situated on a quiet bay formed by the conflu¬ 
ence of the Harrison and Fraser Rivers. Harri¬ 
son Mills (previously known as Harrison Mouth 
and Harrison River) had its start as a store, 
probably during the Fraser River gold rush. As 
"Harrison River,” it is mentioned by at least two 
travellers of the day, including "Hanging” 
Judge Matthew Begbie. A second store was 
located on the north side of the river. 

THE FIRST 169-ACRE pre-emptions in the 
area were those of settlers Donnelly, in 1862, and 
Bateson, in 1863. According to one historian the 
first industry, a fish plant, was established here 
in 1847 by the Hudson's Bay Co. Twenty- 
three years later Henry Cooper built a sawmill, 
the first of several to operate here over the next 
three-quarters of a century.

But it was not until the coming of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, in the 1880s. that the 
future Harrison Mills began to truly prosper. 

One of the first mentions of the revitalized 
community is made in the 1882-3 British Colum¬ 
bia Directory, which noted that a station house 
was to be established here. Interest in the region 
would automatically increase, predicted the 
Directory, and “Harrison Mouth" would shortly 
become an important point because it would also 
serve as the station for Chilliwack Settlement 
across the river: "It is the only place where the 
(CPR) line comes down to the river, and at the 
same time the Fraser is free from islands, and 
where, therefore, a direct crossing will be pos¬ 
sible." 


BY 1894 THE SETTLEMENT of Harrison 
River had its railway station, post office, tele¬ 
graph and express offices (all built on pilings 
and connected by boardwalks because the low 
delta land is subject to almost annual flooding), 
and enjoyed daily mail service. The Directory 
for that year listed 22 residents. By the following 
year the settlement had 11 new residents. In 1897 
Harrison’s population was 27, although there had 
seen several changes of citizenry. 

The railway attracted further settlement on 
both sides of the Fraser, and sternwheel Steam¬ 
ers replaced the canoe service as Harrison River 
supplanted Cheam, the original train stop a mile 
farther along the track, as Chilliwack’s trans¬ 
continental link with Canadian cities and mar¬ 
kets. Unlike its larger neighbor on the southern 
bank, which served a large agricultural region.

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burned down ill 1911), as well as three sawmills, 
a shake mill and the boarding houses which had 
accommodated many of the settlement's earlier 
residents. 

Many visitors and representatives of B.C. 
museums offered to buy the relics and early 
photographs which Kilby had collected, but he 
would only surrender those of his treasures of 
which he had a duplicate, and then usually 
w ithout charge. 

Periodically groups of school children 
toured the old store, to gaze with open-mouthed 
astonishment at the beautiful set of scales, hang¬ 
ing coal-oil lanterns, couplings, belts, frying 
pans, and at the big open bins of rice, sugar and 
other commodities. Then there was the post of¬ 
fice. Kilby's collection of antique guns and a 
large array of farming and lumber milling 
implements in the basement. 

KILBY’S LIFELONG association with the 
mill town dated back to 1902. when, at the age of 
12, he moved there with his family. Born at 
Sapperton (the Royal Engineers' camp at New 
Westminster) on Aug. I, 1X90. he started work as 
Harrison River post office assistant under his 
father in 1906. After service with the Royal 
Flying Corps in the First World War he served as 
provincial assessor. 

With wife Jessie he returned to Harrison 
Mills in 1922 to help his father. Thomas, run the 
store and post office. Upon the senior Kilby's 
death Acton was appointed postmaster on April 
1, 1929. 

Over the years he also served as a notary 
public, operated a dairy farm, was president of 
the Jersey Breeders' Association, secretary and 
director of the Lower Mainland Dairy Products 
Board, and founder and president of the Milk 
Shippers' Agency. 

As well, he was founder and president of the 
Mission Farm Products Ltd., a milk processing 
plant. Besides these duties he found time to 
serve as Kent County councillor in 1920. as 
secretary-treasurer of the diking committee, 
and as a member of the Agassiz-Harrison Board 
of Trade. During his absences Mrs. Kilby 
operated the store and post office. 

IN DECEMBER 1970 Chilliwack MLA and 
B.C. Recreation and Conservation Minister Ken¬ 
neth Kiernan. the MLA for Dewdney, and muni¬ 
cipal council members from Harrison Hot 
Springs. Kent, Agassiz and the city and tow nship 
of Chilliwack toured the Kilby general store. 

Kiernan said the store was one of the last of 
its kind in the Pacific Northwest and that the 
government would like to see the store site and 
several adjoining acres developed as a park, 
possibly by the Fraser-Cheam Regional District. 
He said it was unlikely that the provincial 
government would become involved in the pro¬ 
posed historic park until commitments were 
fulfilled at other historic sites. 

Plans for the proposed Harrison Mills com¬ 
plex. which had been initiated by John Green, 
publisher of the Agassiz-Harrison Advance, in¬ 
cluded the restored store, a museum and park. 

Also in keeping with tradition would be the 
^establishing of a sternwheel ferry service be¬ 
tween Harrison Mills and Minto Landing, the 
original ferry slip at Chilliwack, a hand-operat¬ 
ed farm, restored railway station-museum, a 
water-powered sawmill and an old-time eating 
establishment. 

Green even hoped that the sternwheelers 
would run between Fort Langley. Harrison Mills» 
and up the Harrison River to Port Douglas. 

SIGHED 81-YEAR-OLD Kilby: "It would be 
a crime to let this store dissolve. One of the 
governments should take it over. All this stuff. I 
won t want to see it scattered around." 

In December, 1971, it was announced that 
the provincial government and Fraser-Cheam 
Regional District would provide grants of $25,000 
each toward the purchase of the property in¬ 
volved. Under the terms of the agreement the 
Kilbys would continue to operate the store. Mrs. 
Kilby later donated two lots on the river side of 
the dike to Kent County for use as a public park 
and picnic area: these have been added to the 
land purchased by the province. 

In following years thousands of visitors en¬ 
joyed a tour of the general store-museum with 
the Kilbys. who formally retired on Jan. 1. 1977, 
several months after Acton was hospitalized in 
Chilliwack. On July 27, 1978 Acton Kilby died, 
one week short of his 88th birthday. Besides his 
wife Jessie he left four children, 10 grandchil¬ 
dren, two great-grandchildren — and a rich 
legacy to Britih Columbia. "

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The Case of the Red Handkerchief 


Since Sherlock 
Holmes set the stan¬ 
dard 90 years ago, the 
fictional private eye 
still holds public at¬ 
tention. He's the man 
who, invited to solve a 
mystery, is always suc¬ 
cessful. Even though 
often in competition 
with the doubting po¬ 
lice. 

Though it's a situation that 
never seems to happen in real life, 
there is record of one such case. So. 
if you’ve heard of Sam Spade, let 
me now introduce you to Art 
Spain. 

It was on an afternoon in late 
February, 1907, that Arthur B. 
Spain, running a branch of the Ca¬ 
nadian Detective Bureau on Van¬ 
couver’s Hamilton Street, got a 
phone call from the mayor of 
Blaine, Washington. Seems they 
had an unsolved murder down there 
and, dissatisfied with local police 
action, a citizens’ committee had 
asked the mayor to get Spain on the 
case. As an added incentive a $1,000 
reward had been posted. 

NOW, UNLIKE his fictional 
counterparts, Arthur had a little 
more on the ball having served with 
the North West Mounted Police on 
the Prairies and in the Yukon. 

He accepted the interesting 
proposition and caught the next 
Great Northern train for Blaine. 

When he arrived he was soon 
aware, apart from being an alien 
without local knowledge or ac¬ 
quaintances, that the baffled police 
were somewhat irked at his pres¬ 
ence. However Mr. Spain met the 
mayor and some of the citizens' 
committee, got some grudging de¬ 
tails from the county sheriff and 
then spoke to the coroner. 

The picture he got was this: It 
days previously, about 10 o'clock on 
a Saturday night, the house of Miss 
Addie Roper on the edge of town 
was seen to be on fire. Firemen 
promptly arrived and controlled the 
blaze before the three-room dwell¬ 
ing was a complete loss. They re¬ 
covered the slightly burned body of 
Miss Roper lying on the floor of a 
combination kitchen-bedroom. 

EVIDENCE AT the inquest 
showed Miss Roper arrived home 
about a quarter to 10 that night, 
locked the front door behind her 
and after dropping a bag of gro¬ 
ceries on the living room sofa, lit 
the oil lamp on a nearby table. She 
then hung up her coat and hat and 
went through to the kitchen-bed¬ 
room, where she had only time to 
draw off one glove when an intrud¬ 
er, standing in wait, threw a quilt 
over her head. There must have 
been quite a struggle before she 
was hit on the head with an axe and 
fell backwards, striking her head 
on a sewing machine at the foot of 
her bed. Her assailant then stuffed 
a rag in her mouth, and savagely 
poked it down her throat with a 
broom handie, part of the protrud¬ 
ing cloth being charred. 

Still clutched in the dead 
woman's hand was a piece of lace 
from one of her undergarments, 
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recalling gossip that Addie, instead 
of banking her money, often car¬ 
ried two or three hundred dollars on 
her person. Anyway, no money was 
found on her or in the house. The 
murderer apparently splashed the 
room with the contents of a five- 
gallon can of coal oil then, tossing 
the living room lamp on the floor, 
fled. 

A passerby, Robert Lange, see¬ 
ing the blaze, broke in the locked 
back door but couldn't face the 
inferno inside. At least that's what 
he said: however the sheriff didn't 


believe him and two hours later 
Lange was arrested trying to leave 
town on a midnight train. 

THREE DAYS LATER, a Mrs. 
Briner belatedly reported seeing 
Frank Watt running from the Satur¬ 
day night fire. Frank was also now 
occupying a cell. 

As to the dead woman, Spain 
got the information she had been a 
36-year-old spinster, of good char¬ 
acter, well-liked and employed in a 


local dry goods store. She was a 
fairly big woman who prided her¬ 
self on physical fitness, chopped all 
her own wood, and was figured to 
be a match for any night-time 
prowler. 

Next, Spain turned his attention 
to the suspects, talking first with 
Lange, whom he found despondent 
and rather scared — there had been 
talk of lynching — who said he only 
intended taking the train as far as 
Bellingham and returning the next 
day. 

Apparently before the train 


left, as he sat in a coach. Frank 
Watt came down the aisle remark¬ 
ing: “I wouldn't leave town if I were 
you. I hear you're going to be ar¬ 
rested.” A minute later city patrol¬ 
man Doane Bell came aboard and 
Lange was hustled off to the lock¬ 
up. 

“You know,” Lange muttered 
to Spain, ‘‘there was something 
queer about all that. How did Watt 
know I was going to be arrested?” 

Spain didn’t know either, so 


turned his attention to Frank Watt, 
a shifty looking character with a 
police record, who vowed Mrs. 
Briner was mistaken. It was some¬ 
one else she saw running from the 
fire. 

SPAIN NEXT interviewed pa¬ 
trolman Dell, a powerfully built, 
hard-eyed character with a handle¬ 
bar moustache. Turned out he was 
a Canadian who had lived in Van¬ 
couver before taking up a farm at 
Whonnock. When his wife divorced 
him he came to Blaine and joined 
the police force. He told Spain that 
he was probably the first person to 
give the alarm of fire -when he 
spotted the blaze from downtown. 
He was just outside Johnson's pool 
hall at the time. He said he didn't 
knoty Frank Watt and hadn't spo¬ 
ken to him the night of the fire. 

Which gave Spain the idea of 
checking on the movements of both 
men on the night in question. 

The result was interesting; he 
found the pair not only knew each 
other, but had been drinking to¬ 
gether the night before the fire in a 
saloon just across the line in B.C. In 
fact he turned up a man who had 
been within earshot of them and 
heard one of them refer to coal oil. 
More interesting still was Spain's 
discovery that on the night of the 
murder Dell had stood for nearly 30 
minutes in the shadow of a phone 
pole near Addie Roper's house. 
Some boys snowballing nearby not 
only recognized him but spoke to 
him. 

Next the indefatigable Spain 
took up a position outside Johnson's 
pool hall to discover that Miss 
Roper's cottage was completely ob¬ 
scured by buildings. 

NOT ONLY THAT, he found a 
man who had stood near Dell when 
the latter suddenly pointed and 
said: "Addie Roper's house is on 
fire!” 

"He didn't see any fire and 
neither did I," related the bystand¬ 
er, “not even smoke." 

Pursuing his investigation 
Spain next chatted with three town 
policemen and learned they had no 
use for Dell. In fact one night when 
Dell pulled a knife on one of them, 
his fellow cop pulled his gun and 
made him back up. One peculiar 
thing Spain noticed as he gauged 
the local police set-up. the night of 
the Roper murder Dell should have 
been off duty. 

• For no particular reason he re¬ 
lieved a man called Crosslin. Why 
would he wan! to work that night? * 

By now Blaine's citizens, whose 
anger had once almost reached 
lynching point, were now beginning 
to take friendly interest in the com¬ 
ings and goings of the Canadian 
investigator; interest that caused 
saloon keeper John C. Scott to draw- 
something to Spain's attention. He 
had discovered a coat at the bottom 
of a cupboard at the back of his bar 
and someone said Dell left it.there. 
Spain examined it and noticed some 
stains (which checked out later as 
human blood) and a slight smell of 
coal oil. Seemed to him. though he 
couldn't be sure, that theeoat 
matched the pants that Dell had 
been wearing since the murder. 

ALL THINGS considered it was 
time, he thought, to have Mr. Dell 
inside. Perhaps under stress of con¬ 
finement either he or Watt (if they 
were kept apart) might be tempted 
to relate something of further inter¬ 
est. Of course Spain didn't have the 
authority tojuakc an arrest, so put 
the suggestion-*to the sheriff. Who 
not only turned it down, but inti-

SAILING the SHUSWAP- By Ruth Phillips 


Leaving the trappings of modern living 
behind, we climbed aboard our 26-foot sailboat 
at Scotch Creek on Shuswap Lake. Bringing 
along only the barest of necessities, we were soon 
on our way. 

For the month of July our home would be this small but cozy vessel 
equipped with bunks for the three of us, sleeping bags, pillows, a two-burner 
alcohol Stove, a batch of canned foods, and a few personal items. 

Our sailing was dependent on winds. We did, however, bring-a small 
srx-horsepower motor to keep us going in case of need or emergency. 

It was a marvelous feeling of freedom that we all felt as we left the dock.- 
The water on Shuswap is still crystal-clear and wonderful to swim in. The air is 
also clear and delicately scented of pine. Shuswap is unspoiled and huge with 
nearly 1,000 miles of shoreline to explore, 

GLIDING ALONG with the wind is a thoroughly exhilarating experience, 
and when winds become strong or gusty or erratic, one's blood stirs with 
excitement by the challenge of nature. 

Lake winds are unpredictable and the sails must be handled swiftly and 
correctly. Sometimes the winds blow up very quickly or change direction 
without warning. v 

One sunny morning while cruising along I was feeling very relaxed, so I 
dove off the boat which was barely moving. Just at that moment a gust of wind 
sent our vessel across the water just about leaving me behind. I somehow 
managed to grab ahold of the side. 

Each night on the lake was an adventure of its own. We never knew quite 
where we would find ourselves at eveningtime. Sometimes we tied our sloop to 
a dock and sometimes we anchored offshore paddling to land with our rubber 
dinghy. We usually built a Tire on land to cook on and also to gather around in 
the evening. 

We found quite a number of camp areas on the lake equipped with tables, 
garbage cans, and outhouses accessible only to boaters 

BETWEEN SHUSWAP LAKE itself and its arms is a very attractive 
provincial marine park at the place called Cinnemousun Narrows. Provided 
here for boaters are several wharfs, more than a dozen picnic tables built of 
heavy cedar, stone fireplaces, outhouses, and even three cabins with wood- 
stoves inside. 

What a welcome haven these can be when the weather has turned rainy or 
cool! An attendant keeps this park neat and tidy at all times and also 
well-supplied with firewood. 

It was here that we found lots of friendly boaters with whom we spent 
many an enjoyable time around an evening campfire. In the morning each boat 
would pack up its own crew and head off in one direction or another. 
Cinnemousun Narrows is a central meeting spot for all the boaters on the 

lake. 

I'VE NEVER BEFORE seen so many houseboats as I saw here. Very 
popular, they are mostly rented on a weekly basis. These rent for $550 a week. 
Often two families rent one boat together. Being fairly roomy, they can easily 
accommodate two small families. 

When not actually travelling, we spent our lime sunbathing, water skiing. 


swimming, making friends, cooking on the shores of this beautiful lake, hiking, 
rock collecting, fishing, berry picking, and exploring. 

Travelling up Anstey Arm, we found it to be wild and especially unspoiled. 
At the end, we were delighted to find a wide sandy beach. There were no 
facilities and few people. Two rivers flow into the end of this arm of the lake. 
We explored this area on foot until I happened to step on a rusty nail from an 
old board. So it was that we had to start looking for a doctor. We eventually 
found one. Dr. Hodgeson, at the little town of Angeimont. 

THE NEXT ARM we explored was Seymour Arm. As we started up we 
immediately encountered a good strong wind blowing. So, we sailed all the 
way. The whole day, however, was rainy which caused everything aboard to 
become wet or damp. Arriving at the far end of Seymour Arm, we found lots of 
activity, some of our boating friends, a floating store at Bughouse Bay, a 
cabaret, a gift shop, and a quaint old hotel. 

Much to our delight we found homemade bread, buns, and cinnamon rolls 
for sale at the floating grocery store. The fresh baked goods were delicious! 
That evening we dressed up and went to a dance at the Seymour Arm 
Community Hall. Later in the evening we headed for the hotel where we joined 
a jubilant singalong. Our teen-age daughter, Gina, enjoyed the evening with 
some newly-made friends. 

The following day a pleasant, red-haired lady aboard a motor cruiser 
caught two land locked salmon and a large rainbow trout. She was exhuberant 
\ over her luck and invited us to a beach barbecue. Bringing along potatoes, 
vegetables, and coffee, we all enjoyed a fantastic meal. 

THAT EVENING the group of us happened to meet some other boaters, 
and a beach party sprung up spontaneously. Somebody chopped wood for a 
huge beach fire; someone made great batches of pipcorn; and someone mixed 
cocktails. Altogether some 20 people gathered a round the fire that evening. It 
was great fun for all. 

In the morning everyone emerged from his boat to leap into the water for 
an early morning swim. Afterwards we all sat in a row along the dock sipping 
coffee. Then each one drifted off into his own activities of the day. 

Leaving the historical old town of Seymour Arm at the far end of this arm, 
we began travelling down toward Cinnemousun Narrows again. This time the 
weather was beautiful and sunny and we stopped at various coves and sandy 
beaches along the way. A favorite among these stops was our overnight 
anchorage at a sandy cove near Albas. The sand was white and fine. 1 picked a 
bucket of delicious berries; wild raspberries, wild blackberries, and some 
saskatoons. The evening was delightfully cool and breezy, and we shared a 
bonfire with some houseboaters. 

MANY AN EVENING we spent rocking in our boat playing scrabble at the 
table. Scrabble is a favorite game of ours, and we had some keen competition 
between us. 

Rocking to sleep in an anchored boat is an exquisite experience. One is 
lulled by the lapping of the waves. 

Approaching the Narrows in full sail, we went from a gentle breeze into a 
heavy storm. We could see the big whiteeaps in front of us, and we knew that 
the sailing would soon be fast and rough. Suddenly we were in it. It was very 
exciting as we bounced along through the waves healing over as we went. 

Altogether we spent three weeks and a few days sailing the Shuswap and 
we enjoyed every day of it. In fact, every day was a new surprise. 

If y ou're looking for a lake to sail, you might well consider Shuswap. As yet 
it is still unspoiled and it’s huge. Also, you can scoop your drinking water from 
the side of your boat. It's still clean.

APPARENTLY SPAIN, in 
some curious fashion, had learned 
that a Mrs. Stewart at Mt. Vernon 
did the Watt's washing and when he 
showed Mrs. Stewart the portion of 
red handkerchief she identified her 
laundry mark . . . and Mr. Watt's 
handkerchief! 

Confronted with this develop¬ 


ment, Frank Watt's common-law 
wife decided to clear her con¬ 
science by telling a few things 
about Frank's past. So, when Frank 
appeared, and handcuffs encircled 
his wrists, he too had something to 
say. 

He and Dell were present when 
Addie Roper met her death, but 
Dell did the killing! Naturally this 
information had some bearing at 
Dell's trial. Probably why he was 
found guilty and got life imprison¬ 
ment. A month later Frank Watt got 
the same treatment. 

Naturally Spain was the star 
witness at these two events, and 
returned to Vancouver a thousand 
dollars the richer. 

It was about eight years later 
.he went overseas with the 72nd 
Seaforths from Vancouver. On his 
return he joined Sir Percy Sher¬ 
wood's Dominion Police. Which, 
about 1920, was taken over by the 
RC’MP. so Arthur found himself 
back in the Mounties. Eventually, 
of course, he retired, and in the fall 
of 1962. w hen he was 89. he died in 
the Shaughnessy Hospital.

If you are not careful and 
blink at the wrong moment, 
you’ll miss the community of 
Ymir that is nestled in the 
trees along Highway 6, in the 
protective shade of the moun¬ 
tains that gave rise to its birth 
in the 1860s. 

In fact it was the ruins of the mine works and 
the tailings on these hillsides above the town 
that first caught my eye and registered a mentat 
note to return and explore those old relics from 
the past. Set apart from the speeding traffic 
along the highway and the hustle of the commu¬ 
nity of Nelson, the remnants of the mining era in 
the Kootenays stand as fragmentary reminders 
of a bygone time. 

It was a freewheeling time, filled with stories 
of fortunes made and lost, instant towns and 
camps, gambling joints, saloons and outlaws, as

well as the cold hard realities of mine work as it 
was in the 1800s. As we charge along in our 
technological way, bulldozing over our past and 
ignoring the foundations that we have sprung 
from, these cabins, mines and old buildings of 
Ym ir see m above it all somehow. 

THERE IS A SUBTLE dignity in the weath¬ 
er-beaten deterioration that these monuments 
endure and it is somewhat awe inspiring to stand 
in the shadow of forgotten people and just 
sample the nostalgic atmosphere of these hints 
of a free spirit. 

It was on a sunny blue sky June day that held 
all the promise of a potential scorcher, that I 
chose to follow the switchback logging trail up to 
the old mine shaft. 

I drove into Ymir and was suddenly met with 
the feeling that the town really hadn't changed 
all that much since the 1890s. 

There was a sense of some modern covering, 
paint, the odd trailer, power lines and some oil 
drums, but the main buildings were basically the 
historic structures of the original town. 

In terms of industry, there is not much to 
keep the town going, some logging, the railroad 
and a few supportive businesses. 

THE LOCALS that I talked to said that the 
mines would probably not rt'-open and yet people 
stayed here. These people it seemed, let the fast 
traffic move on to Nelson to leave Ymir more or 
less alone. Gradually as I looked around I knew I 
liked it here, that is except for the gaudy paint on 
the pub doors of the hotel for the coior really 
looked out of place. 

Once through the doors the purple paint faded 
from consciousness and I began to look around 
the Ymir Hotel. 

I sat down at a table by myself, and real¬ 
ized that I was probably the only stranger in the 
place. Except for the addition of the juke box. 
the pub probably hadn't changed all that much 
since it was built and I commented that observa¬ 
tion to one of the locals sitting close by. A little 
reluctant at first to speak much, his apparent 
reserve gave way after awhile with a little 
prodding plus the fact that I was genuinely in¬ 
terested in his story of Ymir. 

“COURSE IT ISN’T too much now," he said, 
"what with the mines gone, but in it's lime Ynyr 
was quite a place.” 

He explained that the area started to open up 
in the 1860s as placer miners worked northward 
along the Salmo River, looking for potential 
strikes on the many little creeks to be found 
along the way. At the mouth of Quartz Creek a 
little settlement grew and was named after the 
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little stream right where it pours into the Salmo 
River. 

That was Ymir's original name until an 
American railroader named Carbin, changed 
it in 1897. The name Ymir had first been used by 
Dawson, a well known surveyor of the time, who 
had called the surrounding hills the Ymir moun¬ 
tains. The settlement soon expanded as the min¬ 
eral content of the rock gave rise to numerous 
mines such as Kootenay Belle, Ymir, Dundee. 
Yankee girl and Queen. 

AS THE MINES produced wealth, the miners 
demanded a place to spend their hard-earned 
gold and soon fancy saloon hotels such as the 
Palace, St.Charles and Ymir were added to the 
town. 

At the turn of the century the town of Ymir 
boasted two full streets and a growing business 
section. It seems that the 1930s brought the 
major decline to Ymir. as this period did to so 
many enterprises, but it did not wipe the commu¬ 
nity completely out. 

The Ymir Hotel is still in use today and one 
can walk through its doors just as Pete the 
Packer must have done so long ago. 

I headed back out into the sunlight, filled with 


a new insight into the old buildings of Ymir and 
before heading up to the mines, decided to take a 
look at the old Pioneer Stables. It stood sur¬ 
rounded by brush, it’s faded name barely dis- 
eernable across the false fronfwall. Windows 
barred and doors locked, it supports the tattered 
remains of long unused facilities that cling to its 
crossboard sides, adding to the wealth of forgot¬ 
ten memories that arc now all but lost. 

THE ROAD up to the mines crosses a log 
bridge over the Salmo River and seems to take 
on an angle dose to vertical! 

Winding around the hillside it clings to the 
mountain face and is traversed only by loggers, 
hunters and the occasional hiker. It was around 
a bend that five deer suddenly looked up from 
their contented grazing and after a short mo¬ 
ment of some equally surprised gazes, that 
passed between us, they bounded off on their 
spring-like legs. 

Below, the canton made by the continuous 
downwards rush of Quartz Creek, led out to its 
junction with the Salmo River. 

A side road down to the creek led past a 
shattered jumble of camp buildings. Collapsed 
Continued on Page 15 
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walls, rotting foundations and scars from the 
bottle hunters who dug pits in search of the 
camp’s garbage dump. It was very silent here as 
I stood among the ruins except for the stream’s 
rush, the occassional whine of insects and the 
calls of some birds. 

THE SDN WAS STILL at a height that made 
the long trip up seem a good deal longer. Off in 
the distance I could hear a large cat working, the 
unmistakable gutterall roar of a diesel involved 
in some earth moving activity, echoed between 
the hillsides. 

Building a logging road, the operator threw a 
rather surprised wave as I passed, not really 
expecting to see anyone around any more than 
the deer down the road had anticipated encoun¬ 
tering a visitor. 

The original road to the mine, although over¬ 
grown, showed me the way to the heaps of 
tailings that one can see from the road, the ruins 
of the concentrator and the mine shaft itself. 

The mine area had a look of desertion about it 
that is prevalent in old towns and settlements. 

They never looked like abandonment was 
planned, but rather a sense of immediacy pre¬ 
vails as if all the men had walked off one day and 
just never bothered to come back. Ore cars lay 
toppled at the end of the run from the shaft, 
partially covered by tailings, that on close in¬ 
spection showed slight traces of ore that spar¬ 
kled in the sunlight. Mixed in with this debris 
was the odd drill core that was polished smooth 


and showed a cross section of the rock from 
which it had been taken. 

THE CONCENTRATOR leaned, with parts of 
it collapsed from the might of Kootenay snow¬ 
falls and the effect of weather combined with 
neglect. Climbing around this structure took 
care and caution, fori was a good distance from 
help should some rotten timber give way. The 
concentrator appeared to be partially filled at 
the time of abandonment adding to the feeling 
that desertion had been a sudden act. 

All around the deserted works, the piles of 
rock had a dull red tint, from mineral content 
that had oxidized. Pools of stagnant water that 
had collected at the base of the tailings showed a 
reddish yellow sludge picked up as the runoff 
passed down through the mounds of debris. 

' . Below, the partial remains of the ore car 
cable ran right out of sight among the trees on 
the hillside. The ore had evidently been sent 
down via this overhead cable system to the 
works near the town. 

CONSIDERING the terrain, it was a con¬ 
siderable feat in engineering but now it too lies 
abandoned to the elements and the occasional 
glance of wonder by a passing motorist speeding 
along the highway. 

It was time to eat lunch and as I leaned 
against a timber and munched at my gourmet 
lunch of sausage, bread and cheese, it seemed 
that the whole of the Kootenays lay right at my 
feet, rugged country that men and women had 
come to in search of wealth and happiness. 


In hiking around old mines and ghost towns 
throughout B.C., I have always been amazed at 
the amount of effort people are willing to go to In 
order to mine precious metals, especially gold. 

I suppose there is something especially allur¬ 
ing about this metal for whole towns have been 
born because of it, complex engineering systems 
designed to obtain it and people's lives dedicated 
to recovering it, only to be forgotten as the 
glistening ore peters out. 

THIS WAS REALLY brought home as I 
peered into the narrow doorway of the half- 
flooded mine shaft entrance. The hole carved out 
of grey rock was framed in the usual way with 
beams and shored up with pine logs cut from the 
surrounding forest, but decay had set in. 

Combined with the flooding, the years of 
neglect were working at the shaft timbers and 
the mountain was slowly healing over the deep 
wound in its side. 

I waded into the water a few steps, ducking 
beneath the entrance timbers and looked into the 
blackness that held a sort of fascination. A few 
steps more and all the outside sounds were shut 
out and only the whispers from trickling water 
remained to cut . through the blackness of the 
shaft. 

I turned out of the entranceway, remember¬ 
ing some words of warning about old mine shafts 
as told to me by George Fletcher, an experi¬ 
enced Derbyshire mine explorer and I headed 
over for one last look at the expansive view from 
the tailing pile. 


TRAILER BOAT SAFETY 


If you trailer your boat, then boating safety 
begins in your driveway — not out on the 
water. 

The boating authorities at Mercury out¬ 
boards reminds ownes of trailer boats to check 
your trailer before beginning your next voyage. 
Lights should be tested, bearings should be pro¬ 
perly rubricated now before the boating season 
really gets underway and then at specified inter¬ 
vals throughout the summer. Tires should al¬ 
ways be inflated to the recommended pressure. 
Check frequently to be sure they are. 

The w inch should be taut and locked, and all 
tiedowns should be secured. Extra gear stowed 
inside the boat should be properly trimmed 
(balanced). Also make sure your safety chains 


are criss-crossed under’the tongue of the trailer 
to prevent a tragic loss. 

All required and/or recommended safety 
gear should be aboard, such as owner papers, 
anchor, running lights, fire extinguisher, horn or 
whistle, adequate number of personal flotation 
devices, paddle or oar, pump or bailer, flares, 
anchor line and proper fuel containers. Don’t 
forget emergency food and charts. 

An old salt once quipped that the proper 
place to launch your boat is on the water, not the 
highway. The Mercury lads make the suggestion 
that you might compose two boating checklists. 
One would contain all the things you want to be 
sure to take along. The other would contain all 
the things you should check before you leave. 


IT MUST HAVE been an undescribably un¬ 
comfortable way to live, mining for gold.

Nearly deserted except for the few,signs of 
modern activity, Ymir has somehow retained 
most of its character. For me, it was certain¬ 
ly worth the side trip inlo this town and up to one 
of the old mines. It was like stepping back in 
time a little, as if Ymir were a portal to a past 
that is now growing dimmer, at much too fast a 
rate.

- with the Fraser River 
creating a hroad alu- 
vium filled valley as 
the mountains' south¬ 
ern limit. 


On the north edge of the Fraser 
Valley are a series of lakes, oriented 
in a north-south direction, nestled in 
jhe mountains. 

Most of the lakes are essentially 
landlocked fiords cut oft from the 
„ isea by the sediments laid down by 
the Fraser River. The largest of 
these lakes is Harrison Lake. The 
■Jake is fit kilometres (38 miles) long 
and despite its mountainous setting 
it is only 9.75 metres (30-31 feet) 
above sea level, while the floor of 
the lake is 183 metres below sea 
level. 

One hundred and forty-five mil¬ 
lion years ago the setting was en¬ 
tirely different. 

THE GREAT GRANITIC for 
,. t mations that gave birth to the coast 
mountains had yet to rise to form 
the present day ranges. In their 
place was a sea. One that was full of 
life. In many areas marine animals 
were buried to become fossils. 

Eventually the sea retreated to 
the west. When the land begun to 
uplift and the Coast Range was 
formed a great deal of the 
marine sediments were altered and 
eroded away leaving large and 
. * small areas of volcanic rocks and 
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sea formed sediments trapped and 
exposed in the newly formed moun¬ 
tains. 

These are called roof pendants. 
In some of these roof pendants the 
coiled shells of extinct ammonites 
are found. 

THE FOSSIL BEARING rocks 
from the sea dating from the late 
Jurassic and early Cretaceous 
times, about 145 million years ago. 
are more extensive in area in the 
Harrison Lake district .and form 


TYPICAL MARINE fossils 
found around the southern half of 
the lake are shell bearing inverte¬ 
brates such as buchia. an extinct 
type of clam which is used as an 
indicator of the rock's age, along 
with bclcmnites, cephaiopods relat¬ 
ed to the modern squid. The soft 
parts of the belemnite such as the 
tentacles, are seldom preserved 
and usually all that is found of the 
animal is a long cigar shaped shell 



fairly extensive beds around some 
areas of the lake located about 90 
kilometres (56 miles) cast of Van¬ 
couver. 

Fossils are found on the south¬ 
west side of the lake, on Echo Is 
land opposite Sasquatch Provincial 
Park, on Long Island and along a 
more accessible 16 kilometre (10- 
mile) stretch of road on the west 
side of the lake opposite Long Is¬ 
land. 


not much more than 15 centimetres 
long. The shell tapers at one end 
and the word "belemnite" comes 
from the Greek "belemnon" mean¬ 
ing a dart or arrow. 

The shells of these extinct ani¬ 
mals along with shells of various 
buchia are encountered on the sides 
of a dirt road on the west wide of 
Harrison Lake. The section of road 
is between Walian Creek and

Twenty Mile Creek. The creeks are 
easy to find as they have signs by 
the bridges that cross over them. 

TO REACH the area, travelling 
east on the Number 7 highway, pass 
behind the cafe at Harrison Mills. 
After 12 kilometres (seven miles) 
near the Weaver Creek spawning 
channel the black lop road gives 
way to a dirt surface. It is about 
another 26 kilometres (16 miles) to 
the fossil area. 

The road is well above the lake 
and some excellent views to the 
eastern mountains and far shore 
can be seen. Once in the strip of 
mesozoic rocks a great many fossil 
localities can be found. 

Be prepared to stop your vehicle 
often lo examine the rocks. Any 
fossils present will be readily vis¬ 
ible and no digging is needed or 
required. 

The west side of the dirt road is 
marked off with kilometre signs 
every kilometre with the numbers 
going higher as you travel north. 
The signs start about three kilo¬ 
metres north of the Weaver Creek 
spawning channel. 

FOSSILS ARE particularly 
abundant near kilometres 27 and 28. 
The buchia shown in the lop come 
from a strip of fossil-strewn road¬ 
way 5.(1 miles north of Walian Creek 
near kilometre 28 w here a low cliff- 
side full of fossil shells parallels the 
road. 

The.fossils occur in great num¬ 
bers in this area and make an inter¬ 
esting introdetion to fossil life 
forms from the Jurassic-Creta¬ 
ceous seas. 

Many of the known fossil sites 
around Harrison Lake are difficult 
ta reach and often a boat is re¬ 
quired. This strip of road is, as yet, 
little used and offers an excellent 
day of leisurely outing and discov¬ 
ery for a fine summer day. 

One of the more recent maps of 
use to those going into the area is 
put out by the British Columbia 
Forest Service. Ask for: Recreation 
Sites. North Fraser Valley. The 
map is on a scale of 1:125,000 (1 cm 
equals 1.25 km).
